Tne reproduction 
of this bill la a bold altoiupt. Just at lUls period, to 
heap anot bor burden upon tbe people and assist the 
sute in squandering sUll greater sums upon the 
obujxlooa military establishment.

Now that sbtp canals are being so promluentlF 
brought before the irnhUc, it Is inlercsDng to know 
what the Dutch are doing m that resoocc. 
The pro­ 
jected canal is to cut through the Ibdudus of North 
Holland, and wUl convert tue ctly ol Amsterdaui 
lulo a Norm Sea imrt. Two piers, each 5,000 feet 
loug, are being projected luto tbe sea to lortii a har­ 
bor of refuge, to embrace an area of 7,200 aeren. 
About l.boo yards Inland will be lue basin, which i» 
to form the entrance to the canal. It win be twenty- 
six leet deep and 1«7 feet wide—e.xceedlng the dl- 
nienstoiis of the Suez Canal. It will bJ carried 
through the raids’ of a sheet of water, or inland isks, 
the Wyker Meer, wiiiah wLl tie daiiiiiicd up, along 
with the river, which is so called Irom tne simpe of 
iLs course (Y), and arierw.irds pumped <Iry and con­ 
verted lino pasture laud. The cost of these vast 
works will auioiiiu to 27,ooo, iOa flonna, aud It will 
pe completed tn 1870.

No question bad * been 
0)>euly m ooted on this point, but it being ascer­ 
tained that tho republican and Democratic 
Union loaders would spring a candidate for 
Mayor at the last moment, and if successful 
bring the question into the courts, the Tammany 
leaders, In tho face of Mayor Hall’s objection 
to such a conrse, determined to checkmate 
this move by opening a ballot for Mayor. 
Of 
course the natural result followed of a second 
trluinphaiit election of Mayor Hall lor the term 
of two years, dating from 18G9. 
With but one exception the Tammany noml- 
uoes for civil and police justices have been 
re-elected. 
Judge Dowliug, by virtue of his 
re-election, becomes fz-offieio a Jndge of the 
Court of Speoial Sessions for tho full term of 
six years. 
It is owing to this distinction that 
he has been popolarly dubbed Chief Justice of 
the Magisterial Bench In the city. 
This is the 
second term upon which Judge Dowling enters 
with hid nomination endorsed by every party 
organissation in the olty, supported by the 
united votes of the whole distrlot. Judge Quinn 
(civil branch) has alsobeon re-elected, enooon- 
torlng not a shadow of opposition. 
In two 
districts, the present incumbents not receiving 
a Tammany nomination, contested the election 
as against the regular nominee, bat were beaten, 
and they retire on tho first of the new year. ’ 
In the Aldermanic contest Tammany has 
lost at least two districts—the Tenth returning 
a candidate on a republican ticket, and the 
Eighteenth electing Florence Scanuel, noto- 
rioqs from his participation in the late riot, in 
which he was seriously wounded by a pistol 
shot, and who ran on tho Demcoratic Onion 
ticket. 
The Assistant Aldermen dected are 
all Tammany democrats. 
Our returns on tho 
balloting for School Trustees, so far as they 
go, show the election of all the Tammany can­ 
didates. 
The vote yesterday was far below that 
polled in tho city at the November election. 
This naturally arose from the apathy among 
the democraoy in tho absence of any united 
effort on the part of the republicans and out­ 
side democratic organizations to enter the lists 
as against the Tammany nomiuoes. 
To a 
groat extent, therefore, tho election wont by 
default. Little can bo said of the composition 
of the new Boards of Common Council. 
It is 
to be hoped, however, that in the opoaing era of 
restored municipal rights to the city, which they 
will be the first officially to receive the benefit 
of, they may demonstrate tho wrong done in 
the past by republican leglslatloa and prove 
that it is paly in the hands of tho citizens that 
municipal government can b« safely and 
profitably lodged. 
The day passed off very quietly and with a 
gratifying minimum of the distnrbances which 
generally attend tho excitement consequent 
upon charter and other elections In the city.

Tho President in his Message has drawn 
attention to a species of fraud in our system of 
naturalization wiiich has probably escaped 
public notice. 
Our minds have been directed 
so much to those frauds developed at the 
registry office and the 
ballot box that 
tho kind of abuse which the 
President 
refers 
to 
has 
been 
In 
a 
measore 
overlooked. 
President Grant says, for ex­ 
ample, “The unsettlod political condition of 
other countries less fortunate than our own 
sometimes induces their citizens to come to 
the United States for the solo purpose of being 
naturalized. 
Having secured this they return 
to their native country and reside there with­ 
out disclosing this change of allegiance. 
They 
accept official positions of trust or honor which 
can only be held by citizens of their native 
land. They journey under passports describ­ 
ing them as citizens still; and it is only when 
civil discord, after years, perhaps, of quiet, 
threatens their persons or their property, or 
when their native State drafts into Its military 
Bcrvice, that the fact of their change of allegi­ 
ance is made known. 
They reside perma­ 
nently away from the United States, they con­ 
tribute nothing to Ite revenues, they avoid the 
duties of this citizenship and they only make 
themselves known by a claim of protection.” 
The President is right on this point. 
Not only 
is this practice a groat abuse but It is a griov- ' 
ons IqjiiBtice to those who honestly become 
citizens and carry out legitimately aU the obli­ 
gations of citizenship—who pay taxes, do Jury 
duty and military duty when called upon, and in 
every way contribute to the good weal of the 
country by their Industry and good conduct. 
This latter class can be numbered by hnndreds 
of thousands. The class to whom the Presi­ 
dent refers are, fortunately, but few, yet the 
principle to which the Message objects is not 
the lest mischievous for that, 
The President, 
therefore, is quite right in directing our diplo­ 
matic and consular officers “ to scrutluize care­ 
fully all such claims for protection"—in other 
words, to protect the real citizen of the United 
Slates against the frauds perpetrated by the 
fraudulent citizen, who only obtains his natu­ 
ralization papers for the purpose of shirking 
obligations duo to tho country of his nativity. 
That there fia» been a good deal of that kind 
of thing done is undoubted—in the German 
States, especially, before the recent treaty 
with regard to military service was agreed to. 
We are glad that the Prosidont baa drawn the 
attention of Congress to this snbject. It is the 
first time that this view of the natnralizatlon 
laws Las been taken by our Chief Magistrates, 
and it is to be hoped that it may pave tho way 
for some new legislation upon that question ; 
for, says the President, “ the citizen of the United 
States, whether native or adopted, is entitled 
to its complete protection. While I have a 
voice in the direction of affairs I shall not con­ 
sent to Imperil the sacred right by conferrjpg

thousand persons after the roll has been 
oalled. 
It is au august, most reverend and 
imposing convocation In its appearance, and 
one which affords matter of very deep interest 
to tho Christian world, 
d u this account we 
devote a large space In our pages to-day to an 
elucidation of tho history of the Catholic 
Councils which have been hold since the period 
of the meeting of the First Council of Nice to 
the present, the ciroumstanoos uader which 
they mot, their work and oonsequeaoos. 
Wo 
also present all the Pontifical doouments oon- 
neoled with the present one, including copies 
of the Papal invitations issued to the Eastern 
and Frotestaut Churches to send delegates to 
Rome for “ instruction,” preparatory, as it 
would seem to be hoped, to a return to the 
“one fold” or “ centre of religious unity.” 
The peculiar, oompaot and almost universal 
system of organization of the Catholic Church, 
its manner of government by an elective 
Chief Bishop and the College of Cardi­ 
nals, 
with 
its 
means 
and 
power 
of 
intercommunion 
and 
propagandism, 
are 
set 
forth 
in 
such 
a 
shape 
as 
will 
enable our readers of all religious persuasions 
to understand why .it Is that Its clergy have 
been, and now are, so sucoessftU in the work 
of missionary enterprise. The relations of tho 
temporal sovereigns of the Old World towards 
the Pontiff and bishops—a matter of the utmost 
oonsequenoe at the present moment—are 
treated iii order according to the power of the 
respective countries. 
Indeed wo may claim 
that nothing of material value has been 
omitted, and that the H i b a u ) of this morning 
will remain in after time a more faithful and 
accessible register of the Council of the Vatican 
for the use of all Christian peoples—that of tho 
numerous Catholic community of the American 
Continent in particular—than any which has 
been published of the previous Roman episco­ 
pal congregations. The pens of our special 
correspondents in Europe, aided by steam and 
electricity, have enabled us to accomplish this 
work, so that our readers can after its 
perusal draw tbeir own independent inferonoes 
as to whether Rome in her penetration sees 
the handwriting, the mene tekd et eupliarson, 
on tho wall, and is preparing to meet its conse- 
qnenoes, or whether she will be enabled to 
sustain her priestly claim that she Is “ over 
new and ever baptizing and being baptized,” 
and thus, after an adjustment, take a new 
lease for the commencement of a religious 
career In accordance with tho spirit and- 
reqnirements of tho ago. 
In this connection we print a faith ful trans­ 
lation of the’ Syllabus of Errors, as it is termed, 
or the Ponlifloal and hierarchical platform:

is said that this document will bo adopted by 
tho Council, viva voos and without discussion, 
should this prove to be true we can see but 
little use in a meeting undertaken at so much 
personal inoonvenience and cost.

The Archbishop of Cal­ 
cutta, India, travoUed through the Suez C an al- 
one of its first passengers-on his way to 
Rome, while tho Bishop of Honolulu, in the 
Sandwich Islands, was carried from San Fran­ 
cisco to New York over tho Pacific •Railroad 
when journeying in the same direction. 
Tho 
first, having steamed over the grave of Pharaoh 
and his mighty host, must certainly reflect on 
tho evanescence of all temporal power, while 
the latter will speak to his compeers of what 
man has accomplished and can do by the 
subornation of the agencies of modern civiliza­ 
tion. 
Tho Council of the Vatican meets on the day 
of tho Feast of Immaculate Conception. 
It is 
also the anniversary of the birthday of Horace, 
the Roman poet having first seen the light on 
the 8th of December, in the year 05 before the 
birth of Christ. It is one of those curious coin­ 
cidences which occur in the conrse of a world. 
The spark of the Syllabus may have boon 
lighted in the brain of tho satirist, when he 
asserted that in ancient Rome nemo corUentue 
vivai ilia $orte eeu ratio dederit eeu fora 
ohjeeerit— ^iio person lives contented with 
the lot which reason has accorded or chance 
prMonted to him.’-' And then he wont on to 
show the prevalence of the tuceui ncgroe lot- 
Uginia-tho “juice of the black onttleflsh”- I n 
the slanders, defamations, detractions and 
belittlings of personal worth 
and private 
character which abounded on every 
side 
aronnd him. 
Indeed, be characterizes hU 
friend and patron Mecenas “ the tutelary guar­ 
dian of peace, civilization and progress”— 
words of wonderful, prophetic accuracy, and 
which woro almoat Immediately sanctified in 
the text of 
the 
earliest 
Christian who 
appeared within a very few years after hu 
decease. 
If the Conuoll of the Vatloan can elaborate 
the grand idoas of tho poet into a shape fit for 
•vbry-day disciplinary practice in tho world 
people may be dlaposed to accept oven tho 
Syllabus, and the Papacy remain, despite the 
after nlterancc of tho Queen Boadicea, “ Rome 
shall perish ; write the word iu tho blooil of 
those she spilt.”

right.

tem of dealing with him Is an excellent one, 
and is quite satisfied with the work the Prienda 
have already done.

Tho 
old idea of gathering the tribes on reservations 
and civilizing them, and oven giving theni 
a representation in Congress, is advanced j 
but the trouble is that we have been trying 
this plan for many years and have as yet had 
but little auccesa, except with the Cherokees. 
Pottawottamies, Osages and a few other tribes. 
The Seorotary reaches the real cause of the 
difilculty in this respect when he says that.the 
waot of appropriations to fulfil our treatiee 
with the Indians is the chief obstacle in the 
way of peace. 
The fact is that our agents 
and commissioners promise too much and 
perform too little. The savage Is distrustful. 
If he makes a bargain with the white man he 
expects him to keep bis word, and if d is t^ 
pointed he becomes unmanageable. 
Tho sub­ 
jects of education and of the census also 
occupy a brief space lu tho report. Tho Unloa 
Pacific Railroad completed one hundred and 
sixty-five milqs of road and telegraph during 
the laat fiscal year, and in the regularity of 
running trains and general management makes 
altogether a fair show, according to tho report 
of the commissioners.

power their representatives In Washington to 
enter into negotiations with a convention ia 
this country for tho purpose of making uniform 
regulations as to tho coastniction of tho parte 
of vessels to bo devoted to the use of eml- 
■ grant passengers, as to the quality and quan­ 
tity of food, as to the medical treatment of tho 
sick, and as to the rnles to bo observed during 
the voyage, in order to sccuro ventilation, to 
promote Lealtb, to prevent intrusion and to 
protect females, and providing for the estab­ 
lishment of tribunals in the several connlrlee 
for inforcing such repnlatlons by summary 
process. This is precisely tho roforra most 
needed In our emigration system, and tho 
prompt action of General Grant proves that 
he comprehends tho matter thoroughly.

Tbo obarter election for 1899 terminated with the 
clo*o 01 the polU at tweuty-nine minutes bo.’oro five 
o’clock yesterday evening. 
Aa previously a u J re­ 
peatedly announoed by the Hbkalu tne couten, 
such as It W.W. lay not between the candidatos of 
opposing party organizaUons, but was almost en­ 
tirely ooiillued in dlsiricta oontested where tho 
regular Tam ruAuy nominees wero opposed by a Jho- 
reuta of the sumo purty, but who, deeming that 
tUelr claims were unjustifiably overlooked, were 
determined 
to 
measure- tholr 
strength with 
the ‘‘regulars.” 
a s when "Greek meets Greek 
then comes the tug of war," so with more iban 
even party zeal was the fight waged between the 
rival oontesiants of the same orguulzailon. The 
result In these desuKory confiicts was doubtful 
throughout the day. Tbe seceders fought maulully, 
uud brought up lUelr supports and rojcrves with 
such good Judgment and In such force that It was 
only after the close of the polls and whou tho votes 
were canvassed It was possible to declaro who wae 
tbe victor or who tbe vanquished. 
TUB MATOKALTr—A KliyB DB OUKURR. 
It was not supposed that the election of a Mayor 
was one of the duties Imposed on tho electors at tuts 
time, It being understood and nulversally accepted 
ibat the present Chief Magistrate was elected at 
the last ilmrtcr election, 1898. for the usual full 
tormofiho omec-iwo years. A quibble was, how­ 
ever. raised tha: Mayor Hall was theu elected for the 
nnexplred term only, of Governor Hoflman’s terra 
cuusud by hU elevation to Chlel Executive of the 
Mate. This quc'srion was set at rest by the opinion 
of a high municipal legal practitioner, who on the 
point beiug siibuilticd to him, empiintically declare.l 
lor tho constitutionality of tho election for the full 
mayoral leriii ol two years. This upinlon was dls- 
sentud irum br some of tbo republican leaders, and 
under the luipressiou that Mayor Hall would 
abide by 
tlio decision thus given, 
and 
by 
tbe votes of the citizens as recorded on the election 
01 Mayor lu 1868 prepared a ruie by wWch thov 
hoped to get oue of the parly balloted for and 
oleckKl, there being, as they flguretl It out. no oppo- 
nentinthe field. The Mayor’s tacics—a aeemiug 
moMtorlv maciivity—was what deceived them auu 
led tbom to sbowmg tneir hands at the last moment. 
At tho opcuing of the polls yesterday motning the 
parties to tiio political ruso were somewhat starticd 
at seeing bailots at all tho polling placo.s “J’or 
Alnyor, A. (Ukey Hall.” This was a most nacx- 
pouted discovery and proved fatal to tho sebe ue 
ao quietly planned. Of course the Mayor’.* ballots 
wero in gioat demand throughout the day, with a 
oommen.-.urato suppy. und for tho secoud Ume 
.Annyor Hall has been elected to fill the one regular 
term of the oulco from January, 1809, to January, 
1871. 
It IS only proper bore to state that the voting for 
Mayor Hall was done agauist hts kuowledgu, aud 
wouhl have been against his wishes bad ho been 
consulted on the luatier. He relied upon the opui- 
loii of Murray Hoffman, an eminent mnulcipal Jurist 
and a republican, to the effect that there was no 
elei Uon for vacancy, only for a lull torm. nud that 
he held unlit January, ls7l. But some of the Tam­ 
many leaders origiiiited the solf-deieuce buliuimg 
because they understood that .Mr. Uroeloy for tho re­ 
publicana and Waierbury lor the democratic Uuion 
party, were likely, la a few districts, to advise a 
vote secretly for a mayor, so as to raise a legal ques­ 
tion aud possibly oust tue Tummanr mayor. Ju his 
ov. n polling place Mr. Hab. when voting publicly, 
elated that the fact of ranulng iinn was repugnant 
to his views ol the law and iho policy.

Nine­ 
teenth, Twentieth and Twenty-third precinct sta­ 
tion houses. At the dlfferoiit polling places uo un­ 
usual excitement was observable, and In many 
wards the loungers who Invaruibljr gather around 
the doors of the polU wore an air of listless in­ 
difference.

It nas long been the pohoy of the goverom enj to 
require of m e trines most neany In contact wltn 
w biie settlem ents th at they should fix their abode 
upon deflhite reservations and anandou the wander­ 
ing Ufe to whlcb they had been accustomed. To 
encourage them in civilization large expenditures 
have been mode la furnisnlug them wltn m e means 
of agriculture aud wim clothing adapted to tueir 
new mo<le 01 me. 
A now policy is not so roach neeaod as an en­ 
larged and more eniigUteued applicauon of the gen­ 
eral principies of tue oid one. 
Wo aro now la con- 
tact with all mo aboiiglnai tribes wlm m our borders, 
and can no louaer assum e that we may. even lor a 
time, leave a lOrge part ol them out or the operation 
ol our system.

tive aud judicul action m u.*e am ong os, and 1 be­ 
lieve them weil pieparod to dispense with the tute­ 
lage of our agents. 11 they may uave a delegate of 
their own upon m e flour of the House of Jtepresenta- 
tives to speak lor tbein. Uoiu tuey aud we are sui- 
fering for m e lack of such direct represoutation. 
The white consiiiuenctes which are nearest 10 
them are the ones of ail the natloa whose intsrosis 
are m ost la opposition, and whose personal tenden­ 
cies are m ost hosuie to m eirs. The representatives 
ot Hucli coustiiucacies would bo more than huiuau 
If they were not luhucnced by mis fact. Keprsjen- 
tation Chosen oy the trioes them selves and responsi­ 
ble to iiiemselves is the only mode ol m axiug the 
country acqualniea w ith their condiuon and w ita our 
oiiligaiions to iitcui. 
in such a territory the tribal 
orguhlzaHon would <msiIv luerKO luto the couuiy, 
aud the territorial legislaiuro would not be very 011- 
fercnt iroin the grand uouucus at present in vogue 
am ong them.

The late imaoe commission negotlaiod treaties 
w un all m e pnucl;>ai tubes east of the Hocky Muuu- 
talns, and were guuled lu ihuir action by the general 
views stated aoove, which indeed may be ssid to 
have Dcoa accepted uy all dlsluierested persons who 
have had an opportunity of exam ining me subject, 
7 ho treaties wore duly ratlilea and so became the 
solemn com pact between tue United States and 
those tribes. U la deeply to be regretted th at spcciao 
aporopriations were not m ade to carry out sirictly 
tne term s of the treaties; for, aUtiougU the general 
appropriation of $'2,o<Ki,uoo has been need as far

In m e orgm iizauon of the Indian Bureau ttself, 
at the liegmning of your admlniAtratlon, it was 
deemed advisable to depart from the usual mods 
uf selecting aud aiipoinuug the superintendents and 
sgi iiiH. Tne tribus in Meuraska and Kansas, aud 
some of those moat receutly plaoeJ npou reser- 
vailons In the Indian terntorv, were piacod undsr 
control of tne menioem of the Society ot trionds; 
the others were given 111 clisrgu 01 m ilitary officors, 
Who were walUiig ordor* under the laws lor the 
rod notion ot the array. 
These sweeping cnangns were m ade oecsusa It 
was believed tnut the puoiio opinion of tbe country 
deinauded a radical reorg-mizailon of thie braucii of 
tiie service. The selection of the officers of the army 
was luede partly for economical reasons, as they 
were on pay though not 011 duty, and the salanee or 
m any civil uffioers could thus be saved, and partly be- 
csnse It was believed they lurm siied acu rp s of pub­ 
lic svi vauts whose integrity and tiiitnrulnesa could 
be relied npon and in whom the public were pre- 
pare<l to have conildenco.

WHAT WILL BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


The Syilabus or Platform of Faith and 


Moral Discipline. 


To-day, the eighth Gay of December, in the year of 


onr Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
nine, will assemble In Home an Ecumenical Coun- 
cil—or general hierarchical representation—of the 
Catholic Church. The prelates come together In 
obedience to the pontifical summons of his Holiness 
Pope Plus the Xinln. They will meet m the Church 
of the Basilica of St. Peter, in the Vatican, after 
having journeyed from their different sees m Europe 
and Asia, America and Africa, to the common cen- 
tre of Catholic Christianity and the prcscuce of the 
Chief Bighop or visible earthly head of their par- 
ticular form of worship and communion; the pastor 
of the many millions of peoples who acknowledge 
his commission and authority to preach and teach, 
to confirm in the laith and to discipline in morals 
and tae every day routine duty ol man. towards his 
fellow man. ana the community at large. 


This Council is called the First Council of the 


Vatican and will pass into history as the twenty- 
Drat Ecumenical Council of the Church, counting 
from the first held at Kiee in tae year it J3 to the last 
council of Treat, the twentieth which met in the 
year 1545 and terminated its sitting in the year 1563, 
tnree Hundred and six y«ars since. Tins-last nameo 
council was convoked by Pope Vaul the Third and 
continued under Jnllus the Third and tins' the 
Fourth; the present Dy John Maria Mastai Ferretti, 
the two hundred and fifty-eighth pontiff from 
Saint Peter—accepting tho Catholic version of 
Peter's position atier the death of our Lord and 
Saviour—ifho was vested with the triple uiu-a, tho 
Keys and the Sword in tae year 1846. 


The present assemblage will be more largely 


attended, and consequently more universally Catho- 
lic, than any or those which hare preceded It. On 
the latest previous occasion America was not repre- 
sented in toe Council, as the Papal hierarchy had 
tnen been scarcely established in the newly discov- 
ered soil. To-day America sends a full delegation 
to Rome—ten archbishops and over seventy bishops 
answering from North Ameelca alone, exclusive of 
tne episcopacy of Mexico.

New York in the Holy City, and note;! the fact how 
the two greatest works of tne age—tue Suez Canal 
and tne Pacific KaUroad—subserved the transit of the 
clerics. Archbishop Stien, of Calcutta, India, being 
one of the first "through" business paying passen- 
gers of the canal, while the Bishop of Honolulu, in 
the Sandwlcn Islands, rode from San Francisco »o 
New YorK on the great iron overland line, the first 
railroad which, he had ever seen. The Pontifical 
cnmmons has been replied to from the See of 
Perth, in Western Australia, and from those of 
Bnnedln, New Zealand, and Melbourne and Sydney 
and other parts of Australasia—being the first con- 
secrated in the ncwiy discovered territory; and even 
tne last named districts, from the Gulf of Carpentaria 
to Spencer gulf, remaining a vast antipodal terra 
incognita, the day the last Council of the Church 
opened. Monsignor Hassoun, the Armenian Catholic 
patriarch, left Constantinople with ten bishops on the 
13th of November for Rome to take part in the Coun- 
cil, while other dlgnatarles have travelled Rome- 
wards from the India Seas and tne far-off isles and 
varied climes of the earth's extremes bounds; from 
California, from Central Asia, from the slopes of tne 
Lebanon and Rocky Mountains, from Halifax and 
Sew Brunswick and Newfoundland, from New. 
England ana Old England, Scotland, Prussia, North.' 
Germany and South Germany and the Scandinavian 
countries, as well as from Ireland, and France, and 
Spain and Austria, and the ancient -faithful" Catho- 
lic lands.

wnom seven hunarco and sixty-six are resident pa- 
triarchs, archbishops and bishops; the other 'two 
hundred and twenty-eight have nominal sees in par- 
tttrua tnjtaeltum, aud are either court prelates, nun- 
cios, provincial delegates or apostolic vicars and 
missionaries in foreign parls. The lollowing classi- 
fication shows their respective ranks:—There are

nom tnirty to thirty-five. The aces of one hundred 
and twenty-three resident bishops and one hundred 
and five in partiDus, are not yet exactly ascertained. 
With respect to the proportion In which these 
spiritual pastors, exclusive of prelates in partibus, 
are distributed over the surface of the globe, there 
are In the States of the Church six archbishops and 
fifty-eight Bishops; England, Ireland aud the British 
colonies, ten and fifty-eight; Austria, ten and forty- 
two; Bavaria, two and six; Belgium, one and flve; 
Brazil, one ana eleven; Bolivia, one and three; Chile, 
oae and three; Arceatine confederation, one and 
five; Two Sicilies, twenty-six and ninety-two; Ger- 
man Duchies, one and three; Equator, oae and five; 
Spain aud her colonies, eleven and fifty-one; United 
States, seven and forty-eight; France and ner 
colonies, eighteen and seventy-five; Greece, two and 
six; Sew Grenada, one and seven; Unartemala, one 
and four; Hayti, one and four; Hanover has no arch- 
bishop but two bishops; Holland, one aud four; 
Mexico, three and fifteen; Modena, one and four;

On the first day of the month or November there 


were In the Church one hundrod and twenty .seven 
vacant dioceses, a very large proportion or them 
being In Italy, bnt including others in various re- 
gions of tne elobe, Lisbon, for instance, Zante. 
Cephalonia, Armidale in Australia, Auckland In 
New Zealand, Antloch, Beyrout end Babylon. Seven 
vicar-apostolic provinces were also vacant—Con- 
stantinople. Southern Pekin, Honan in China, Hy- 
derabad, Abyssinia, New Caledonia and Navigator's 
Islands. There were thus one hundred and thirty- 
four vacant sees, which, added to the fifty-eight 
whose olshops have been dispensed from attending, 
will raise the number wanting at the Council to one 
hundred aud ninety-two. 
Every effort, however, 


has been made to fill up some or the vacancies im- 
mediately, with, a view to the representative bishops 
being at Rome in time to take their seats, so that the 
enumeration or personaaes present at tbe moment 
or calling the role of inset iption may still vary 
slightly—bur only slightly—irom that which Is here 
stated. 


The Sarra Congrerjazione Romano, has decided, 


m concert with the Pope, that the one hundred and 
thirty-four bishoprics vacant, seventy or which are 
In Italy alone, shall be represeuted at the Council 
by their respective Vicars General. This will be an 
important accession ot strength- to the numerical 
force of the assemblage. 


The Monastic Orders of the Church will be repre- 


sented in the Council by mitred abbots. The 
number of monasteries for males in the Catholic 
Christian world Is estimated at 8,000, having a 
membership footing up about 117,000 persons, while 
the monastic and other religious retreats for females 
U.TC calculated at 10,000, with 130,000 Inmates or 
professed or recluse persons, of the male monas- 
tics the Franciscans have 50.003 members, tho 
^School Brethren 16.000 and the Jesuits 8,000; Con- 
gregations lor Nursing the Bick, 6,000; Beneaictines, 
5,000; Dominicans, 4,000; Carmelites 4,020; Trapp- 
ists, s.ooo; Lazansts, 2,000; Piarists, 2,000, sod the 
Kedeinptorlsts, 2,100.

perishes, to preserve unhurt all whom she receives 
(S. Max. Serin. 89.) But la order that the jrovern- 
meut or that same Church should always proceed 
rightly and tn order, and that the "whole Christian 
people should ever stand firm in one ralth, doctrine, 
chanty and communion, He both promised that ha 
would Himself be present with her even to the con- 
summation of the world, and chose one out of all 
Peter, whom He appointed Prince of the Apostles 
and His Vicar here on earth, and head, foundation 
and centre or the ChurcD; that both In the grade or

books of every kind, pestilential journals, and most 
pernicious sects of many forms have been on every

and crimes, aud violation of divine and Human laws, 
that not only our most holy religion, but human so- 
ciety itself, is uii&erably disturbed and aullcied. 
Amid so great a mass, thereiore, of calamities 
wherewitn our heart is overwhelmed, the supreme 
pastoral ministry divinely entrusted to us requires 
that we more aud more put tortn our strength to re-' 
pair the ruins of the Church, to procure the salva- 
tion of tbe whole nook of our Lord, to repress tho 
deadly attacss and endeavors ot those who labor to 
overthrow from the roundation both civil society 
and, if It were ever possible, the Church herself.

calamities. For in this Ecumenical council all those 
tilings are to be most accurately weigued aud de- 
termined which, particularly in these painful tunes, 
especially regard the greater glory pi Uod, the in- 
tegrity of the taitu, beauty of divine "worship, tlie 
eternal sa'.vatlou or men, the discipline as wen as 
the salutary and solid instruction of. the clergy, 
secular and regular, the observance or ecclesiastical 
laws, cne reformation of morals, ihe Christian edu- 
cation of youth and the common peace and concord 
of all.

salutary doctrine may receive iresh tile over all tue

conirnanumir them, Dy force of the oath which they 
liavo taken to us ana to thisHolyfcjee, aiidiu virtue of 
Holy ooedicnce, and under the penalties ordinarily 
enacted aud proposed by law or custom m tua cele- 
bration of Councils againac those wlio do not come, 
that they be altogetnet bound to be present and to 
tase part )u mis sacred Council, unless they happen 
to be detained by just impediment, wiucli, neverthe- 
less, they will be obliged to prove 10 the Synod 
turongn their legitimate proctors. 


And wo are borne up by the hope that God, iu 
whose Uaada are tbe hearts of men, propitiously 
Branting our petitions, 'will, by His unspeakable 
mercy and grace, bring .it to pass that ail the 
supreme princes of all nations, and especially catho- 
lic rulers, knowing dally more and more that the 
greatest blessings redound to Human society irom 
the Catholic Church ana that she is the firmest loun- 
daiion of empires and kingdoms, not only will throw 
no impediment in the way of our veueraola brethren 
the bisiiops, and others above named, coming to tins 
Council, but will even willingly lavor and help, and 
will, as becomes Catholic princes, most studiously 
co-operate in all those things which may tend to 
tne greater glory of God and the good or tae said 
Council. 


But In order that these, our lettsrs, and all tliat !s 
contained therein, may come to the Knowledge oral! 
wHorn. they concern, and that no one may pretend 
ignorance oi them, since, pernaps, not all to whom 
tnsy ought to be nominally made known can be 
salely reached, we will and command that they shall 
be publicly read In a loud voice by the Apparitora 
or our Court, or by some public notaries, m tue 
Lateran, Vatican, and Liberian Patriarchal Basilicas 
at a time when the multitude or people is wont to 
come together to hear mass; and that after the read- 
Ing of the letters they shall be affixed to the doora 
of the said churches, to the gates of tne Apostolic 
Chancery, In the accustomed place In the campus 
Flora;, and in other usual places: that the'ii, in 
order that they may be read and known by all they 
shall for some time be left exposed; and that, 
when they snail have been removed, copies of 
them shall in the same places remain affixed.

we will that all ana 
whom- 
soever tnese our lettera concern snail, after 
the space or two mouUis from tne publication 
and affixing of the same, be obliged and bound 
In the same way as If tne lettera had been read la 
tlieir presence.

LETTER APOSTOLIC OP HIS HOLCtBSS TO PBOTE3- 


TANTS AND NON-CATHOLICS. 


PITTS IX., BY DIVINE PROVIDENCE POPE, TO AM. 


PROTESTANTS AND OTOBB NON-CATHOLICS:— 
It Is already known to you ail that wo who, with- 
out any merit of ours, have been raised to tins ca- 
thedral or St. Peter, whereby the supreme govern- 
ment of the Catholic Church has been confided to 119 
by our Lord Jesus Christ himself, have judged the 
season fitting to convoke aiound us the bishops of 
the whole world, and to unite them In the Ecumen- 
ical Council to be held next year, to the end that, 
together with these same venerable brethren, as- 
sembled by our solicitude, we may adopt that coun- 
sel which may be most opportune and most neces- 
sary, whether to disperse the darkucss of so inaoy 
spreading errors which, to the creat damage of 
souls, are everywhere obtaining and increasing in 
perversity; or to establish every day more and 
more, and increase in the people confided to our 
vigilance the reign of the true laith of justice ami 
the peace of God. 
Trusting to tne loving and Intimate love of union 


by which these same venerable brethren are wonder- 
fully united to us and to this Apostolic See, which 
has never lailert during the whole course ol our Pon- 
tificate to afford signal proof oi our faithlulness, love 
aud devotion, we entertain the full hope that, as 
with other general Councils m past ages, so this 
Ecumenical Council, thus called together by us, may 
by the favor of Divine Brace, bring forth glad and 
abundant fraic to the greater glory of God and the 
eternal welfare of men. Sustained, therofort, by 
the hope, and moved aud kindled by the love of our 
Lord Jesus Cnrist, who cave His life for the salva- 
tion of mankind, we cauiiot refrain on the occasion 
ol the forthcoming Council, to direct our fatherly 
ana apostolic words also lo all those who, whilo 
recognizing the satne Christ as the Redeemer ana 
gloryiug in the name ot Christian, yet do not profess 
tbe true faith or Christ, nor lollow the communion 
ol tho Catholic Church, and this we do admonishing, 
exhorting and praying them to consider seriously, 
to rellect whether they be in the path preached ttj 
the same Jesus Christ our Loid as that whloa 
Leadcth unto lile eternal. 
And of a truth no ono can aeny that this same 
Jesus Christ, in oracr to apply to all generations ot 
humanity the irults or ills redemption, built ap hero 
ou earth upon tho rock of Peter the only Church, 
which Is one. catholic, holy, and apostolic, aud to 
her couflded every faculty necessary to preserve 
wholo and inviolable the deposit of faith, and to 
teach this faith to all people, aud countries, amt 
nations, so thac all men might, by baptism, lx> 
united to ills mystical Body, and bo preserved, aud 
in her be brouglit to perrectlou in the new life or 
graco, without which none can ever merit or arrive 
at eternal life; and that tha said Church, which con- 
stitutes His mystical body, may last and prosper, 
strong and Imperishable, until the consummation 
or ages furnish to her children tlio full armor or 
laith. 


And now, whoso meditates deeply on tho condition 
In which.the various phases or religious society and 
themselves at tlm present day, divided against opo 
another, and separated from the Church Catholic, 
whlcli. Irom.the time of Jesus Christ our Lord and 
the Apostles, nas, by means of its legitimate pas- 
tors, without Interruption exercised, even as it nuvr 
exercises, the Divine powera conferred on fe«r 
by our Lord Christ, must at once rellect that no ono 
phase of this society in particular, nor all conjoined, 
can in any manner contribute unto tnat one Catholio 
Church built up by yonr Christ Himself aud which 
Ue constituted, and whose perpetual existence Ho 
wills. For deprived or that living authority estab- 
lished by God to Himseir to teach the things ol laith 
aud discipline unto men, and to direct and ftoveru 
them in those matters which portion to lu'e eternal, 
they are continually changing in their doctrine. 
Everv one cun easily comprehend and cleiirly discern 
that this is vitally opposed to that manner or Church 
which «od established, in which it a fundamental 
that the truth should continue ever stable, subject 
to no variableness, as a deposit to be guarded by tha 
Church, for which very purpose the perpetual pre- 
sence and aid oi the Holy Ghost was preserved to 
her. Ne'lther is any one Ignorant that from these 
dissensions in doctrine and opinion arise also civil 
discords; or that hence originate also the innumer- 
able sects and divisions which are multiplying them- 
selves every day to the great detriment of both tho 
OhurCn and civil republic.' 


Therefore, whoever recognizes that religion as the 
foundation of human society must also recognize* 
and confess what violence has besn exercises upon 
civil society by such divisions and discords, and Hour 
deeply the negation of the authority set up by God 
to govern tue impression of man's intellect and to 
direct the actions both of his public and private life 
has produced, excited, add fomented the lamenta- 
ble perturbations which at this moment are so 
fatally rending in sunder every nation and every 
people. 


All those, then, who have not the unity and tho 
falih of tne Catholic Church (S. August. Epls. LXI. to 
COXXI1L) should embrace tula opportunity offered 
them by the forthcoming Council, by means of 
which' the Catholic Church, to whose communion 
their forefathers belonged, presents a new evidence 
of her essential unity and her exhaustless vital 
energy; and according to the promptings or their 
own heart, rise to deliver themselves from a state 
In which they can have no conviction or their own 
salvation. 


Neither will we omit to offer rervent prayers to tha 
Lord or all mercy that He should be pleased to 
break down the wall or separation and to disperse 
the mists of error, and so bring them back Into tbe 
bosom of our holy Mother Church in which alona 
are the pastures or life, and which alone preserves 
whole and entire the doctrine of Jesus Christ, whom 
alone it is to itlspense the mysteries or heavenly 
grace. 


Us It behooves in tne exercise or onr Apostolls 
ministry, confided to us by Jesus Christ himself, to 
exercise this among the othor dnties of a rslthfal 
shepherd—to follow after and h'old to our bosom.la 
the bonds of fatherly love all the sheep of tho lold of 
Christ. Hence it is that we have sent this letter to 
all Christians divided from us, and by its means 
again, and that urgently, exhort them tnat they 
make haste to return to that only fold; for from the 
bottom of our soul we desire above all their salva- 
tion, bearing in mind the account we shall one day 
be called to give for them to our Judge if we have- 
not fulfilled all that in us lay to procure and mako 
straight rbr them the way thai leadeth unto life. 
In every prayer and auppiication of ours, with 
thanksgiving let thsm be assured that we shall noC 
rail with all our might, by day and by night, to pray 
humbly to the Eternal Shepherd or Souls that Ho 
may be pleased to pour out on them the abundance 
or His etfts and of His heavenly grace. 
Finally, since—though without merit of our own— 
we are called to exercisa the office of His Vicar oil 
earth, we shall continue to stand ready with anna 
spread wide, desiring with ardent earnestness tho 
return or tho erring children to the Church Catholic, 
that we may receive them with all love into the 
house of their Heavenly Father, and enrich them 
frodi His exhaustleis treasury. For upon this most- 
to-be-deslred return to the truth and the union of 
the Catholic Church depends, not only the salvation 
or each one or them, but also, and most principally, 
the salvation or the whole Cunntian society; nor cun 
the universal world enjoy true peace until there shall 
be one fold and one shepherd.

THE SLEIGHING SEASON' 
may now be considered as fairly opened. The pros- 
pects are that with the nrm, ssaooih ground upon 
which the snow has fallen there will be good sleign- 
ing for several dajs, and should another fctorm 
come soon, as is very probable, sleighing may^con- 
tinue throughout the month. There is a creat.lack 
of accommodations among the stables of New York 
lor sleighing, and the public turnouts are, as a 
Class, quite inferior. Very lew stables can supply 
over three or four cutters, aud a great majority of 
siiese are unworthy of tneir use. 
Indeed there is abundant opportunity for Improve- 
ment in eveiy stjle of sleighs, wmle each year 
developes something new in carriages, ever}' winter 
we see the same old styles of cutters, changed only 
lu paint and cushions. If to the lightness and 
symmetry 
of 
tlie 
present 
style there were 
added 
occasionally 
some 
new 
design 
or 
shape and decoration, it would contribute very 
materlally to lae zest of the winter season and 
richly reward the enterprise of the designer. There 
is no more reason lor adhering to the same form of 
sleigh tham in following the same pattern of car- 
nages every year, and .New York, which takes the 
lead m ail ctianaes of fashion on tins comment, 
should at leait lie ahead in this particular.

The storm beginning onlionaay evening continu ed 


throueh the night. Yesterday morning found the city 
wrapped in a huge mantle of snow. The hurricane 
blasts had subsided, the storm clouds baa all dis- 
appeared, and the sun shone from a cloudless sky, but 
the air was keen and cutting aud the snow crisp 
aud unyielding to the solstitiaa influences. Juvenile 
New York, with visions of sleigh rides on dimiun- 
nve sleds, 
was pleased. 
Older Hew York, 


in tne promise of exhilarating rides on ma- 
turer runners to the music of sleigh bells and 
behind mettlesome steeds, felt a thrill of delight, and 
last and not least, everything augured a pleasant 
dav for election. To those living up town, and par- 
ticularly in the remote regions of Yorkville and Har- 
lem, and depending ou cars for getting to their 
places of business, the morning air did not hold 
forth very brilliant promise, and particularly after 
the trying experieuces of setting to their homes tho 
evening previous. This hrsi storm ol the season 
seemed somenow to have taken the city railroad 
managers by surprise. They did not, at all events, 
act with their usual promptness in clearing their 
roads ol snow. Up to noon no cars were running on 
the Second avenue road above tue depot at Sixty- 
second street- It was somewhat better on the 
Third avenue road; but, although with teams 
doubled, the mnmng of cars above the depot was 
irregular and. lite doubttul things, very uncertain. 
Until eleven o'clock A. M. tne cars ran on only one 
track. The result was that everybody was late 
setting down town. Itwas*about the same on the 
other roads. During the early forenoon' hours mat- 
ters thus continued loosely and irregularly, but in 
the afternoon the cars began to run with more regu- 
larity and by night, wheu the creat homeward tide 
of 
travel set 
in, the cars run on nearly 
their usual time. 
In the compact cars it 
was a ' hard day for travellers and unprece- 
deuedtly hard lor horses. The omnibuses were 
not so severely affected by the storm. Tne worst 
trouble was the horses slipping and falUne down. 
They frequently fell by platoons, and particularly ou 
Broadway, completely obstructing for a time tne 
street Tate it all to all, tha severity of the storm, 
the incidents or travel and everything connected with 
it, as a topic of conversation it absorbed far more 
tue public attention than the President's message or 
the election. 
Nearly all the trains on railroad lines coming into 
tiie city were a icood deal delayed by the storm, and 
arrived yesterday morning several hours behind 
time, causing delay to passengers ana the malls. 
The Boston mail by the Xew Baven road, due at 
midnight, 
did 
not arrive till eichc A. M. 
yesterday. 
The Northern mails ' by the Hud- 
son jilver 
Railroad 
were 
all 
behind 
time. 
None of the trains of the Harlem road reached the 
city 011 time. The Erie mail due at forty minutes 
paatien P.M. arrived at four A. M. yesterday, aud 
tne morning mail due at eight o'clock did not reach 
here till three hours later. The Washington mall by 
the Camdeu and Amboy .road, dne at seven A. M., 
was two hours behind time. 
.The mall by the New- 
Jersey Central road arrived only an hour and a half 
after time, and on the Morris and Essex road there 
•were no detentions. The Long Islanl roads ciune 
in for their share or detention. By afternoon tho 
trains on most of the loads were, However, running 
regularly. 
Steamboats on the Sound had.a rough passage on 
account or the heavy wind aud blinding snow, but 
reached the city very little behind time. 
Ihe depth of suow w»s nine inches. The worat 
feature i» yet to come— a rtotme .of slush till the 
snow disappears.

At last, 
after scouring the neighborhood, his friends pro- 
cured tne services of Mr. McAllister, the pastor of a 
Methodist church, on Thirty-seventh street, and 
ne visited the remains and said .the prayer, 
after which the body was taken to Greenwood- 
The friends and family of the deceased live In 
flew Jersey, and the storm ou Monday night having 
impeded travel, very few of them were .present. 
Among those were two ladles dressed In solemn 
black rrom head to foot. Their appearance attracted 
much attention, and it was whispered that they were 
Mrs. Cunningham and her daughter, with, whom the 
deceased at one time boarded m Bond street; bnt 
thte was merely "sensation." The obsequies were 
superintended by Mr. J. T. MetUer, brotaer-in-law of 
deceased, who escorted the remains from Albany. 


Eckel Declares Mis Innocence of Any Connec-

Cuuutnirham in the lower hall; that he noticed she 
appeared contused and excited; that she preceded 
him up stairs to His room; that she stopped on the 
way up stairs and closed Dr. Burden's bedroom 
door; that she accompanied him to his own bedroom 
door, where he left her, locked his door and retired 
to ben, and that he was entirely ignoraut of the 
murder until after the discovery of the body. Ttiis 
statement was made a short tune before his death, 
and in view of the fact that his physician had in- 
formed him that his end was near and that he could 
not possibly survive. (Jiven under such solemn cir- 
cumstances it will doubtless be generally believed, 
especially as, while it exonerates himself, it adds 
one more link to the chain ol testimony which 
pointed to Mrs. Cunningham as the murderess of 
Dr. Burdcll.

The bill contains no 
paragraims, more than hair or whiclT treat on tiie 
roiigious character of public instruction, supervision 
of the clergy, tiieoloi'ical requirements ol teachers 
and the general superintendence of educational es- 
tablishments us belonging to the Church. 


Another bill, oiiercd by Von Miihler, and which 


last year was rejected by a large majority, proposes 
an amendment of the constitution by striking cut 
"gratuitous" instruction at the public schools, as 
vouchsafed in article twenty-five. The reproduction 
of tins bin is a bold attempt, jus! at this period, to 
heap another burden upon the people auJ assist the 
Stale in squandering still greater sums upon tho 
obncxloas military establishment.

In this new department 
he behaved with still greater ability and attracted 
the attention of the Czar himself. He was next sent 
as Ambassador to Constantinople, where at last 
accounts he still was. Inatief is a great friend of 
America, and believes it to be the great desideratum 
to keep up the sympathy between Russia and the 
United States. His elevation from Ambassador to 
be Prime Minister over Gortschakoff is one of the 
most remarkable of modern times.

Rcoreiurization of tlio Treasury Department. 


Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, reported a bin to- 


day from tlie Committee on Appropriations for the 
reorganization of the Treasury Department. The 
first section provides that after the 30th of June, 
1870, the salaries of the Assistant Secretaries of the 
Treasury, the Comptroller and Solicitor, shall be 
$5,500 each—an advance of 32,000 each per aununi; 
Commissioner ot Customs, Auditors, Registers and 
Supervising Architect, $5,000 each—an advance of 
$2,000 each; Chief cierK, $3,500—an advance of 
$1,100, and the Chief Clerks of the several Bureaus, 
$3,000 each—an advance or $1,000. The second sec- 
tion provides that there shall be flve classes or clerks, 
instead of four, as now, to be paid as follows:— 
First class, $2,500 per annum; second, $2,200; 
third, $1,800; fourth, $1,500; nfLh, $1,200. AH clerks 
are to be examined by a board of three examiners, 
to be designated by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
There is no provision in the bill for an increase in 
the salary of tbe Treasurer, who Is conceded to be 
the poorest paid man in the department. The sala- 
ries of the lady clerks, no matter what class they 
belong to, are left as they are. The. bill Was ordered 
to be printed and referred back to the Committee on 
Appropriations. It is said to have been prepared at 
the instance of Secretary Boutwell.

Tbe Supreme Court. 


IB tne Supreme Court of the United State a to-day 


was argued tha case of Farrington against Sauuders, 
error to thd Circuit Court for the district of west 
Tennessee.

Last Sunday both these difficulties were arranged, 
the lady gracefully yielding to tne gentleman's 
wishes in bojn particulars, and It was agreed that 
they Bhonld be wedded on this evening.

having been settled Mons. Gerard went 
to 


Rev. Dr. White, to notify him that he would 
like to have the ceremony performed by that clergy- 
man at St. Matthew's church. Dr. White made the 
nsual inquiries, and discovering that the lady was 
not a baptized Christian informed Mons. Gerard that 
a dispensation would have to be obtained from the 
Archbishop before the ceremony eonld be validly 
performed.

Bill for Uniformity in Electing illombe;* of 


Congress. 


The Committee on Elections have agreed upon a 


bill wmcn provides that the day for holding elections 
i for members of Congress shall be uniform through- 
out all the States. As it will require some change iu 
the" laws of several of the States to conform to this 
act the bill provides that it shall not take effect 
until the first Tuesday In November, 1872. The 
bill has wo objects, first, to insure a lull represen- 
tation of all the States at the organization of each 
new Congress on tue 4th of March, and, second, to 
prevent persons from one state going'into another 
to colonize. It is thought that having the Con- 
gressional elections going on m all the States on the 
same day, every district will find enough to do at 
home without going to help their neighbors.

Mr. TBUMBL-LL explained the provisions of the 
bill. That some "reform was needed was generally 
conceded. A civil Service bill had oeen nrepared, 
wl'icli made the appointment to oUlce depend on the 
ulness of the applicant, to be determined by a board 
of examiners, but the difficulty was to organize a 
board which should itself be bevond partisan control. 
The Dowers of the government"were divided up into 
three departments. Ours was emphatically a gov- 
ernment 01 checks and balances, upon the proper 
maintenance of which the perpetuation of our re- 
publican system depended. In some of the states 
not only were tlie governments divided into the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial branches, but posi- 
tive prohibitions were laid down in the constitutions 
or these States against the exercise of any of the 
powers properly belonging to one by either of the 
others. While me United states constitution vested 
the legislative power in a Consress, the executive 
power in a President and tne judicial power 
in 
the 
courts, 
it 
did 
not 
so 
absolutely 
inhibit the exercise of any part of the powers of one 
by another as was done by some of the constitutions 
in regard to State affairs. The appointment to 
office, properly an executive function under the 
federal cousutuuon, was not given exclusively to 
tiie executive department. 
Indeed, neither *he 
President nor any head ol a department could ap- 
point an officer In any case withonc the consent of 
Congress or the aovice and consent o[ tne Senate. 
The constitutio-a requires the President to nominate 
and by and with the consent of the Senate to appoint 
all officers of tbe United States, exceotthe President, 
Vice President, Senators, Representatives and tha 
officers of the houses of Congress. During a recess 
of the Senate, the President may appoint .to fllla 
vacancy. Ail 
other powers exercised by the 
President and heads of departments were conferred 
by acts or Congress. Practically, appointments 
had not, for some years, been made within the con- 
stitutional mode. Nominally, appointments were 
made, but iu reality they were Dictated and con- 
trolled, in a vast majority of cases, by an influence 
unknown to the constitution and laws. Every Sen- 
ator and Representative knew that appointments 
were dictated by them, and that the President and: 
heads of departments were not left free to make 
selections witn an eye single to public good. As a 
general rule, no man could be appointed to any fed- 
eral office, local to the district, unless he Had tba 
recommendation of persons who happened to repre- 
sent the district for the tune oeina: In Congress, if he 
os afriend ot the administration.' bo arbitrary was 
tais rule, said the speaker, that he knew of. instances 
of faithful public olncers, friends or the admin- 
istration, being removed to make a place for 
a triend of the Representative from the district, 
and at a, suosequent period during the same 
administration, the new appointee had been removed 
to give the place either to the former incumbent or 
some other f nena of a new representative wno a: a 
subsequent election had succeeded in supplanting 
;he former one. When the nomination came before 
tie Senate the action upon it was a mere form, and in 
many cases no other question was asked than' 
whether the nominee was acceptable to tbe mem- 
jer 01 Congress concerned. In some instances in. 
Huences were brougut to bear to secure the election 
of members of i,on<jress with the understanding that 
in case ol success tne candidate would use his influ- 
ence in lavor of a certain party. Tms practice has 
even led to the creation of offices to provide places 
cr friends of members. Then how could members 
or legislative 
departmems of the government 
expect to preserve their independence as legis- 
ators, when continually asking persona! favors 
in tne matter 01 appointments from heado or depart- 
ments ? This pressure by Congressmen for official 
favors was not less demoralizing to the aopoiniing 
jower than is themselves. The .f resilient and heads 
>r departments, being dependent upon Cousress for 
egislative support, conld not anord to disregard the 
wishes of members. In some of the departments, 
he speaker Had oeen informed, a debit aud credit 
account was actually kept with Congressmen, credit- 
ngthem with u. certain number or appointments 
and charging them with tnoae maae for them, as it 
he appointments actually belonged to members ol 
ongreds. I'lie oill now introduced allowed the ap- 
omtmjt power to obtain the benefit o( tbe Inforina- 
lon wiiicu CouEiessuien mignt have of applicants 
or office Horn their own districts by a written re- 
quest to the member and his reply thereto; but tha 
Jill made it a penal offence lor him to recom- 
iend in any other way, and prohibited the 
appointment EO oUlce of a person recommended la 
any other way tban by a Congressman. The custom 
'f allowing Congressmen to ina<;e appointments had 
lecome so ilrmly established that it almost had the 
orce of law, and nothing but a positive statute 
:ould remedy the evil. The bencticial eil'ects ol the 
measure wouid be felt in relieving members from 
unnecessary importunes, givina tliem time to attend 
U) tue legislative duties with wnicli they wera 
charged, aud irceing them Iroui personal obligation 
to tne ^resident ana heads of departments, while 
assisting the appointment In the luture of a better . 
class of officials.

Inatief is a great friend of 
America, and believes it to be the great desideratum 
to keep up the sympathy between Russia and the 
United States. His elevation from Ambassador to 
be Prime Minister over Gortschakoff is one of the 
most remarkable of modern times.

Rcoreiurization of tlio Treasury Department. 


Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, reported a bin to- 


day from tlie Committee on Appropriations for the 
reorganization of the Treasury Department. The 
first section provides that after the 30th of June, 
1870, the salaries of the Assistant Secretaries of the 
Treasury, the Comptroller and Solicitor, shall be 
$5,500 each—an advance of 32,000 each per aununi; 
Commissioner ot Customs, Auditors, Registers and 
Supervising Architect, $5,000 each—an advance of 
$2,000 each; Chief cierK, $3,500—an advance of 
$1,100, and the Chief Clerks of the several Bureaus, 
$3,000 each—an advance or $1,000. The second sec- 
tion provides that there shall be flve classes or clerks, 
instead of four, as now, to be paid as follows:— 
First class, $2,500 per annum; second, $2,200; 
third, $1,800; fourth, $1,500; nfLh, $1,200. AH clerks 
are to be examined by a board of three examiners, 
to be designated by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
There is no provision in the bill for an increase in 
the salary of tbe Treasurer, who Is conceded to be 
the poorest paid man in the department. The sala- 
ries of the lady clerks, no matter what class they 
belong to, are left as they are. The. bill Was ordered 
to be printed and referred back to the Committee on 
Appropriations. It is said to have been prepared at 
the instance of Secretary Boutwell.

Bill for Uniformity in Electing illombe;* of

The Committee on Elections have agreed upon a 


bill wmcn provides that the day for holding elections 
i for members of Congress shall be uniform through- 
out all the States. As it will require some change iu 
the" laws of several of the States to conform to this 
act the bill provides that it shall not take effect 
until the first Tuesday In November, 1872. The 
bill has wo objects, first, to insure a lull represen- 
tation of all the States at the organization of each 
new Congress on tue 4th of March, and, second, to 
prevent persons from one state going'into another 
to colonize. It is thought that having the Con- 
gressional elections going on m all the States on the 
same day, every district will find enough to do at 
home without going to help their neighbors.

Mr. TBUMBL-LL explained the provisions of the 
bill. That some "reform was needed was generally 
conceded. A civil Service bill had oeen nrepared, 
wl'icli made the appointment to oUlce depend on the 
ulness of the applicant, to be determined by a board 
of examiners, but the difficulty was to organize a 
board which should itself be bevond partisan control. 
The Dowers of the government"were divided up into 
three departments. Ours was emphatically a gov- 
ernment 01 checks and balances, upon the proper 
maintenance of which the perpetuation of our re- 
publican system depended. In some of the states 
not only were tlie governments divided into the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial branches, but posi- 
tive prohibitions were laid down in the constitutions 
or these States against the exercise of any of the 
powers properly belonging to one by either of the 
others. While me United states constitution vested 
the legislative power in a Consress, the executive 
power in a President and tne judicial power 
in 
the 
courts, 
it 
did 
not 
so 
absolutely 
inhibit the exercise of any part of the powers of one 
by another as was done by some of the constitutions 
in regard to State affairs. The appointment to 
office, properly an executive function under the 
federal cousutuuon, was not given exclusively to 
tiie executive department. 
Indeed, neither *he 
President nor any head ol a department could ap- 
point an officer In any case withonc the consent of 
Congress or the aovice and consent o[ tne Senate. 
The constitutio-a requires the President to nominate 
and by and with the consent of the Senate to appoint 
all officers of tbe United States, exceotthe President, 
Vice President, Senators, Representatives and tha 
officers of the houses of Congress. During a recess 
of the Senate, the President may appoint .to fllla 
vacancy. Ail 
other powers exercised by the 
President and heads of departments were conferred 
by acts or Congress. Practically, appointments 
had not, for some years, been made within the con- 
stitutional mode. Nominally, appointments were 
made, but iu reality they were Dictated and con- 
trolled, in a vast majority of cases, by an influence 
unknown to the constitution and laws. Every Sen- 
ator and Representative knew that appointments 
were dictated by them, and that the President and: 
heads of departments were not left free to make 
selections witn an eye single to public good. As a 
general rule, no man could be appointed to any fed- 
eral office, local to the district, unless he Had tba 
recommendation of persons who happened to repre- 
sent the district for the tune oeina: In Congress, if he 
os afriend ot the administration.' bo arbitrary was 
tais rule, said the speaker, that he knew of. instances 
of faithful public olncers, friends or the admin- 
istration, being removed to make a place for 
a triend of the Representative from the district, 
and at a, suosequent period during the same 
administration, the new appointee had been removed 
to give the place either to the former incumbent or 
some other f nena of a new representative wno a: a 
subsequent election had succeeded in supplanting 
;he former one. When the nomination came before 
tie Senate the action upon it was a mere form, and in 
many cases no other question was asked than' 
whether the nominee was acceptable to tbe mem- 
jer 01 Congress concerned. In some instances in. 
Huences were brougut to bear to secure the election 
of members of i,on<jress with the understanding that 
in case ol success tne candidate would use his influ- 
ence in lavor of a certain party. Tms practice has 
even led to the creation of offices to provide places 
cr friends of members. Then how could members 
or legislative 
departmems of the government 
expect to preserve their independence as legis- 
ators, when continually asking persona! favors 
in tne matter 01 appointments from heado or depart- 
ments ? This pressure by Congressmen for official 
favors was not less demoralizing to the aopoiniing 
jower than is themselves. The .f resilient and heads 
>r departments, being dependent upon Cousress for 
egislative support, conld not anord to disregard the 
wishes of members. In some of the departments, 
he speaker Had oeen informed, a debit aud credit 
account was actually kept with Congressmen, credit- 
ngthem with u. certain number or appointments 
and charging them with tnoae maae for them, as it 
he appointments actually belonged to members ol 
ongreds. I'lie oill now introduced allowed the ap- 
omtmjt power to obtain the benefit o( tbe Inforina- 
lon wiiicu CouEiessuien mignt have of applicants 
or office Horn their own districts by a written re- 
quest to the member and his reply thereto; but tha 
Jill made it a penal offence lor him to recom- 
iend in any other way, and prohibited the 
appointment EO oUlce of a person recommended la 
any other way tban by a Congressman. The custom 
'f allowing Congressmen to ina<;e appointments had 
lecome so ilrmly established that it almost had the 
orce of law, and nothing but a positive statute 
:ould remedy the evil. The bencticial eil'ects ol the 
measure wouid be felt in relieving members from 
unnecessary importunes, givina tliem time to attend 
U) tue legislative duties with wnicli they wera 
charged, aud irceing them Iroui personal obligation 
to tne ^resident ana heads of departments, while 
assisting the appointment In the luture of a better . 
class of officials.

WHAT WILL BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


The Syilabus or Platform of Faith and 


Moral Discipline. 


To-day, the eighth Gay of December, in the year of 


onr Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
nine, will assemble In Home an Ecumenical Coun- 
cil—or general hierarchical representation—of the 
Catholic Church. The prelates come together In 
obedience to the pontifical summons of his Holiness 
Pope Plus the Xinln. They will meet m the Church 
of the Basilica of St. Peter, in the Vatican, after 
having journeyed from their different sees m Europe 
and Asia, America and Africa, to the common cen- 
tre of Catholic Christianity and the prcscuce of the 
Chief Bighop or visible earthly head of their par- 
ticular form of worship and communion; the pastor 
of the many millions of peoples who acknowledge 
his commission and authority to preach and teach, 
to confirm in the laith and to discipline in morals 
and tae every day routine duty ol man. towards his 
fellow man. ana the community at large. 


This Council is called the First Council of the 


Vatican and will pass into history as the twenty- 
Drat Ecumenical Council of the Church, counting 
from the first held at Kiee in tae year it J3 to the last 
council of Treat, the twentieth which met in the 
year 1545 and terminated its sitting in the year 1563, 
tnree Hundred and six y«ars since. Tins-last nameo 
council was convoked by Pope Vaul the Third and 
continued under Jnllus the Third and tins' the 
Fourth; the present Dy John Maria Mastai Ferretti, 
the two hundred and fifty-eighth pontiff from 
Saint Peter—accepting tho Catholic version of 
Peter's position atier the death of our Lord and 
Saviour—ifho was vested with the triple uiu-a, tho 
Keys and the Sword in tae year 1846. 


The present assemblage will be more largely 


attended, and consequently more universally Catho- 
lic, than any or those which hare preceded It. On 
the latest previous occasion America was not repre- 
sented in toe Council, as the Papal hierarchy had 
tnen been scarcely established in the newly discov- 
ered soil. To-day America sends a full delegation 
to Rome—ten archbishops and over seventy bishops 
answering from North Ameelca alone, exclusive of 
tne episcopacy of Mexico.

clerics. Archbishop Stien, of Calcutta, India, being 
one of the first "through" business paying passen- 
gers of the canal, while the Bishop of Honolulu, in 
the Sandwlcn Islands, rode from San Francisco »o 
New YorK on the great iron overland line, the first 
railroad which, he had ever seen. The Pontifical 
cnmmons has been replied to from the See of 
Perth, in Western Australia, and from those of 
Bnnedln, New Zealand, and Melbourne and Sydney 
and other parts of Australasia—being the first con- 
secrated in the ncwiy discovered territory; and even 
tne last named districts, from the Gulf of Carpentaria 
to Spencer gulf, remaining a vast antipodal terra 
incognita, the day the last Council of the Church 
opened. Monsignor Hassoun, the Armenian Catholic 
patriarch, left Constantinople with ten bishops on the 
13th of November for Rome to take part in the Coun- 
cil, while other dlgnatarles have travelled Rome- 
wards from the India Seas and tne far-off isles and 
varied climes of the earth's extremes bounds; from 
California, from Central Asia, from the slopes of tne 
Lebanon and Rocky Mountains, from Halifax and 
Sew Brunswick and Newfoundland, from New. 
England ana Old England, Scotland, Prussia, North.' 
Germany and South Germany and the Scandinavian 
countries, as well as from Ireland, and France, and 
Spain and Austria, and the ancient -faithful" Catho- 
lic lands.

missionaries in foreign parls. The lollowing classi-

The aces of one hundred 
and twenty-three resident bishops and one hundred 
and five in partiDus, are not yet exactly ascertained.

were In the Church one hundrod and twenty .seven 
vacant dioceses, a very large proportion or them 
being In Italy, bnt including others in various re- 
gions of tne elobe, Lisbon, for instance, Zante. 
Cephalonia, Armidale in Australia, Auckland In 
New Zealand, Antloch, Beyrout end Babylon. Seven 
vicar-apostolic provinces were also vacant—Con- 
stantinople. Southern Pekin, Honan in China, Hy- 
derabad, Abyssinia, New Caledonia and Navigator's 
Islands. There were thus one hundred and thirty- 
four vacant sees, which, added to the fifty-eight 
whose olshops have been dispensed from attending, 
will raise the number wanting at the Council to one 
hundred aud ninety-two. 
Every effort, however, 


has been made to fill up some or the vacancies im- 
mediately, with, a view to the representative bishops 
being at Rome in time to take their seats, so that the 
enumeration or personaaes present at tbe moment 
or calling the role of inset iption may still vary 
slightly—bur only slightly—irom that which Is here 
stated. 


The Sarra Congrerjazione Romano, has decided, 


m concert with the Pope, that the one hundred and 
thirty-four bishoprics vacant, seventy or which are 
In Italy alone, shall be represeuted at the Council 
by their respective Vicars General. This will be an 
important accession ot strength- to the numerical 
force of the assemblage. 


The Monastic Orders of the Church will be repre- 


sented in the Council by mitred abbots. The 
number of monasteries for males in the Catholic 
Christian world Is estimated at 8,000, having a 
membership footing up about 117,000 persons, while 
the monastic and other religious retreats for females 
U.TC calculated at 10,000, with 130,000 Inmates or 
professed or recluse persons, of the male monas- 
tics the Franciscans have 50.003 members, tho 
^School Brethren 16.000 and the Jesuits 8,000; Con- 
gregations lor Nursing the Bick, 6,000; Beneaictines, 
5,000; Dominicans, 4,000; Carmelites 4,020; Trapp- 
ists, s.ooo; Lazansts, 2,000; Piarists, 2,000, sod the 
Kedeinptorlsts, 2,100.

But la order that the jrovern- 
meut or that same Church should always proceed 
rightly and tn order, and that the "whole Christian 
people should ever stand firm in one ralth, doctrine, 
chanty and communion, He both promised that ha 
would Himself be present with her even to the con- 
summation of the world, and chose one out of all 
Peter, whom He appointed Prince of the Apostles 
and His Vicar here on earth, and head, foundation 
and centre or the ChurcD; that both In the grade or 
rank nnd honor, and in the amplitude or chief and 
most lull authority, power and jurisdiction, he 
should leed the lambs and the sheep, strengthen his 
brethren, and rule the whole Church, and should be 
the Keeper ol tne gate of heaven and tne arbiter of 
things to be bound and loosed, so that the determi- 
nation or his Judgments should abide hereafter even 
In heaven. And because the unity and intejfrity of 
the Church, and the government thereof, as estab- 
lished by the' same Christ, are for ever to remain 
unchanged, therefore, in the Roman Pontiffs, suc- 
cessors o t Peter, who are placed on this same Roman 
Chan- of Peter, the very supreme power. Jurisdiction 
end primacy possessed by Peter over the whole 
Church, most fully continues and 19 in force. 


Therefore the Roman Pontiffs, exercising the 
power aud care of feoam« the Lord's flock divinely 
entrusted to them by Christ himself onr Lord in the 
person of blessed Peter, nave uever ceased to en- 
dure all labors, to devise all counsels, In order that, 
from the rising to the setting of the sun, 
all 
peoples 
and 
races and 
nations might 
acknowledge the teaching or the Gospel, and. 
walking In the paths of 
truth and justice 
might attain eternal life. And Known unto Dills 
tae unwearied care wherewith the Roman Pontius 
have labored to defend the deposit or faith, the dis- 
cipline of the clergy and their education in sanctity 
aud learning, aud also the holiness and dignity of 
marriage; tha care, wherewith they have endeavored 
g ;

ey ave eneavore 
to promote dally more and more tljf Christian edu- 
cation of tne youtk of both soxeff. to chorlsh tlie re- 
ligion, piety and good'morals or tae people, to 
deieud justice and to coaault tor the tranquillity, 
order, prosperity and interest* of civil society lUslT.

authority of this Holy Sea, have been assailed and 
trodden under foot; all sacred things nave been de- 
splseu; ecclesiastical possessions Have been plunder- 
ed; bishops, aud most excellent men devoted to tlie 
divine ministry, and men remarkable for their Cath- 
olic spirit, have been In every way harassed; reli- 
gious communities have been destroyed; impious 
books of every kind, pestilential journals, and most 
pernicious sects of many forms have been on every 
side spread abroad; and the education of uunappy 
youth, has been almost everywhere taken away from 
the 
clergy, aud, what

error. 
Hence, 
to 
onr 
own 
extreme grief, and that of all good men, and with 
a loss of souls winch can never be enough deplored, 
impiety has been so propagated, tosesu er with cor- 
ruption of morale, unbridled license and the conta- 
gion of all kinds of depraved opinions, of ail vices, 
and crimes, aud violation of divine and Human laws, 
that not only our most holy religion, but human so- 
ciety itself, is uii&erably disturbed and aullcied. 
Amid so great a mass, thereiore, of calamities 
wherewitn our heart is overwhelmed, the supreme 
pastoral ministry divinely entrusted to us requires 
that we more aud more put tortn our strength to re-' 
pair the ruins of the Church, to procure the salva- 
tion of tbe whole nook of our Lord, to repress tho 
deadly attacss and endeavors ot those who labor to 
overthrow from the roundation both civil society 
and, if It were ever possible, the Church herself. 
We, indeed, by God's help, from the very com- 
mencement 
of our supreme Pontificate, have 
never ceased, according to tlie duty 
of our 
most weighty office, to raise our voice in many Con- 
sistonai Allocutions and Apostolic Letters, aud un- 
flinchingly to defend, with all zeal, the cause of God 
ana of lus holy Church, entrusted to us by Christ 
the Lord; to defend the rights oi his Aoostoiic See, 
and of justice and truth, to detect the treacheries of 
enemies, to condemn their errors and false doctrines, 
to proscribe tue sects of impiety and 10 watch over 
and provide for the salvation of the Lord's wliole 
floct. 
But treading in the footsteps of onr Illustrious 
predecessors we have thereiore tuought it opportuuu 
to collect into a General Council (as we had long 
wkhea) all oar venerable breihren, the bishops of 
the wuole Catholic world, who have been calieu to a 
share of our solicitude. Tnese venerable brethren, 
indeed, inflamed as they are "with singular love 
towards tne Catholic Church, distinguished lor emi- 
nent piety and observance towards us and this 
Apostolic See, anxious for the salvation of souls, 
excelling in wisdom, knowledge and learning, and, 
togetner with ourselves, grievously afflicted at the 
most sad condition both of sacreu aucl civil affairs, 
have nothing nearer at heart than to commu- 
nicate 
to 
us and to combine their coun- 
sels, and apply salutary remedies to so many 
calamities. For in this Ecumenical council all those 
tilings are to be most accurately weigued aud de- 
termined which, particularly in these painful tunes, 
especially regard the greater glory pi Uod, the in- 
tegrity of the taitu, beauty of divine "worship, tlie 
eternal sa'.vatlou or men, the discipline as wen as 
the salutary and solid instruction of. the clergy, 
secular and regular, the observance or ecclesiastical 
laws, cne reformation of morals, ihe Christian edu- 
cation of youth and the common peace and concord 
of all. Every effort also must be made that, by 
Goa's good help, all evils may bo removed from the 
ChurcU and from civil society; that unhappy wan 
derers may be brought back Into tne straight patti 
of irutii, justice aud salvation; that, viced and 
errors being taken away, our august religion and its 
salutary doctrine may receive iresh tile over all tue 
earth and increase dally in extent and power; and 
that 
thus 
piety, 
honor, 
probity, 
justice, 
charity ana all Curistiaa virtues may abound 
and 
flourish 
to 
the 
great 
benent 
of 
numan society. For no one can 
ueuy that 


the power of tiie Catholic Church, and of her doc- 
trine, not only regards men's eternal salvation, but 
also beuellta the temporal wellaro ol the people, and 
that it promotes tlieir true prosperity, orner and 
tranquillity and also the progress • and soiiuity of 
Human sciences, as ihe annals of sacred and pro- 
lane history clearly show by couspicuou i facia aim 
constantly and evidently prove. And since Christ 
our Lord wonderfully relreshes, recreates aud cou- 
soles us by tuose woras, "Wftere two or three aro 
gathered together in my name, there am i m the 
mlast of them," therefore wecanuot doubc but thac 
m tdis Council He will vouchsafe to be at hand la 
the abundance of His divine grace, m ordur that we 
may be able to determine all those things which, ap- 
pertain m any way to the greater advantage o Hia 
Church.' Having, thereiore, In the humility of our 
heart, poured lorlh nlgtit and day most fervuut 
prayers to Uod the Father of lights, we have judged 
that this Council Bhould by all means be assembled. 


Wherefore, relying and resting on the authority of 
Almighty God himaeir. Father, don ami Holy Ghost, 
ana oi lite Ulcaau'I Apostles I'eter and 1'aul, which 
we also exercise on earth, witu tlie counsel uiid 
assent of our venerable brethren the Cardinals of 
the Holy Roman Church, by these letters we pro-- 
claim, amiouuce, convoke and appoint a sacred 
Ecumenical and General Council to ue lield in this 
lioly city of Koine, in the commit year 1SBD, la tho 
Vatican Basilica; to 6e Begun on tue sib day or the 
montii of December, snored to the Immaculate Con- 
ception of tho Virgin Mary, Mother of God; to Uo 
continued and, by tho help of God, to be comnleted 
aud finished for bis ulrnj und /or the salvation of 
the wuole Christian people. And we thereioru will 
and command that from every place all our veueru- 
ble brethren tue patriarchs, archbishops aud biaa- 
cps, our beloved sons the aubots and all others to 
wiiom by right or by privilege power hus been 
granted of sitting In General Councils aud declaring 
their opinions therein snail come to this Ecumenical 
Council proclaimed by us; requiring, exhorting, ad- 
monisuiug and none the less enjolnim: and strictly 
conirnanumir them, Dy force of the oath which they 
liavo taken to us ana to thisHolyfcjee, aiidiu virtue of 
Holy ooedicnce, and under the penalties ordinarily 
enacted aud proposed by law or custom m tua cele- 
bration of Councils againac those wlio do not come, 
that they be altogetnet bound to be present and to 
tase part )u mis sacred Council, unless they happen 
to be detained by just impediment, wiucli, neverthe- 
less, they will be obliged to prove 10 the Synod 
turongn their legitimate proctors. 


And wo are borne up by the hope that God, iu 
whose Uaada are tbe hearts of men, propitiously 
Branting our petitions, 'will, by His unspeakable 
mercy and grace, bring .it to pass that ail the 
supreme princes of all nations, and especially catho- 
lic rulers, knowing dally more and more that the 
greatest blessings redound to Human society irom 
the Catholic Church ana that she is the firmest loun- 
daiion of empires and kingdoms, not only will throw 
no impediment in the way of our veueraola brethren 
the bisiiops, and others above named, coming to tins 
Council, but will even willingly lavor and help, and 
will, as becomes Catholic princes, most studiously 
co-operate in all those things which may tend to 
tne greater glory of God and the good or tae said 
Council. 


But In order that these, our lettsrs, and all tliat !s 
contained therein, may come to the Knowledge oral! 
wHorn. they concern, and that no one may pretend 
ignorance oi them, since, pernaps, not all to whom 
tnsy ought to be nominally made known can be 
salely reached, we will and command that they shall 
be publicly read In a loud voice by the Apparitora 
or our Court, or by some public notaries, m tue 
Lateran, Vatican, and Liberian Patriarchal Basilicas 
at a time when the multitude or people is wont to 
come together to hear mass; and that after the read- 
Ing of the letters they shall be affixed to the doora 
of the said churches, to the gates of tne Apostolic 
Chancery, In the accustomed place In the campus 
Flora;, and in other usual places: that the'ii, in 
order that they may be read and known by all they 
shall for some time be left exposed; and that, 
when they snail have been removed, copies of 
them shall in the same places remain affixed. 
For, 
by tlie 
aforesaid 
reading, Publication 
and 
affixing; 
we will that all ana 
whom- 
soever tnese our lettera concern snail, after 
the space or two mouUis from tne publication 
and affixing of the same, be obliged and bound 
In the same way as If tne lettera had been read la 
tlieir presence. Also we command and decree that 
to copies tasen t>y public notaries or signed by them, 
and stamped with, the seal of any person of eccle- 
siastical dignity, certain and anoabted laith be 
Erven. 


Let no one, therefore, Infringe this document of 
our mdlctlon. announcement, convocation, statue 
decree, command, precept, and exhortation, or wltu 
rash attempt oppoae it. But 11 any one shall attempt 
to do so, let mm know that he will incur the in- 
d^fjnation of Almighty God and or tne Holy Apostles

gels to men of stood win, taugnt it while lie dwelt 
among tueu, and preached it by His example. 


As we have lately, by the advice of our venerable 
brethren the cardinals of the holy Roman Church, an- 
nounced and convoked an Bcnmeuical Council to be 
celebrated in Koine next year, on the 8th of the montii 
01 December, the day consecrated to the immaculate 
Conception of tha Blessed Virgin Mary, mother of

LETTER APOSTOLIC OP HIS HOLCtBSS TO PBOTE3- 


TANTS AND NON-CATHOLICS. 


PITTS IX., BY DIVINE PROVIDENCE POPE, TO AM. 


PROTESTANTS AND OTOBB NON-CATHOLICS:— 
It Is already known to you ail that wo who, with- 
out any merit of ours, have been raised to tins ca- 
thedral or St. Peter, whereby the supreme govern- 
ment of the Catholic Church has been confided to 119 
by our Lord Jesus Christ himself, have judged the 
season fitting to convoke aiound us the bishops of 
the whole world, and to unite them In the Ecumen- 
ical Council to be held next year, to the end that, 
together with these same venerable brethren, as- 
sembled by our solicitude, we may adopt that coun- 
sel which may be most opportune and most neces- 
sary, whether to disperse the darkucss of so inaoy 
spreading errors which, to the creat damage of 
souls, are everywhere obtaining and increasing in 
perversity; or to establish every day more and 
more, and increase in the people confided to our 
vigilance the reign of the true laith of justice ami 
the peace of God. 
Trusting to tne loving and Intimate love of union 


by which these same venerable brethren are wonder- 
fully united to us and to this Apostolic See, which 
has never lailert during the whole course ol our Pon- 
tificate to afford signal proof oi our faithlulness, love 
aud devotion, we entertain the full hope that, as 
with other general Councils m past ages, so this 
Ecumenical Council, thus called together by us, may 
by the favor of Divine Brace, bring forth glad and 
abundant fraic to the greater glory of God and the 
eternal welfare of men. Sustained, therofort, by 
the hope, and moved aud kindled by the love of our 
Lord Jesus Cnrist, who cave His life for the salva- 
tion of mankind, we cauiiot refrain on the occasion 
ol the forthcoming Council, to direct our fatherly 
ana apostolic words also lo all those who, whilo 
recognizing the satne Christ as the Redeemer ana 
gloryiug in the name ot Christian, yet do not profess 
tbe true faith or Christ, nor lollow the communion 
ol tho Catholic Church, and this we do admonishing, 
exhorting and praying them to consider seriously, 
to rellect whether they be in the path preached ttj 
the same Jesus Christ our Loid as that whloa 
Leadcth unto lile eternal. 
And of a truth no ono can aeny that this same 
Jesus Christ, in oracr to apply to all generations ot 
humanity the irults or ills redemption, built ap hero 
ou earth upon tho rock of Peter the only Church, 
which Is one. catholic, holy, and apostolic, aud to 
her couflded every faculty necessary to preserve 
wholo and inviolable the deposit of faith, and to 
teach this faith to all people, aud countries, amt 
nations, so thac all men might, by baptism, lx> 
united to ills mystical Body, and bo preserved, aud 
in her be brouglit to perrectlou in the new life or 
graco, without which none can ever merit or arrive 
at eternal life; and that tha said Church, which con- 
stitutes His mystical body, may last and prosper, 
strong and Imperishable, until the consummation 
or ages furnish to her children tlio full armor or 
laith. 


And now, whoso meditates deeply on tho condition 
In which.the various phases or religious society and 
themselves at tlm present day, divided against opo 
another, and separated from the Church Catholic, 
whlcli. Irom.the time of Jesus Christ our Lord and 
the Apostles, nas, by means of its legitimate pas- 
tors, without Interruption exercised, even as it nuvr 
exercises, the Divine powera conferred on fe«r 
by our Lord Christ, must at once rellect that no ono 
phase of this society in particular, nor all conjoined, 
can in any manner contribute unto tnat one Catholio 
Church built up by yonr Christ Himself aud which 
Ue constituted, and whose perpetual existence Ho 
wills. For deprived or that living authority estab- 
lished by God to Himseir to teach the things ol laith 
aud discipline unto men, and to direct and ftoveru 
them in those matters which portion to lu'e eternal, 
they are continually changing in their doctrine. 
Everv one cun easily comprehend and cleiirly discern 
that this is vitally opposed to that manner or Church 
which «od established, in which it a fundamental 
that the truth should continue ever stable, subject 
to no variableness, as a deposit to be guarded by tha 
Church, for which very purpose the perpetual pre- 
sence and aid oi the Holy Ghost was preserved to 
her. Ne'lther is any one Ignorant that from these 
dissensions in doctrine and opinion arise also civil 
discords; or that hence originate also the innumer- 
able sects and divisions which are multiplying them- 
selves every day to the great detriment of both tho 
OhurCn and civil republic.' 


Therefore, whoever recognizes that religion as the 
foundation of human society must also recognize* 
and confess what violence has besn exercises upon 
civil society by such divisions and discords, and Hour 
deeply the negation of the authority set up by God 
to govern tue impression of man's intellect and to 
direct the actions both of his public and private life 
has produced, excited, add fomented the lamenta- 
ble perturbations which at this moment are so 
fatally rending in sunder every nation and every 
people. 


All those, then, who have not the unity and tho 
falih of tne Catholic Church (S. August. Epls. LXI. to 
COXXI1L) should embrace tula opportunity offered 
them by the forthcoming Council, by means of 
which' the Catholic Church, to whose communion 
their forefathers belonged, presents a new evidence 
of her essential unity and her exhaustless vital 
energy; and according to the promptings or their 
own heart, rise to deliver themselves from a state 
In which they can have no conviction or their own 
salvation. 


Neither will we omit to offer rervent prayers to tha 
Lord or all mercy that He should be pleased to 
break down the wall or separation and to disperse 
the mists of error, and so bring them back Into tbe 
bosom of our holy Mother Church in which alona 
are the pastures or life, and which alone preserves 
whole and entire the doctrine of Jesus Christ, whom 
alone it is to itlspense the mysteries or heavenly 
grace. 


Us It behooves in tne exercise or onr Apostolls 
ministry, confided to us by Jesus Christ himself, to 
exercise this among the othor dnties of a rslthfal 
shepherd—to follow after and h'old to our bosom.la 
the bonds of fatherly love all the sheep of tho lold of 
Christ. Hence it is that we have sent this letter to 
all Christians divided from us, and by its means 
again, and that urgently, exhort them tnat they 
make haste to return to that only fold; for from the 
bottom of our soul we desire above all their salva- 
tion, bearing in mind the account we shall one day 
be called to give for them to our Judge if we have- 
not fulfilled all that in us lay to procure and mako 
straight rbr them the way thai leadeth unto life. 
In every prayer and auppiication of ours, with 
thanksgiving let thsm be assured that we shall noC 
rail with all our might, by day and by night, to pray 
humbly to the Eternal Shepherd or Souls that Ho 
may be pleased to pour out on them the abundance 
or His etfts and of His heavenly grace. 
Finally, since—though without merit of our own— 
we are called to exercisa the office of His Vicar oil 
earth, we shall continue to stand ready with anna 
spread wide, desiring with ardent earnestness tho 
return or tho erring children to the Church Catholic, 
that we may receive them with all love into the 
house of their Heavenly Father, and enrich them 
frodi His exhaustleis treasury. For upon this most- 
to-be-deslred return to the truth and the union of 
the Catholic Church depends, not only the salvation 
or each one or them, but also, and most principally, 
the salvation or the whole Cunntian society; nor cun 
the universal world enjoy true peace until there shall 
be one fold and one shepherd.

Council mot in tha year 381, and reainrroed tdat 
which the Council of Nice hart proclaimed, namely, 
that Ood-the Son IB consubatanttal and coequal wlta 
i,n,,,iJ I'atl'?r; and also tbat our Saviour Had a 
i'""'?na3,we)"» a divine nature, or that He was 
h$%™ct<-i<><J ana perfect man." Hardly, however, 
nad the first Coun'l of Constantinople closed its sit- 
tings and pronounced Its decisions (decisions which, 
or the way, were confirmed by the Pope of Rome 
oaore they were promulgated), wnen a new Heresy, 
speculative, ol courae, as coming from the Easterns, 
broke out, and to combat it the Council of Kphesus, 
me thlru upon my list, was convoked In 431. me 
Council of .Nice and the First Council of Constanti- 
nople had effectually set at rest the questions re- 
BDecilng the divine nature of God the Son, and had 
also spoken out and proclaimed the opinion that 
Jesus Christ haa no human nature to be erroneous. 
But as jet the church had not officially, no to speak, 
defined in what manner or how Christ was the Son 
of God. 


ADout the year A. D. 410 or 415, Nestorlus, an 
archprlest In Constantinople, began to teach that 
there were in Jesus Christ two persons united; that 
the sou of God being one of these persons, had wholly 
sancjtied the other, of human person, but that tha 
former had never died, had never suffered ana had 
not been born of the Virgin Mary. Consequently that 
He was born at Bethlehem, and-who suffered and 
died on the cross, was the human nature and human 
form; but that lie who had ascended into heaven 
was the divine nature of the same being. To com- 
bat mis doctune, which sesms to us Westerns a 
kind of word playiuir almost upon sacred subjects 
the Council of JjpUesus was called together, and 
affirmed that Christ had a divms and a human nature, 
and that bota were united in the divine person- that 
it must be said or Christ, ana therefore of God, that 
He was bom of the Virgin Alary, suuered, died 
arose again and in the same divine person ascended 
into heaven. The proceedings of the Council of 
Ephesus were confirmed at Home, aad Sestorlus was 
condemned. Bat the heresy exists still m the Bast, 
aad is professed by a very large body of people 
calleu tne Nestorlaiia, who reside chiefly in the prov- 
ince near thesite of theanclenttJlnevah. But before 
the Council of Ephesus had terminated its sittin^ 
nother neresy (also speculative and also from among 
he Greeks) haa appeared. This was the peculiar 
loctriiie ol Eutychus, head of a monastery at Con- 
tantmople. Nestorius. had denied tne unity of the 
person 01 Jesus Christ;- Eutycaus denied the duality 
)f His natures. Here those who held with the ma- 
onty were defeated. The Council was held to bs of 
io effect as regards its latter decisions, and the bish- 
ps appealed to another aeneral council, which was 
eld at Chalcedon in A. I). 451, and afflrmed tnat 
Christ was conaufetantial with God the Father as 
cgarded tlis divinity, and consubstaatlal with man 
as regarded His hiimanity; perfect m His humanity 


erfect m His divinity; true God and true Man, with- 
ut confusion or change or eitner nature; not dlvi- 
ed, but united, or oue only Son of Gou—the word 
made flesh.

Councils, a special correspondent ol the HK::ALI> 
writes from London thus:— 


Of the first Councils it may be said that the work 


of eight was cmeny that of denning theoloifical 
dogmas. Eight Councils were held la the East, and 
those mostly interested respecting 
them were 


" Greeks; for they toot pUce before the separation 
between tlie Eastern and Western Churches. The 
Greeks were always more or less speculative in their 
Ideas, and durmg the first ages 01 the Church they 
rebelled against the detinues of the Trinity, 01 the 
incarnation and of tue Divinity of our Saviour. 
The famous Arlan, 
a 
Greek by birth, but 
a priest 
of 
Alexandria ' by occupation, waa 
the 
founder of nhat is called in the Catho- 
lic 
Church the Anan heresy, 
lie proclaimed 
boldly that Jesus Christ was not e.iual to Uoa the 
father, and was, in fact, but a man, although witn 
a elnlem nature. This heresy spread an over the 
East with a rapidity that nothing could stop, and was 
Accepted by patriarchs, bishops, priests and laymen 
throughout the various churches in Africa and Asia. 
It was to combat this doctrine that the first Ecu- 
menical Council was called together at Nice, in the 
year 325, and there 380 bishops decided and pro- 
claimed that God the Son is equal and consubstan- 
tlal with Goa the Fatner. Tnere, also, it was that 
the "Nicene Creed," wnica is an enlargement or 
development of thatwnlcfeis called the "Apostle'a 
Creed," was drawn np, and is to tlus day uaeil o$ 
the itoman catholic missal, as wen as the Book of 
Common Prayer of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
About fifty or sixty years after the Council of Nice 
another heresy sprung into existence, the author of 
trhicii was 
Maccdonius, 
Patriarch 
or Con- 
etanimoplc. 
The chief 
feature 
of this doc- 
trine was 
to 
deny 
the 
divinity 
of 
the 
Holy Ghost, the third person of the Iloiy Trinity. 
This orror, or heresy, was also very popular. In- 
deed, throughont tne East, and numerous Arians, 
who had not received the teaching of the Conncll of 
Nice, also joined It. 
At tha same time another 


Iiearoay, the exact contrary of Arlaulam, appeared, 
and has to the present day never been fully eradi- 
cated from the Eastern Churches. It was termed 
llanlcheism, and pronounced that our Saviour him 
no human body or human nature, but was in all 
respects divllic, and ouly divine. Tne Church was

divided indeed, for 
throughout tho East the Episcopal authority was

Saint Peter's C'unrch—-The Conncil Hall. 
At St. Peter's the worts are completed. We men- 


tioned in a special letter from Borne, that an im- 
mense carpet had arrived from Berlin to cover the 
Pontifical platform and the open space between the 
two episcopal hemicjcles. The walla of the transept 
forml-ng the Conncil Hall are covered with draperies 
pamted in distemper, and representing the Popes 
and principal historical personages who have distin- 
guished themselves In past Ecumenical Councils 
To the right and left of the aula, besides the galle- 
ries of the stenographers—of whom there are forty 
irorn the College 01 tne Propaganda—and theolo- 
gians, are to be seen two other galleries or tribunes 
one termed aislinta, ana the other distmtissima: 
the former Is destined for ambassadors and other 
persons of high rank, while tne latter, graced with 
the superlative adjective, Is for sovereigns or royal 
princes passing thronsh or visiting Koine, who will 
take seats there if go disposed, buc merely as specta- 
tjrs. 


No other class of the pnblio will be admitted. 


THE MILITARY GCJABBS. 
The organization is completed of tho Pontifical re- 


serve volunteers, a sort of civic guard, destined to 
sliare with the 
regular garrison the fatigues 
ana giones of 
the 
internal service of the 
city, liKe the Palatine Guard, with this differ- 
ence, that tue latter is principally composed of shop- 
keepers, while tue reserve volunteers ore recruited 
axuons tue nobiluy and the upper middle clashes, 
foreign as well aa lloman, receiving no pay and 
providing their own uniforms and equipments. 
They are to wear a little hat, a ta Oersaguere, with 
capons' feathprs, a dart blue tunic and trousers, 
with green laciugs, and buff leather belt. 


They are to carry arm/is ae precision—Remington 
rllies. The corps is to be commanded by an omcer 
detached irom the regular army, its strength was 
calculatea, according to tlie original plan, at 800 
men, bui, intiierto only 435 have been enrolled, torm- 
ina lour companies under tue orders of Princes Lan- 
ce Uotti and Aldobrandmia, ana the two Marquises 
Patrizi. These volunteer riflemen deserve notice in 
matter exclusively devoted to the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil, because they bad made earnest application for 
the honor of doing duty at St. Peter's durmg me 
Council, before the favor was granted them. 


Parties in tUs Present Council. 


Special correspondence, collected from officicial 


sources in Rome, convey Bomo very precise informa- 
tion as to the attitude assumed by the various sec- 
tions of tho Catholic Episcopate in respect to the 
Council- The Holy See counts on ma complete 
aaucblon or LUC Italian and American bislu>Q3. 
The 
Kencb Episcopate will form three parties—namely, 
the Ultramontunes, the Ualllcaus (led by the Arcn- 
bishop of Pans) aud the Liberals (headed by the 
Blsnop or Orleans,). The Ceruiau bishops will be 
favorable to the Court of Kouiu on some questions, 
but will vehemently oppose it on others, particularly 
tiiose of a political aud social character. The Hun- 
garian bisiiops will DC almost wholly in opposition, 
aud the same spirit is evinced by the bishops of 
Portugal, while the Spanish Episcopate, with one or 
two cxccptious, is entirely devoted to the Holy see. 
Altogether the Vatican is dissatisfied, it is secure of 
a majority, but tlus will In some cases be very nar- 
row; and there is reason to believe tuat the political 
questions will bo H'aruily, if not passiomtlttly, dis- 
cubsed. 


The Tcmuorn.1 Sovereigns and the Papacy— 
Attitude of t'ue Princcu Towards tlie Council. 


In the bull "jBtcrnl Patrls" of the 29th June, 186S, 


the Pope, without formally inviting the sovereigns, 
and merely expressing a hope "that not ouly would 
they not hinder the bishops from coming to tho 
Council, but that they would favor and concur with 
them, with the greatest zeal as Is fitting for Catholic 
princes m everything that has for aim the greater 
Klory of God aud the advantage of the said Council," 
left a door open for negotiations if the temporal 
sovereigns thought proper to commence them with 
a view or being represented In the assemblage. 


On the 20th of September Prince Otno of Bavaria, 


brother to the King, arrived ta Rome. The Prince 
was received by the Pontifical Conrt with a degree 
of attention such as is usually paid only to a crowned 
head. Not only was he immediately waited upon by 
Monslgnor Kiccl, maestro Hi camera of his Holiness, 
but this functionary was quickly followed by Mon- 
slgnor Pacca, the majordomo; and, lastly, Cardinal 
Antonelli visited the Prince, an honor his eminence 
Is slow to concede to tings.

to the brother or a monarch whose minister 
issued the famous 
circular 
on .the Council. 


The following 13 the text of an autograph letter 


subsequently addressed by*the King of Bavaria to

LlHDBKHOF, Oct. 21, 1S89. 


My DB.VTI AHCHMSHOI?—I received with pleasure 
the pastoral of the assembled prelates whlcii yon 
were land enough to send me. I read it wltli the 
interest so important a document merits, ana I re- 
joice to find expressed In It tha conviction of the 
German bishops that the approaching Conncil will 
proclaim no doctrme in contradiction with, tlie prin- 
ciples ef justice, with the right of the State and 
those who represent us authority, with the true 
interests of science or with the legitimate llbcrtv and 
welfare of tue populations. I hopa that the spirit of 
moderation with which the meeting waa animated 
win prevail in the Council, and that the latter may 
nave for the Church the salutary effects which every 
good Catholic must desire. I am, with affectionate 
sympathy, yonr King, 
L00IS. 
Tlie Kernpten Gazette (Bavaria) calls attention to 
the fact that according to article fifteen of the Con- 
cordat conciued between Pope Plus VII. and the 
King of that country, Maximilian Joseph (5th June,

AUGOST 16,1849. 
Mr DEAR NEY~Tho French republic nas not sent 
an army to Home to stifle Italian liberty there, but 
on the contrary to regulate It by preserving it azalnst 
its own excesses and to place It on a solid basis by 
replacing on the Pontifical throne the prince who 
Has been the first to put himself boldly at the head 
of all usetuf reforms, I hear witu regret that the 
good intentions of the Holy Father, like our own 
endeavors, remain barren in presenco of hostile 
passion and influence. It is desired to make pro- 
scription and tyranny the basis of the re-entry of 
Uie Pope. Tell General Kostolau that he must not 
allow any act to be committed under the shadow of 
our flag whica might alter the character of our inter- 
vention. 


The re-establishment of the temporal power of tho 
Pope can only take place on these conditions:—Gen- 
eral amnesty, secularization 01 the administration, 
code Napoleon and liberal government. I was per- 
sonally pained in reading the proclamation ol the 
three cardinals to see that no mention was made of 
France or of the sufferings of our brave soldiers. 
Every insult ollered to our Hag or our unilorin goes 
right to my heart, and I desire you to make it 
known that if 1'rance does not sell her services she 
at lease demands that due acknowledgment shall be 
inade of her sacrifices and abnegation. 


When our army went the rouiuloftiurope they ten 
everywhere, as a marte of their passage, the destruc- 
tion oftheabuses of feudalism a,i<l everywhere sowed 
the germs of IVieriv; it will not be said mat in 1849 a 
JRrench army could act with any other object or 
bring about any other results.

for their noole conduct. I have learned with regret 
that, physically even, they Have not been treated as 
they ought to have been. .Nothing ought to bo ne- 
glected in establishing our troops,

Count Menabrea, on tue part of the King of Italy, 


after many repulses uas been permitted to open ne- 
gotiations at tne Vatican. As he offers to leave the 
Holy Father the nomination to all the vacant sees in 
Italy, provided the conservative Catholics are 
ordered to take part in the political elections, he 
will probably carry his point, and King Victor Emau- 
uel thus loom up during the sitting of the bishops. 


Ail the Latin and German Powers are disposed to 


let the Conncil take a iree and uninterrupted course, 
reserving the right of protesting afterwards against 
such canons as may appear detrimental to the rights 
and interests of the State. Such is the sense of M. 
de Benst's reply to the advances of Prince Hohen- 
lohe, and such tae manifest tendency of the French 
government 


Kintt William of Prussia sent along his famous 


carpet, and stands well with the Vatican as a gen- 
tleman, even if not as a Christian. 


His Apostolic Majesty the Emperor Francis Joseph, 


of Austria, stands pretty much "on the fence," ont 
inclining against the council. 


The Prince of Wales may "drop in" to one of the 


hotels of Rome durmg the. time of the assemblage 
and "go round" a little, provided he can find any 
one there at that tune to keep inm company, and 
"stand fast" in a bumper to "the Queen, the Pope, 
aud everybody—God bless them." 


The ex-Queen of Spain, by her abdication in favor 


of the Pnnce of Asturias, has removed obstacles to 
her reception by the Court of Kome, and the Pope 
has sent her a cordial Invitation to visit the Eternal 
City. She may be accompanied by the young Prince 
of the Astnrlas, who is to receive his first commu- 
nion from the hands of the Pope. 


The ex-royal family of Naples are almost always 


"on hand" in tue Holy City. 


Prince Charles, of Bonmanla, is expected. 
The Bmperor of Russia ranks as a very "hard" 


sort of customer. His Majesty won't have anything 
to do with the Council. He could not in fact attend 
as the annoiuted Head or a rival Church—although 
he spent many happy days in Rome during his 
youth. 


The Empress o! Franca wonld have j'ourneycd to 


the Vatican but the Pope has assured her Majesty 
that the accommodation for ladies is very poor 
indeed. 


The Queen of England remains a tolerant, friendly 


neutral. 


FOKEIGN AIUIED INTERVENTIONS IN ROUE 


As "the Church is ever new, ever young, ever bap- 


tizing and being baptized,"according to Catholic 
pulpit theory, so "inarching along," in accordance 
with the spirit of the age, It may be able to maintain 
itself by the Word alone.

SEPTEMBER CONVENTION. 


This important document, wnich was ratified on 


the 15th of September In that year between Italy, 
the Pope and the Emperor Napoleon, reads:— 


ARTictE 1. Italy binds herself not to attack the 
actual territory of the Holy Father, and to prevent, 
even by force, every attack coming from the Interior 
against the said territory, 


AKT. 2. France will withdraw her troops from the 
Pontifical Slates by degrees, and la -proportion as 
the army of the Holy Fatner shall be organized. 
The evacuation shall nevertheless be complete within 
the period of two years. 


AKT. 3- The Italian government will make no com- 
plaint against the organization, of a Papal army, 
composed even of foreign Catholic volunteers, sma- 
cient to maintain the authority or the Hoiy Fatner 
anu tranquillity ooth in tne interior and on the Iron- 
tier ol the btates, provided that this force shall not 
become a means ol attack against the Italian gov- 
ernment.

Si. Peter's CliaSr. 


St. Peter's Chair, or the "Chair of St. Peter" nas 


beeu spoKeu of aud known to Christendom since the 
early days after the establishment of the "Porjedom 
in Home. Our history of the Ecumeuical Councils 
would be slightly Incomplete if presented unaccom- 
panied by a description of tula ancient seat. 
St. Peter's chair is a yellow chair, formed of four 
uprights, united by horizontal b.trs; two being 
higher than the others to form the back. Tha four 
legs were evidently once square, bnt they ore much 
eaten away by ante, and have also had pieces cut 
from them. These time-worn portions have been 
strengthened and rendered more ornamental by 
pieces of dark acacia wood, which lorra tne whole 
Interior parr, of tiie chair, and which aopear 
to have hardly sunerea at all from the same causes 
which have so altered the appearance or the legs. 
The panels and the front and sides, ana the row 
of arches witu the tympanum above them, which 
form the bacJ^ are also cjiupo^ed 01 this wood. But 
the most remarkable circumstance about these two 
different kinds of material is that all the ivory orna- 
ments which cover the front and back of the chair 
are attached to the acacia portions alone and never 
to the ports composed of oas. 


Borne of the ornamentation 53 attributed to the 
age of Charlejiagne, and some, such as the labors of. 
Hercules, 111 the ivory panels, are more aucient- 
the oak work is deemed likely to be as old as tradi- 
tion states it to be. It is known that Damascus 
placed it in the baptistry of toe Vancan, aud con- 
sidered it probable that up to that period it may 
have been kept m tne crypt of St. Peter's toaib or Si 
the basilica of Constantinople. It was moved iroin 
chapel to chapel of tue Vatican beioie toe days of 
Alexander vil., who enclosed it in bronze nioun- 
ment.

h$%™ct<-i<><J ana perfect man." Hardly, however, 
nad the first Coun'l of Constantinople closed its sit- 
tings and pronounced Its decisions (decisions which, 
or the way, were confirmed by the Pope of Rome 
oaore they were promulgated), wnen a new Heresy, 
speculative, ol courae, as coming from the Easterns, 
broke out, and to combat it the Council of Kphesus, 
me thlru upon my list, was convoked In 431. me 
Council of .Nice and the First Council of Constanti- 
nople had effectually set at rest the questions re- 
BDecilng the divine nature of God the Son, and had 
also spoken out and proclaimed the opinion that 
Jesus Christ haa no human nature to be erroneous. 
But as jet the church had not officially, no to speak, 
defined in what manner or how Christ was the Son 
of God. 


ADout the year A. D. 410 or 415, Nestorlus, an 
archprlest In Constantinople, began to teach that 
there were in Jesus Christ two persons united; that 
the sou of God being one of these persons, had wholly 
sancjtied the other, of human person, but that tha 
former had never died, had never suffered ana had 
not been born of the Virgin Mary. Consequently that 
He was born at Bethlehem, and-who suffered and 
died on the cross, was the human nature and human 
form; but that lie who had ascended into heaven 
was the divine nature of the same being. To com- 
bat mis doctune, which sesms to us Westerns a 
kind of word playiuir almost upon sacred subjects 
the Council of JjpUesus was called together, and 
affirmed that Christ had a divms and a human nature, 
and that bota were united in the divine person- that 
it must be said or Christ, ana therefore of God, that 
He was bom of the Virgin Alary, suuered, died 
arose again and in the same divine person ascended 
into heaven. The proceedings of the Council of 
Ephesus were confirmed at Home, aad Sestorlus was 
condemned. Bat the heresy exists still m the Bast, 
aad is professed by a very large body of people 
calleu tne Nestorlaiia, who reside chiefly in the prov- 
ince near thesite of theanclenttJlnevah. But before 
the Council of Ephesus had terminated its sittin^ 
nother neresy (also speculative and also from among 
he Greeks) haa appeared. This was the peculiar 
loctriiie ol Eutychus, head of a monastery at Con- 
tantmople. Nestorius. had denied tne unity of the 
person 01 Jesus Christ;- Eutycaus denied the duality 
)f His natures. Here those who held with the ma- 
onty were defeated. The Council was held to bs of 
io effect as regards its latter decisions, and the bish- 
ps appealed to another aeneral council, which was 
eld at Chalcedon in A. I). 451, and afflrmed tnat 
Christ was conaufetantial with God the Father as 
cgarded tlis divinity, and consubstaatlal with man 
as regarded His hiimanity; perfect m His humanity 


erfect m His divinity; true God and true Man, with- 
ut confusion or change or eitner nature; not dlvi- 
ed, but united, or oue only Son of Gou—the word 
made flesh.

The 
Greeks were always more or less speculative in their 
Ideas, and durmg the first ages 01 the Church they 
rebelled against the detinues of the Trinity, 01 the 
incarnation and of tue Divinity of our Saviour.

This heresy spread an over the 
East with a rapidity that nothing could stop, and was 
Accepted by patriarchs, bishops, priests and laymen 
throughout the various churches in Africa and Asia. 
It was to combat this doctrine that the first Ecu- 
menical Council was called together at Nice, in the 
year 325, and there 380 bishops decided and pro- 
claimed that God the Son is equal and consubstan- 
tlal with Goa the Fatner. Tnere, also, it was that 
the "Nicene Creed," wnica is an enlargement or 
development of thatwnlcfeis called the "Apostle'a 
Creed," was drawn np, and is to tlus day uaeil o$ 
the itoman catholic missal, as wen as the Book of 
Common Prayer of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
About fifty or sixty years after the Council of Nice 
another heresy sprung into existence, the author of 
trhicii was

In- 
deed, throughont tne East, and numerous Arians, 
who had not received the teaching of the Conncll of 
Nice, also joined It.

Iiearoay, the exact contrary of Arlaulam, appeared, 
and has to the present day never been fully eradi- 
cated from the Eastern Churches. It was termed 
llanlcheism, and pronounced that our Saviour him 
no human body or human nature, but was in all 
respects divllic, and ouly divine.

Saint Peter's C'unrch—-The Conncil Hall. 
At St. Peter's the worts are completed. We men- 


tioned in a special letter from Borne, that an im- 
mense carpet had arrived from Berlin to cover the 
Pontifical platform and the open space between the 
two episcopal hemicjcles.

THE MILITARY GCJABBS. 
The organization is completed of tho Pontifical re- 


serve volunteers, a sort of civic guard, destined to 
sliare with the 
regular garrison the fatigues 
ana giones of 
the 
internal service of the 
city, liKe the Palatine Guard, with this differ- 
ence, that tue latter is principally composed of shop- 
keepers, while tue reserve volunteers ore recruited 
axuons tue nobiluy and the upper middle clashes, 
foreign as well aa lloman, receiving no pay and 
providing their own uniforms and equipments. 
They are to wear a little hat, a ta Oersaguere, with 
capons' feathprs, a dart blue tunic and trousers, 
with green laciugs, and buff leather belt. 


They are to carry arm/is ae precision—Remington 
rllies. The corps is to be commanded by an omcer 
detached irom the regular army, its strength was 
calculatea, according to tlie original plan, at 800 
men, bui, intiierto only 435 have been enrolled, torm- 
ina lour companies under tue orders of Princes Lan- 
ce Uotti and Aldobrandmia, ana the two Marquises 
Patrizi. These volunteer riflemen deserve notice in 
matter exclusively devoted to the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil, because they bad made earnest application for 
the honor of doing duty at St. Peter's durmg me 
Council, before the favor was granted them. 


Parties in tUs Present Council. 


Special correspondence, collected from officicial 


sources in Rome, convey Bomo very precise informa- 
tion as to the attitude assumed by the various sec- 
tions of tho Catholic Episcopate in respect to the 
Council- The Holy See counts on ma complete 
aaucblon or LUC Italian and American bislu>Q3. 
The 
Kencb Episcopate will form three parties—namely, 
the Ultramontunes, the Ualllcaus (led by the Arcn- 
bishop of Pans) aud the Liberals (headed by the 
Blsnop or Orleans,). The Ceruiau bishops will be 
favorable to the Court of Kouiu on some questions, 
but will vehemently oppose it on others, particularly 
tiiose of a political aud social character. The Hun- 
garian bisiiops will DC almost wholly in opposition, 
aud the same spirit is evinced by the bishops of 
Portugal, while the Spanish Episcopate, with one or 
two cxccptious, is entirely devoted to the Holy see. 
Altogether the Vatican is dissatisfied, it is secure of 
a majority, but tlus will In some cases be very nar- 
row; and there is reason to believe tuat the political 
questions will bo H'aruily, if not passiomtlttly, dis- 
cubsed. 


The Tcmuorn.1 Sovereigns and the Papacy— 
Attitude of t'ue Princcu Towards tlie Council. 


In the bull "jBtcrnl Patrls" of the 29th June, 186S, 


the Pope, without formally inviting the sovereigns, 
and merely expressing a hope "that not ouly would 
they not hinder the bishops from coming to tho 
Council, but that they would favor and concur with 
them, with the greatest zeal as Is fitting for Catholic 
princes m everything that has for aim the greater 
Klory of God aud the advantage of the said Council," 
left a door open for negotiations if the temporal 
sovereigns thought proper to commence them with 
a view or being represented In the assemblage. 


On the 20th of September Prince Otno of Bavaria, 


brother to the King, arrived ta Rome. The Prince 
was received by the Pontifical Conrt with a degree 
of attention such as is usually paid only to a crowned 
head. Not only was he immediately waited upon by 
Monslgnor Kiccl, maestro Hi camera of his Holiness, 
but this functionary was quickly followed by Mon- 
slgnor Pacca, the majordomo; and, lastly, Cardinal 
Antonelli visited the Prince, an honor his eminence

My DB.VTI AHCHMSHOI?—I received with pleasure 
the pastoral of the assembled prelates whlcii yon 
were land enough to send me. I read it wltli the 
interest so important a document merits, ana I re- 
joice to find expressed In It tha conviction of the 
German bishops that the approaching Conncil will 
proclaim no doctrme in contradiction with, tlie prin- 
ciples ef justice, with the right of the State and 
those who represent us authority, with the true 
interests of science or with the legitimate llbcrtv and 
welfare of tue populations. I hopa that the spirit of 
moderation with which the meeting waa animated 
win prevail in the Council, and that the latter may 
nave for the Church the salutary effects which every 
good Catholic must desire. I am, with affectionate

Tlie Kernpten Gazette (Bavaria) calls attention to

Mr DEAR NEY~Tho French republic nas not sent 
an army to Home to stifle Italian liberty there, but 
on the contrary to regulate It by preserving it azalnst 
its own excesses and to place It on a solid basis by 
replacing on the Pontifical throne the prince who 
Has been the first to put himself boldly at the head 
of all usetuf reforms, I hear witu regret that the 
good intentions of the Holy Father, like our own 
endeavors, remain barren in presenco of hostile 
passion and influence. It is desired to make pro- 
scription and tyranny the basis of the re-entry of 
Uie Pope. Tell General Kostolau that he must not 
allow any act to be committed under the shadow of 
our flag whica might alter the character of our inter- 
vention. 


The re-establishment of the temporal power of tho 
Pope can only take place on these conditions:—Gen- 
eral amnesty, secularization 01 the administration, 
code Napoleon and liberal government. I was per- 
sonally pained in reading the proclamation ol the 
three cardinals to see that no mention was made of 
France or of the sufferings of our brave soldiers. 
Every insult ollered to our Hag or our unilorin goes 
right to my heart, and I desire you to make it 
known that if 1'rance does not sell her services she 
at lease demands that due acknowledgment shall be 
inade of her sacrifices and abnegation.

SEPTEMBER CONVENTION. 


This important document, wnich was ratified on 


the 15th of September In that year between Italy, 
the Pope and the Emperor Napoleon, reads:— 


ARTictE 1. Italy binds herself not to attack the 
actual territory of the Holy Father, and to prevent, 
even by force, every attack coming from the Interior 
against the said territory,

in Home. Our history of the Ecumeuical Councils 
would be slightly Incomplete if presented unaccom- 
panied by a description of tula ancient seat. 
St. Peter's chair is a yellow chair, formed of four 
uprights, united by horizontal b.trs; two being 
higher than the others to form the back. Tha four 
legs were evidently once square, bnt they ore much 
eaten away by ante, and have also had pieces cut 
from them. These time-worn portions have been 
strengthened and rendered more ornamental by 
pieces of dark acacia wood, which lorra tne whole 
Interior parr, of tiie chair, and which aopear 
to have hardly sunerea at all from the same causes 
which have so altered the appearance or the legs. 
The panels and the front and sides, ana the row 
of arches witu the tympanum above them, which 
form the bacJ^ are also cjiupo^ed 01 this wood. But 
the most remarkable circumstance about these two 
different kinds of material is that all the ivory orna- 
ments which cover the front and back of the chair 
are attached to the acacia portions alone and never 
to the ports composed of oas. 


Borne of the ornamentation 53 attributed to the 
age of Charlejiagne, and some, such as the labors of. 
Hercules, 111 the ivory panels, are more aucient- 
the oak work is deemed likely to be as old as tradi- 
tion states it to be. It is known that Damascus 
placed it in the baptistry of toe Vancan, aud con- 
sidered it probable that up to that period it may 
have been kept m tne crypt of St. Peter's toaib or Si 
the basilica of Constantinople. It was moved iroin 
chapel to chapel of tue Vatican beioie toe days of 
Alexander vil., who enclosed it in bronze nioun- 
ment.

Ttc general policy of President Grant, as 


developed in his late Message to the two 
bouses, 13 so fully in accord with the general 
programme of the republican party that by 
common consent, it may now be said, he is 
master of the situation and of the succession. 
He holds the advantages which General Jack- 
son possessed after his first annual message. 
He is, without dissent, recognized as the offi- 
cial head and lender of the dominant party, 
and is without a rrral for the next Presidential 
election. 


His recommendations touching the legisla- 


tion of the present session of Congress, mean- 
time, are shrewdly calculated to hold the 
republican party together and to avoid trouble 
in the ranks in the elections of nest fall for » 
new Congress. For example :—He recom- 
mends that all schemes for a general revision 
of the tariff and internal revenue laws be post- 
poned till the next session of Congress. Here 
a great stnmbling block is avoided; for upon 
the tariff question—the East being .for home 
protection, and the West for free trade—thero 
will most probably be some serious sectional 
defections in the camp with any markefl 
change of the existing tariff laws in favor of 
free trade or protection. 


Again, if upon the Cuban question the pro- 


gressive men of Congress are dissatisfied with 
the conservative precautions of the message, 
they will surely be appeased in considering 
the emphatic American views which General 
Grant has expressed in. reference to> the Ala- 
bama claims and Canadian reciprocity. So,' 
too, if the extreme radicals were disposed to 
be intractable in reference to the recognition, 
of the conservative Walker party of Virginia 
on the question of the restoration of that State, 
they are, we suppose, satisfied with the equiv- 
alent presented in the President's recommenda- 
tion for a new and radical reconstruction of 
the State of Georgia, oa the basis of the Leg- 
islature of 1SGS, with the restoration of the 
negro members ruled out of each house by the 
white majority. 


On the money question the President's plan 


of funding the debt at an interest reduced from 
six to four and a half per cent,- and of a grad- 
ual return to specie payments, to avoid the 
dangers and shocks which a too abrupt return 
to coin would bring upon the country, is a plan 
so 
clearly 
calculated 
to 
work advan- 


tageously to the Treasury and the peo- 
ple that 
we cannot doubt its adoption 


by Congress, nor its advantages to the repub- 
licans in the important elections of next au- 
tumn. So, too, with the proposition to reduce 
the income tax to three per cent, and to limit 
this tax to a term of three years. So, too, his 
earnest adhesion to the doctrines of a strict 
integrity in fulfilling all our obligations, and 
of equal protection to all citizens of the United 
States in every part of the Union, regardless 
Of nationality, religion, color or politics. 


But the Tenure of Office law is an- ex- 


crescence upon tho statute book which General 
Grant,cannot admire and will not let alone. 
Speaking of the distribution of the offices with 
wuicli ho ia chanced, ho says, "ii may bo well 


to mention hero tho embarrassment possible 
to arise from leaving on the statute books 
the so-called Tenure of Office act,' and lo 
earnestly recommend its total repeal;" and ho 
thinks that U could not have been the inten- 
tion of tho Cramers of the constitution, when 
providing that appointments made by the Pre- 
sident should receive the consent of the 
Senate, that the latter should have the power 
to retain in office persons placed there by the 
federal appointment against the will of the 
President, and that "the law is inconsistent 
with a faithful and efficient administration of 
the government." 


So says General Grant, and so say we. The 


law makes the President the mere creature of 
the Senate in the matter of his removals from 
office, for this is tho point where the shoe 
pinches. Surely, then, if the two houses have 
full confidence in the President, if they have 
no misgivings that with a free rein he may 
become a second Andy Johnson in setting up 
for himself, they wil! promptly repeal this ob- 
noxious and originally vindictive Tenure of 
Office law. We apprehend, however, that the 
Senatorial favorites and the cliques and fac- 
tions of intriguing spoilsmen concerned will 
resist this proposition of repeal; and that the 
Senate itself will hardly consent to give up to 
the President the power which it holds by the 
law in question over the distribution of the 
spoils. We have seen so much of the con- 
temptible trickery of party majorities that we 
think it quite likely that the Senate wiE fail to 
appreciate the simple, honest, outspoken 
character of General Grant, and will still seek 
rather to use HTT» than to strengthen him in 
his position. 


If the radical leaders of the two houses, 


however, have a remnant of party sagacity 
left them they will surrender this Tenure of 
Office law as a usurpation which has served 
its purpose, and as an offence, a check and a 
menace upon the President which ought to be 
removed. 


Beecher'a Explanation. 


The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher sees that his 


association with the recent ante-mortem nup- 
tial ceremony was a blunder^ His explanatory 
letter makes this fact plain; at the same time 
in that letter he fails to acknowledge his 
fault in a fair and handsome way. 
He justifies 


his course on a statement of his view of how 
the case stood before he appeared in it. Now 
a man. cannot plead one of his own faults in 
mitigation of another. It does not lighten an 
offence to say that it is the legitimate conse- 
quence of a previous offence. 
Tet that is 


Beecher's plea. This man stole the livery of 
heaven to servo the devil with most offensive 
pomposiiy; he abused his sacred office to 
jrloss an adulterous connection, to glorify a 
'libertine and to reflect all possible obloquy 
upon a man in prison by giving the sanction of 
his name to the statement that the shooting of 
Richardson was without possible justification. 
Having done all this he excuses himself by 
declaring that he was ignorant of the facts— 
that he had formed his opinions on a grossly 
one-sided view of the case. For what are a 
man's senses given him, then, if he cannot use 
them 
to 
bolter 
purpose 1 
Is

not 


a little 
inconsistent 
that

innocent 
should 
so 
much, 
set himself 


up as a guide for men when he cannot guide 
himself in a matter so notorious that none 
need be ignorant in regard lo it ? We are glad 
to see that Mr. Beocher feels the propriety of 
yielding the position he had taken on this sub- 
ject in deference to public sentiment. 
It is 


noteworthy that all the three parsons con- 
cerned make substantially the same defence as 
to one point—they were all foolefl into their 
connection with this business by Greeley. 
Grceley, who never did care a button for any 
social line—whose first and greatest claim to 
notice was always his defiance of the proprie- 
ties of life—never stopped to inquire into the 
right of this matter, as he never does into the 
right of^iny matter, but went ahead with an 
intemperate "on to Richmond" determination 
to make everybody believe that Richardson 
was right. 
He fooled the parsons on, and 


now will let them get out as they may, not 
caring to get out himself, as he is quite in his 
element in this particular sort of muddle. 


Tho Opening of the Ecnmunical Council.. 
To-day the Ecumenical Council opens. The 


impossibility of three hundred years becomes a 
fact. The chimera of Joseph de Maistre is a 
living, visible, tangible reality. The Catholic 
bishops of the world in large numbers are in 
Rome. The Pope finds himself at the head of 
his flock as no Pope has found himself in many 
centuries. What a wonderful spectacle Rome 
will present to-day! 
Since the days of 


Pompey and Cajsar it has not, perhaps, seen 
any such spectacle. What will the Council 
do? Who can tell? On Thursday evening, 
when Father Hyacinthe speaks out in this city, 
and tells us what he knows, we may have a 
clearer and more perfect idea of the Council 
than we yet have. It is a great pity that the 
debates in. the Council, if there be any debates, 
must be conducted in bad Latin, and that the 
speaking will revive the experience and pos- 
sibly the confusion of Babel of old. Pity also 
it is that the Pope and his friends are so sensi- 
tive. The press seems to be a bugbear. Cor- 
respondents are to be kept" beyond the Roman 
lines. The most alarming thing in connection 
with the Council is the rumor of a Garibaldi 
raid upon Rome. What a flutter such a raid 
would make! All fun and frolic aside, we await 
the intelligence relating to the opening of this 
Council with very great interest. When facts 
are so near we are not unwilling to fefrain 
from detraction or praise.

REPOETS.—The financial community are satis- 
fied with the calm, dispassionate and unpoliti- 
cal recommendations of General Grant 'and 
Secretary Boutwell. The speculators, includ- 
ing some of the national banks, are dissatisfied 
with certain propositions of the latter, which 
if carried out would curtail their profits, to the 
benefit of the community. The people, the 
merehanta and tho private bankers are grati- 
fied.

Tho Charter Election—The Result. 


At sundown last evening the polls closed on 


tho charter campaign of 1869. Following so 
closely on the State and county election, held 
in the first week of last month, which gave 
such an overwhelming victory to the Tammany 
Regency, thero was very little spirit left with 
the lalo dominant party to show fight over the 
spoils embraced within the municipal offices 
open for election. These offices consisted 
of nine 
civil 
and nine police justices, 


elected for six years; a Common Coun- 
cil, 
composed 
of a Board 
of 
Alder- 


men and Assistant Aldermen, elected for 
two years, and twenty-one School Trustees. 
Added to these was the unexpected balloting 
for Mayor, in consequence of a technicality 
raised as to the term for which Mayor Hall 
was elected last year. No question had been 
openly mooted on this point, but it being ascer- 
tained that the republican and Democratic 
Union leaders would spring a candidate for 
Mayor at the last moment, and if successful 
bring the question into the courts, the Tammany 
leaders, in the face of Mayor Hall's objection 
to such a course, determined to checkmate 
this move by opening a ballot for Mayor. Of 
course the natural result followed of a second 
triumphant election of Mayor Hall for the term 
of two years, dating from 18G9. 


With but one exception the Tammany nomi- 


nees for civil and police justices have been 
re-elected. Judge Dowling, by virtue of his 
re-election, becomes ex~offiei& a Judge of the 
Court ot Special Sessions for tho full term of 
six years. It is owing to this distinction that 
he has been popularly dubbed Chief Justice of 
the Magisterial Bench in the city. This is the 
second term upon which Judge Dowling enters 
with his nomination endorsed by every party 
organization in the city, supported by the 
united votes of the whole district. Judge Quinn 
(civil branch) has also been re-elected, encoun- 
tering not a shadow of opposition. In two 
districts, the present incumbents not receiving 
a Tammany nomination, contested the election 
as against the regular nominee, but were beaten, 
and they retire on the first of the new year. 


In the Aldermanic contest Tammany has 


lost at least two districts—the Tenth returning 
a candidate on a republican ticket, and the 
Eighteenth electing Florence Scannel, noto- 
rious from his participation ia the late riot, in 
which he was seriously wounded by a pistol 
shot, and who ran on the Democratic Union 
ticket- The Assistant Aldermen elected are 
all Tammany democrats. Oar returns on the 
balloting for School Trustees, so far as they 
go, show the election of all the Tammany can- 
didates. 


The vote yesterday was far below that 


polled in the city at the November election. 
.This naturally arose from the apathy among 
tho democracy in the absence of any united 
effort on the part of the republicans and out- 
side democratic organizations to enter the lists 
as against the Tammany nominees. 
To a 


great extent, therefore, the election went by 
default. Little can be said of the composition 
of the new Boards of Common Council. It is 
to be hoped, however, that in the opening era of 
restored municipal rights to the city, which they 
will ba the first officially to receive the benefit 
of, they may demoustrata tlic wrong done ia 
the past by republican legislation and prove 
that it is only in the hands of the citizens that 
municipal government can be safely and 
profitably lodged. 


The day passed off very quietly and with a 


gratifying minimum of the disturbances which 
generally attend the excitement consequent 
upon charter and other elections in the city. 


Tho President on Naturalization. 


The President iu his Message has drawn 


attention to a species of fraud in o-jr system of 
naturalization which has probably escaped 
public notice. Our minds have been directed 
so much to those frauds developed at the 
registry office and the 
ballot 
box that 


the kind of abuse which the 
President 


refers 
to 
has 
been 
in 
a 
measure 


overlooked. 
President Grant says, for ex- 


ample, "The unsettled political condition of 
other countries loss fortunate than our own 
sometimes induces their citizens to come to 
the United States for the sole purpose of being 
naturalized. Having secured this they return 
to their native country and reside there with- 
out disclosing this change of allegiance. They 
accept official positions of trust or honor which 
can only be held by citizens of their native 
land. They journey under passports describ- 
ing them as citizens still; and it is only when 
civil discord, after years, perhaps, of quiet, 
threatens their persons or their property, or 
when their native State drafts into its military 
service, that the fact of their chango of allegi- 
ance is made known. 
They reside perma- 


nently away from the United States, they con- 
tribute nothing to its revenues, they avoid the 
duties of this citizenship and they only make 
tfiemselves known by a claim of protection." 
The President is right on this point. Not only 
is this practice a great abuse but it is a griev- 
ous injustice to those wh» honestly become 
citizens and carry out legitimately all the obli- 
gations of citizenship—who pay taxes, do jury 
duty and military duty when called upon, and in 
every way contribute to the good weal of the 
country by their industry and good conduct. 
This latter class can be numbered by hundreds 
of thousands. The class to whom the Presi- 
dent refers are, fortunately, but few, yet the 
principle to which the Message objects is not 
the less mischievous for that. The President, 
therefore, is quite right in directing our diplo- 
matic and consular officers "to scrutinize care- 
fully all such claims for protection"—in other 
words, to protect the real citizen of the United 
States against the frauds perpetrated by the 
fraudulent citizen, who only obtains his natu- 
ralization papers for the purpose of shirking 
obligations due to the country of his nativity. 
That there has been a good deal of that kind 
of thing done is undoubted—in the German 
States, especially, before the recent treaty 
with regard to military service was agreed to, 
We are glad that the President has drawn tae 
attention of Congress to this subject. It is tho 
first time that this view of the naturalization 
laws has been taken by our Chief Magistrates, 
and it is to ba hoped that it may pave the way 
for some new legislation upon that question ; 


for, says the President, "the citizen of theUniled 
States, whether native or adopted, is entitled 
to its complete protection. While I havo a 
Voice in the direction of affairs I shall not con- 
sent to imperil tho sacred right by conferring 
it upon fictitious or {rau.du.le.nt oMu^ls,"

The Ecumenical Council summoned by Pope 


Pius IX. assembles ia Rome to-day. 
It ia 


called the First Counoil of the Vatican, and 
will be registered on the record of the Catholic 
Church as the twenty-first General Council of 
the hierarchy of that particular creed and 
form of worship. 
The prelates, patriarchs 


and other Church dignitaries havo journeyed 
from Europe, Asia, Africa, America and the 
far-off shores of Australasia to the Eternal 
City, and will aggregate in round numbers one 
thousand persons 
after the roll has been 


called. It is an august, most reverend and 
imposing convocation in its appearance, aud 
one which affords matter of very deep interest 
to the Christian world. On this account we 
devote a large space ia our pages to-day to an 
elucidation of the history of the Catholic 
Councils which have been held since the period 
of the meeting of the First Council of Nice to 
the present, the circumstances under which 
they met, then- work and consequences. 
Wa 


also present all the Pontifical documents con- 
nected with the present one, including copies 
of the Papal invitations issued to tho Eastern 
and Protestant Churches to send delegates to 
Rome for "instruction," preparatory, as it 
would seem to be hoped, to a return to the 
"one fold" or "centre of religious unity." 


The peculiar, compact and almost universal 


system of organization of the Catholic Church, 
its manner of government by an elective 
Chief Bishop and the College of Cardi- 
nals, 
with its 
means 
and 
power of 


intercommunion 
and 
propagandisM, 
are 


set 
forth 
in 
such a 
shape 
as 
will 


enable our readers of all religious persuasions 
to understand why it is that its clergy have 
been, and now are, so successful in the work 
of missionary enterprise. The relations of the 
temporal sovereigns of the Old WorW towards 
the Pontiff and bishops—a matter of the utmost 
consequence at the present moment—are 
treated in order according to the power of the 
respective countries. Indeed we may claim 
that nothing of material value has been 
omitted, and that the HEBALD of this morning 
will remain in after time a more faithful and 
accessible register of the Council of the Vatican 
for the use of all Christian peoples—that of the 
numerous Catholic community of the American 
Continent in particular—than any which has 
been published of the previous Roman episco- 
pal congregations. The pens of cur special 
correspondents in Europe, aided by steam and 
electricity, have enabled us to accomplish this 
work, so that our readers can after its 
perusal draw their own independent inferences 
as lo whether Rome in her penetration sees 
the handwriting, the mene tckel ct eupJiarson, 
on the wall, and is preparing to meet its conse- 
quences, or whether she will be enabled to 
sustain her priestly claim that she is "ever 
new and ever baptizing and being baptized," 
and thus, after an adjustment, take a new 
lease for the commencement of a religious 
career in accordance with tho spirit and 
requirements of the age. 


In this connection we print a faithful trans- 


lation of the Syllabus of Errors, as it is termed, 
or the Pontifical and hierarchical platform. It 
is said that this document wiE be adopted by 
the Council, viva voce and without discussion, 
should this prove to be true we can see but 
little use in a meeting undertaken at so ranch 
personal inconvenience and cost. Indeed, we 
cannot shake off the lay infirmity of thinking 
that the Catholic Church would sustain a very 
severe shock before tho eyes of an enlightened 
world in consequence. Science and material 
progress will havo their apostles and advo- 
cates in the Council. The Archbishop of Cal- 
cutta, India, travelled through the Suez Canal— 
one of ita first passengers—on his way to 
Rome, while tho Bishop of Honolulu, in the 
Sandwich Islands, was carried from San Fran- 
cisco to New York over the Pacific Railroad 
when journeying in the same direction. 
The 


first, having steamed over the grave of Pharaoh 
and his mighty host, must certainly reflect on 
the evanescence of all temporal power, while 
the latter will speak to his compeers of what 
man has accomplished and can do by the 
subornation of the agencies of modern civiliza- 
tion. 


The Council of the Vatican meets on the day 


of the Feast of Immaculate Conception. It is 
also the anniversary of the birthday of Horace, 
the Romau poet having first seen the light on 
the 8th of December, in the year 65 before the 
birth of Christ. It is one of those curious coin- 
cidences which occur in the course of a world. 
The spark of tho Syllabus may have been 
lighted in the brain of the satirist, when he 
asserted that in ancient Rome nemo contentus 
vivat ilia, sorts seu ratio dederil seu fora 
objecerit—"no person lives contented with 
the lot which reason has accorded or chance 
presented to him." And then he went oa to 
show the prevalence of the succus negrte loTf 
liginis—the "jufce of the black cuttlefish"—in 
the slanders, defamations, detractions and 
belittlings of personal worth 
and private 


character which abounded on every gide 
around him. Indeed, he eharacterizes his 
friend and patron Maecenas "the tutelary guar- 
dian of peace, civilization and progress"— 
words of wonderful, prophetic accuracy, and 
which were almost immediately sanctified in 
the text «af 
the earliest 
Christian who 


appeared within a very few years after his 
decease. 


If the Council of the Vatican csn elaborate 


the grand ideas of the poet into a shape fit for 
everyday disciplinary practice in the world 
people may be disposed to accept oven the 
Syllabus, and the Papacy remain, despite tha 
after utterance otthe Queen Boadicea, "Rome 
shall perish ; Write the word in the blood of 
those she spilt."

Jtoport of tho Secretary of the Interior* 


We publish to-day tho report of the Secre- 


tary of the Interior, giving the salient points Ia 
the management of that department for the last 
fiscal year. We havo some interesting statis- 
tics of the sale of public lands, of which moro 
than seren and a half millions of acres wero 
disposed of; a million acres more than last 
year. It IB worthy of notice and well to know 
that there has been a large increase of land 
entered under the Homestead law, amounting 
to nearly half a million acres more than last 
year. With regard to the management of th» 
Patent Office Secretary Cox urges tho repeal o> 
all laws which authorize an appeal from the 
decision of the Commissioner of Patents on ap- 
plications for letters patent and in inlerferenco 
cases. Referring to the subject of pensions 
the report states the curious fact that there ia 
not a single soldier of the Revolutionary war 
living to claim a pension, while there are 
eight hundred and eigb.ty-sey.en Revolutionary 
soldiers' widows 
surviving and 
drawing 


pensions. 
Within the last year only one of 


these widows died, the number on the rolls 
then being eight hundred and eighty-eight. 
The total number of pensions on the roll is ono 
hundred and eighty-seven 
thousand nine 


hundred 
and 
*ut:ty-three, and the total 


amount disbursed was over twenty-eight mil- 
lions dollars. For the prevention of tho in- 
numerable frauds which have infested the 
pension bureau the Secretary recommends 
that pension agents should be paid by a fixed 
salary, and the present system of per centago 
on the money disbursed should be abolished— 
a point upon which we think the Secretary is 
right. 


Indian affairs, of course, absorb a good 


portion of the. report. The red man is one of 
the difficulties of the government. - Mr. Cox, 
however, thinks that the present Quaker sys- 
tem of dealing with him is an excellent one, 
and is quite satisfied with the work the Friends 
have already done. The employment of unat- 
tached army officers as Indian agents he also 
approves of, on the score of economy. Tha 
old idea of gathering the tribes on reservations 
and civilizing them, and even giving them 
a representation in Congress, is advanced; 
but the trouble is that we have been trying 
this plan for many years and have as yet had 
but little success, except with the Cherokeos, 
Pottawottamies, Osages and a few other tribes. 
The Secretary reaches thereat causa of the 
difficulty in this respect when he saya that tho 
want of appropriations to fulfil our treaties 
with the Indians is the chief obstacle iu tha 
way of peace. Tho fact is that our agents 
and commissioners promise too much and 
perform too little. The savage is distrustful. 
If he makes a bargain with the white man he 
expects him to keep his word, and if disap- 
pointed ho becomes unmanageable. The sub- 
jects of education and of tho census also- 
occupy a brief space ia tho report. The Union 
Pacific Railroad completed one hundred and 
sixty-five miles of road and telegraph during 
the last fiscal year, and in the regularity of 
running trains and general management makei 
altogether a fair show, according to the report 
of the commissioners. 


The present Secretary has had but a brief 


experience in office, but his report is, never- 
theless, full and satisfactory. 


President <5ra.nt's Views on Emigration. 


The President evidently appreciates the 


wants aafl requirements of our emigration 
system. The grossest abuses have grown up 
for some years past In tho transport of emi- 
grants to this country and their proper dis- 
posal upon landing here. In his message the 
President informs us that upon his accession 
to office he found that a proposition from the 
Minister for North Germany had been made, 
but not acted on, for the negotiation of a con- 
vention for the protection of emigrant passen- 
gers. Feeling the necessity of such a measure 
the President, it appears, invited all the mari- 
time Powers of Europe to join in it, arid with 
this vitew notes have been seat to the Cabinets 
of London, Paris, Florence, Berlin, Brussels, 
the Hague, Copenhagen and Stockholm to em- 
power their representatives in Washington to" 
enter mto negotiations with a convention in 
this country for the purpose of making uniform 
regulations as to the construction of the parts 
of vessels to be devoted to the nso of emi- 
grant passengers, as to the quality and quan- 
tity of food, as to the medical treatment of tho 
sick, and as to the rules to ba observed during 
the voyage, in order to secure ventilation, to 
promote health, to prevent intrusion and to 
protect females, and providing for the estab- 
lishment of tribunals in the several countries 
for enforcing such regulations by summary 
process. This is precisely the reform most 
needed in our emigration system, and tho 
prompt action of General Grant proves that 
he comprehends the matter thoroughly.

In ths Senate yesterday ifr. Spencer, of AUoama,

Ttc general policy of President Grant, as 


developed in his late Message to the two 
bouses, 13 so fully in accord with the general 
programme of the republican party that by 
common consent, it may now be said, he is 
master of the situation and of the succession. 
He holds the advantages which General Jack- 
son possessed after his first annual message. 
He is, without dissent, recognized as the offi- 
cial head and lender of the dominant party, 
and is without a rrral for the next Presidential 
election. 


His recommendations touching the legisla- 


tion of the present session of Congress, mean- 
time, are shrewdly calculated to hold the 
republican party together and to avoid trouble 
in the ranks in the elections of nest fall for » 
new Congress. For example :—He recom- 
mends that all schemes for a general revision 
of the tariff and internal revenue laws be post- 
poned till the next session of Congress. Here 
a great stnmbling block is avoided; for upon 
the tariff question—the East being .for home 
protection, and the West for free trade—thero 
will most probably be some serious sectional 
defections in the camp with any markefl 
change of the existing tariff laws in favor of 
free trade or protection. 


Again, if upon the Cuban question the pro- 


gressive men of Congress are dissatisfied with 
the conservative precautions of the message, 
they will surely be appeased in considering 
the emphatic American views which General 
Grant has expressed in. reference to> the Ala- 
bama claims and Canadian reciprocity. So,' 
too, if the extreme radicals were disposed to 
be intractable in reference to the recognition, 
of the conservative Walker party of Virginia 
on the question of the restoration of that State, 
they are, we suppose, satisfied with the equiv- 
alent presented in the President's recommenda- 
tion for a new and radical reconstruction of 
the State of Georgia, oa the basis of the Leg- 
islature of 1SGS, with the restoration of the 
negro members ruled out of each house by the 
white majority. 


On the money question the President's plan 


of funding the debt at an interest reduced from 
six to four and a half per cent,- and of a grad- 
ual return to specie payments, to avoid the 
dangers and shocks which a too abrupt return 
to coin would bring upon the country, is a plan 
so 
clearly 
calculated 
to 
work advan- 


tageously to the Treasury and the peo- 
ple that 
we cannot doubt its adoption 


by Congress, nor its advantages to the repub- 
licans in the important elections of next au- 
tumn. So, too, with the proposition to reduce 
the income tax to three per cent, and to limit 
this tax to a term of three years. So, too, his 
earnest adhesion to the doctrines of a strict 
integrity in fulfilling all our obligations, and 
of equal protection to all citizens of the United 
States in every part of the Union, regardless 
Of nationality, religion, color or politics. 


But the Tenure of Office law is an- ex- 


crescence upon tho statute book which General 
Grant,cannot admire and will not let alone. 
Speaking of the distribution of the offices with 
wuicli ho ia chanced, ho says, "ii may bo well 


to mention hero tho embarrassment possible 
to arise from leaving on the statute books 
the so-called Tenure of Office act,' and lo 
earnestly recommend its total repeal;" and ho 
thinks that U could not have been the inten- 
tion of tho Cramers of the constitution, when 
providing that appointments made by the Pre- 
sident should receive the consent of the 
Senate, that the latter should have the power 
to retain in office persons placed there by the 
federal appointment against the will of the 
President, and that "the law is inconsistent 
with a faithful and efficient administration of 
the government." 


So says General Grant, and so say we. The 


law makes the President the mere creature of 
the Senate in the matter of his removals from 
office, for this is tho point where the shoe 
pinches. Surely, then, if the two houses have 
full confidence in the President, if they have 
no misgivings that with a free rein he may 
become a second Andy Johnson in setting up 
for himself, they wil! promptly repeal this ob- 
noxious and originally vindictive Tenure of 
Office law. We apprehend, however, that the 
Senatorial favorites and the cliques and fac- 
tions of intriguing spoilsmen concerned will 
resist this proposition of repeal; and that the 
Senate itself will hardly consent to give up to 
the President the power which it holds by the 
law in question over the distribution of the 
spoils. We have seen so much of the con- 
temptible trickery of party majorities that we 
think it quite likely that the Senate wiE fail to 
appreciate the simple, honest, outspoken 
character of General Grant, and will still seek 
rather to use HTT» than to strengthen him in 
his position. 


If the radical leaders of the two houses, 


however, have a remnant of party sagacity 
left them they will surrender this Tenure of 
Office law as a usurpation which has served 
its purpose, and as an offence, a check and a 
menace upon the President which ought to be 
removed. 


Beecher'a Explanation. 


The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher sees that his 


association with the recent ante-mortem nup- 
tial ceremony was a blunder^ His explanatory 
letter makes this fact plain; at the same time 
in that letter he fails to acknowledge his 
fault in a fair and handsome way. 
He justifies 


his course on a statement of his view of how 
the case stood before he appeared in it. Now 
a man. cannot plead one of his own faults in 
mitigation of another. It does not lighten an 
offence to say that it is the legitimate conse- 
quence of a previous offence. 
Tet that is 


Beecher's plea. This man stole the livery of 
heaven to servo the devil with most offensive 
pomposiiy; he abused his sacred office to 
jrloss an adulterous connection, to glorify a 
'libertine and to reflect all possible obloquy 
upon a man in prison by giving the sanction of 
his name to the statement that the shooting of 
Richardson was without possible justification. 
Having done all this he excuses himself by 
declaring that he was ignorant of the facts— 
that he had formed his opinions on a grossly 
one-sided view of the case. For what are a 
man's senses given him, then, if he cannot use 
them 
to

up as a guide for men when he cannot guide 
himself in a matter so notorious that none 
need be ignorant in regard lo it ? We are glad 
to see that Mr. Beocher feels the propriety of 
yielding the position he had taken on this sub- 
ject in deference to public sentiment. 
It is 


noteworthy that all the three parsons con- 
cerned make substantially the same defence as 
to one point—they were all foolefl into their 
connection with this business by Greeley. 
Grceley, who never did care a button for any 
social line—whose first and greatest claim to 
notice was always his defiance of the proprie- 
ties of life—never stopped to inquire into the 
right of this matter, as he never does into the 
right of^iny matter, but went ahead with an 
intemperate "on to Richmond" determination 
to make everybody believe that Richardson 
was right. 
He fooled the parsons on, and 


now will let them get out as they may, not 
caring to get out himself, as he is quite in his 
element in this particular sort of muddle. 


Tho Opening of the Ecnmunical Council.. 
To-day the Ecumenical Council opens. The 


impossibility of three hundred years becomes a 
fact. The chimera of Joseph de Maistre is a 
living, visible, tangible reality. The Catholic 
bishops of the world in large numbers are in 
Rome. The Pope finds himself at the head of 
his flock as no Pope has found himself in many 
centuries. What a wonderful spectacle Rome 
will present to-day! 
Since the days of 


Pompey and Cajsar it has not, perhaps, seen 
any such spectacle. What will the Council 
do? Who can tell? On Thursday evening, 
when Father Hyacinthe speaks out in this city, 
and tells us what he knows, we may have a 
clearer and more perfect idea of the Council 
than we yet have. It is a great pity that the 
debates in. the Council, if there be any debates, 
must be conducted in bad Latin, and that the 
speaking will revive the experience and pos- 
sibly the confusion of Babel of old. Pity also 
it is that the Pope and his friends are so sensi- 
tive. The press seems to be a bugbear. Cor- 
respondents are to be kept" beyond the Roman 
lines. The most alarming thing in connection 
with the Council is the rumor of a Garibaldi 
raid upon Rome. What a flutter such a raid 
would make! All fun and frolic aside, we await 
the intelligence relating to the opening of this 
Council with very great interest. When facts 
are so near we are not unwilling to fefrain 
from detraction or praise.

Tho Charter Election—The Result. 


At sundown last evening the polls closed on 


tho charter campaign of 1869. Following so 
closely on the State and county election, held 
in the first week of last month, which gave 
such an overwhelming victory to the Tammany 
Regency, thero was very little spirit left with 
the lalo dominant party to show fight over the 
spoils embraced within the municipal offices 
open for election. These offices consisted 
of nine 
civil 
and nine police justices, 


elected for six years; a Common Coun- 
cil, 
composed 
of a Board 
of 
Alder- 


men and Assistant Aldermen, elected for 
two years, and twenty-one School Trustees. 
Added to these was the unexpected balloting 
for Mayor, in consequence of a technicality 
raised as to the term for which Mayor Hall 
was elected last year. No question had been 
openly mooted on this point, but it being ascer- 
tained that the republican and Democratic 
Union leaders would spring a candidate for 
Mayor at the last moment, and if successful 
bring the question into the courts, the Tammany 
leaders, in the face of Mayor Hall's objection 
to such a course, determined to checkmate 
this move by opening a ballot for Mayor. Of 
course the natural result followed of a second 
triumphant election of Mayor Hall for the term 
of two years, dating from 18G9. 


With but one exception the Tammany nomi- 


nees for civil and police justices have been 
re-elected. Judge Dowling, by virtue of his 
re-election, becomes ex~offiei& a Judge of the 
Court ot Special Sessions for tho full term of 
six years. It is owing to this distinction that 
he has been popularly dubbed Chief Justice of 
the Magisterial Bench in the city. This is the 
second term upon which Judge Dowling enters 
with his nomination endorsed by every party 
organization in the city, supported by the 
united votes of the whole district. Judge Quinn 
(civil branch) has also been re-elected, encoun- 
tering not a shadow of opposition. In two 
districts, the present incumbents not receiving 
a Tammany nomination, contested the election 
as against the regular nominee, but were beaten, 
and they retire on the first of the new year. 


In the Aldermanic contest Tammany has 


lost at least two districts—the Tenth returning 
a candidate on a republican ticket, and the 
Eighteenth electing Florence Scannel, noto- 
rious from his participation ia the late riot, in 
which he was seriously wounded by a pistol 
shot, and who ran on the Democratic Union 
ticket- The Assistant Aldermen elected are 
all Tammany democrats. Oar returns on the 
balloting for School Trustees, so far as they 
go, show the election of all the Tammany can- 
didates. 


The vote yesterday was far below that 


polled in the city at the November election. 
.This naturally arose from the apathy among 
tho democracy in the absence of any united 
effort on the part of the republicans and out- 
side democratic organizations to enter the lists 
as against the Tammany nominees. 
To a 


great extent, therefore, the election went by 
default. Little can be said of the composition 
of the new Boards of Common Council. It is 
to be hoped, however, that in the opening era of 
restored municipal rights to the city, which they 
will ba the first officially to receive the benefit 
of, they may demoustrata tlic wrong done ia 
the past by republican legislation and prove 
that it is only in the hands of the citizens that 
municipal government can be safely and 
profitably lodged. 


The day passed off very quietly and with a 


gratifying minimum of the disturbances which 
generally attend the excitement consequent 
upon charter and other elections in the city. 


Tho President on Naturalization. 


The President iu his Message has drawn 


attention to a species of fraud in o-jr system of 
naturalization which has probably escaped 
public notice. Our minds have been directed 
so much to those frauds developed at the 
registry office and the 
ballot 
box that 


the kind of abuse which the 
President 


refers 
to 
has 
been 
in 
a 
measure 


overlooked. 
President Grant says, for ex- 


ample, "The unsettled political condition of 
other countries loss fortunate than our own 
sometimes induces their citizens to come to 
the United States for the sole purpose of being 
naturalized. Having secured this they return 
to their native country and reside there with- 
out disclosing this change of allegiance. They 
accept official positions of trust or honor which 
can only be held by citizens of their native 
land. They journey under passports describ- 
ing them as citizens still; and it is only when 
civil discord, after years, perhaps, of quiet, 
threatens their persons or their property, or 
when their native State drafts into its military 
service, that the fact of their chango of allegi- 
ance is made known. 
They reside perma- 


nently away from the United States, they con- 
tribute nothing to its revenues, they avoid the 
duties of this citizenship and they only make 
tfiemselves known by a claim of protection." 
The President is right on this point. Not only 
is this practice a great abuse but it is a griev- 
ous injustice to those wh» honestly become 
citizens and carry out legitimately all the obli- 
gations of citizenship—who pay taxes, do jury 
duty and military duty when called upon, and in 
every way contribute to the good weal of the 
country by their industry and good conduct. 
This latter class can be numbered by hundreds 
of thousands. The class to whom the Presi- 
dent refers are, fortunately, but few, yet the 
principle to which the Message objects is not 
the less mischievous for that. The President, 
therefore, is quite right in directing our diplo- 
matic and consular officers "to scrutinize care- 
fully all such claims for protection"—in other 
words, to protect the real citizen of the United 
States against the frauds perpetrated by the 
fraudulent citizen, who only obtains his natu- 
ralization papers for the purpose of shirking 
obligations due to the country of his nativity. 
That there has been a good deal of that kind 
of thing done is undoubted—in the German 
States, especially, before the recent treaty 
with regard to military service was agreed to, 
We are glad that the President has drawn tae 
attention of Congress to this subject. It is tho 
first time that this view of the naturalization 
laws has been taken by our Chief Magistrates, 
and it is to ba hoped that it may pave the way 
for some new legislation upon that question ; 


for, says the President, "the citizen of theUniled 
States, whether native or adopted, is entitled 
to its complete protection. While I havo a 
Voice in the direction of affairs I shall not con- 
sent to imperil tho sacred right by conferring 
it upon fictitious or {rau.du.le.nt oMu^ls,"

The Ecumenical Council summoned by Pope 


Pius IX. assembles ia Rome to-day. 
It ia 


called the First Counoil of the Vatican, and 
will be registered on the record of the Catholic 
Church as the twenty-first General Council of 
the hierarchy of that particular creed and 
form of worship. 
The prelates, patriarchs 


and other Church dignitaries havo journeyed 
from Europe, Asia, Africa, America and the 
far-off shores of Australasia to the Eternal 
City, and will aggregate in round numbers one 
thousand persons 
after the roll has been 


called. It is an august, most reverend and 
imposing convocation in its appearance, aud 
one which affords matter of very deep interest 
to the Christian world. On this account we 
devote a large space ia our pages to-day to an 
elucidation of the history of the Catholic 
Councils which have been held since the period 
of the meeting of the First Council of Nice to 
the present, the circumstances under which 
they met, then- work and consequences. 
Wa 


also present all the Pontifical documents con- 
nected with the present one, including copies 
of the Papal invitations issued to tho Eastern 
and Protestant Churches to send delegates to 
Rome for "instruction," preparatory, as it 
would seem to be hoped, to a return to the 
"one fold" or "centre of religious unity." 


The peculiar, compact and almost universal 


system of organization of the Catholic Church, 
its manner of government by an elective 
Chief Bishop and the College of Cardi- 
nals, 
with its 
means 
and 
power of 


intercommunion 
and 
propagandisM, 
are 


set 
forth 
in 
such a 
shape 
as 
will 


enable our readers of all religious persuasions 
to understand why it is that its clergy have 
been, and now are, so successful in the work 
of missionary enterprise. The relations of the 
temporal sovereigns of the Old WorW towards 
the Pontiff and bishops—a matter of the utmost 
consequence at the present moment—are 
treated in order according to the power of the 
respective countries. Indeed we may claim 
that nothing of material value has been 
omitted, and that the HEBALD of this morning 
will remain in after time a more faithful and 
accessible register of the Council of the Vatican 
for the use of all Christian peoples—that of the 
numerous Catholic community of the American 
Continent in particular—than any which has 
been published of the previous Roman episco- 
pal congregations. The pens of cur special 
correspondents in Europe, aided by steam and 
electricity, have enabled us to accomplish this 
work, so that our readers can after its 
perusal draw their own independent inferences 
as lo whether Rome in her penetration sees 
the handwriting, the mene tckel ct eupJiarson, 
on the wall, and is preparing to meet its conse- 
quences, or whether she will be enabled to 
sustain her priestly claim that she is "ever 
new and ever baptizing and being baptized," 
and thus, after an adjustment, take a new 
lease for the commencement of a religious 
career in accordance with tho spirit and 
requirements of the age. 


In this connection we print a faithful trans- 


lation of the Syllabus of Errors, as it is termed, 
or the Pontifical and hierarchical platform. It 
is said that this document wiE be adopted by 
the Council, viva voce and without discussion, 
should this prove to be true we can see but 
little use in a meeting undertaken at so ranch 
personal inconvenience and cost. Indeed, we 
cannot shake off the lay infirmity of thinking 
that the Catholic Church would sustain a very 
severe shock before tho eyes of an enlightened 
world in consequence. Science and material 
progress will havo their apostles and advo- 
cates in the Council. The Archbishop of Cal- 
cutta, India, travelled through the Suez Canal— 
one of ita first passengers—on his way to 
Rome, while tho Bishop of Honolulu, in the 
Sandwich Islands, was carried from San Fran- 
cisco to New York over the Pacific Railroad 
when journeying in the same direction. 
The 


first, having steamed over the grave of Pharaoh 
and his mighty host, must certainly reflect on 
the evanescence of all temporal power, while 
the latter will speak to his compeers of what 
man has accomplished and can do by the 
subornation of the agencies of modern civiliza- 
tion. 


The Council of the Vatican meets on the day

It is one of those curious coin- 
cidences which occur in the course of a world. 
The spark of tho Syllabus may have been 
lighted in the brain of the satirist, when he 
asserted that in ancient Rome nemo contentus 
vivat ilia, sorts seu ratio dederil seu fora 
objecerit—"no person lives contented with 
the lot which reason has accorded or chance 
presented to him." And then he went oa to 
show the prevalence of the succus negrte loTf 
liginis—the "jufce of the black cuttlefish"—in 
the slanders, defamations, detractions and 
belittlings of personal worth 
and private 


character which abounded on every gide 
around him. Indeed, he eharacterizes his 
friend and patron Maecenas "the tutelary guar- 
dian of peace, civilization and progress"— 
words of wonderful, prophetic accuracy, and 
which were almost immediately sanctified in 
the text «af 
the earliest 
Christian who 


appeared within a very few years after his 
decease. 


If the Council of the Vatican csn elaborate 


the grand ideas of the poet into a shape fit for 
everyday disciplinary practice in the world 
people may be disposed to accept oven the 
Syllabus, and the Papacy remain, despite tha 
after utterance otthe Queen Boadicea, "Rome 
shall perish ; Write the word in the blood of 
those she spilt."

Jtoport of tho Secretary of the Interior* 


We publish to-day tho report of the Secre- 


tary of the Interior, giving the salient points Ia 
the management of that department for the last 
fiscal year. We havo some interesting statis- 
tics of the sale of public lands, of which moro 
than seren and a half millions of acres wero 
disposed of; a million acres more than last 
year. It IB worthy of notice and well to know 
that there has been a large increase of land 
entered under the Homestead law, amounting 
to nearly half a million acres more than last 
year. With regard to the management of th» 
Patent Office Secretary Cox urges tho repeal o> 
all laws which authorize an appeal from the 
decision of the Commissioner of Patents on ap- 
plications for letters patent and in inlerferenco 
cases. Referring to the subject of pensions 
the report states the curious fact that there ia 
not a single soldier of the Revolutionary war 
living to claim a pension, while there are 
eight hundred and eigb.ty-sey.en Revolutionary 
soldiers' widows 
surviving and 
drawing 


pensions. 
Within the last year only one of 


these widows died, the number on the rolls 
then being eight hundred and eighty-eight. 
The total number of pensions on the roll is ono 
hundred and eighty-seven 
thousand nine 


hundred 
and 
*ut:ty-three, and the total 


amount disbursed was over twenty-eight mil- 
lions dollars. For the prevention of tho in- 
numerable frauds which have infested the 
pension bureau the Secretary recommends 
that pension agents should be paid by a fixed 
salary, and the present system of per centago 
on the money disbursed should be abolished— 
a point upon which we think the Secretary is 
right. 


Indian affairs, of course, absorb a good 


portion of the. report. The red man is one of 
the difficulties of the government. - Mr. Cox, 
however, thinks that the present Quaker sys- 
tem of dealing with him is an excellent one, 
and is quite satisfied with the work the Friends 
have already done. The employment of unat- 
tached army officers as Indian agents he also 
approves of, on the score of economy. Tha 
old idea of gathering the tribes on reservations 
and civilizing them, and even giving them 
a representation in Congress, is advanced; 
but the trouble is that we have been trying 
this plan for many years and have as yet had 
but little success, except with the Cherokeos, 
Pottawottamies, Osages and a few other tribes. 
The Secretary reaches thereat causa of the 
difficulty in this respect when he saya that tho 
want of appropriations to fulfil our treaties 
with the Indians is the chief obstacle iu tha 
way of peace. Tho fact is that our agents 
and commissioners promise too much and 
perform too little. The savage is distrustful. 
If he makes a bargain with the white man he 
expects him to keep his word, and if disap- 
pointed ho becomes unmanageable. The sub- 
jects of education and of tho census also- 
occupy a brief space ia tho report. The Union 
Pacific Railroad completed one hundred and 
sixty-five miles of road and telegraph during 
the last fiscal year, and in the regularity of 
running trains and general management makei 
altogether a fair show, according to the report 
of the commissioners. 


The present Secretary has had but a brief 


experience in office, but his report is, never- 
theless, full and satisfactory. 


President <5ra.nt's Views on Emigration. 


The President evidently appreciates the 


wants aafl requirements of our emigration 
system. The grossest abuses have grown up 
for some years past In tho transport of emi- 
grants to this country and their proper dis- 
posal upon landing here. In his message the 
President informs us that upon his accession 
to office he found that a proposition from the 
Minister for North Germany had been made, 
but not acted on, for the negotiation of a con- 
vention for the protection of emigrant passen- 
gers. Feeling the necessity of such a measure 
the President, it appears, invited all the mari- 
time Powers of Europe to join in it, arid with 
this vitew notes have been seat to the Cabinets 
of London, Paris, Florence, Berlin, Brussels, 
the Hague, Copenhagen and Stockholm to em- 
power their representatives in Washington to" 
enter mto negotiations with a convention in 
this country for the purpose of making uniform 
regulations as to the construction of the parts 
of vessels to be devoted to the nso of emi- 
grant passengers, as to the quality and quan- 
tity of food, as to the medical treatment of tho 
sick, and as to the rules to ba observed during 
the voyage, in order to secure ventilation, to 
promote health, to prevent intrusion and to 
protect females, and providing for the estab- 
lishment of tribunals in the several countries 
for enforcing such regulations by summary 
process. This is precisely the reform most 
needed in our emigration system, and tho 
prompt action of General Grant proves that 
he comprehends the matter thoroughly.

Van Alisne, bookkeeper in the Albany and Susque- 
hanna Railroad office, was examined as to the pro- 
ceedings of the election and a» to the transfers of 
stock made bj tne Ramsey party. 


TVilliam J. Sherman, keeper of a restaurant at 
Albany, testified that vhirty or foftj hard looking 
men were brought to him on the morning of the 
railroad election to breakfast. They were brought 
by one Maugham, who uald they were cood voters. 
S. H. Foster, depot master at Albany, testified 
that a large number of men came up from Now York 
on the train on the day of the election, and ha do- 
scribed three as saving blackened ejes, and some 
had their arms lu slings. 
Joseph Clinton testiued that he rented to Maug- 
ham a room in his restaurant at Albany, for which 
he paid ten dollars. 


Other witnesses testified as to tho character and 


appearance of the men, who attended the election on 
tue 7th of September and voted the FisK and Qould 
tickets. 
The caso for Ramsey * Co. was closed at four 
o'clock and David Uudlaj Field opened Uio caso 
(of (U« fttHf parlor. 


Th« charter election for 1889 terminated with the 


close of the po'.b at tnreaty-uiuo minutes before flvo 
o'clock yesterday evening. 
As previously and re- 


peatedly announced by the HBBALB the contest, 
such as it was, lay not between tne candidates of 
opposing party organizations, but was almost en- 
tirely confined in districts contested where the 
regular Tammany nominees were opposed by adhe- 
rents of the same party, but wno, deeming that 
their claims were unjustifiably overlooked, were 
determined to measure 
their strength with 


the "regulars.'' 
AS when "Greet meets Greek 


then comes the tug of war," so with more than 
even party zeal was the flgnt waged between the 
rival contestants of the same organization. The 
result in these desultory conflicts was doubtful 
throughout the day. The seceders fought manfully, 
and brought up their supports and reserves with 
saca good judgment and in such force that it was 
only after the close of the polls and when the votes 
were canvassed it was possible to declare who was 
the victor or who ths vanquished. 


THE MAYOBALTT—A KCSB DB GCEBBg. 


It was not supposed that the election of a Mayor 


was one of the duties Imposed on the electors at this 
time, it being understood and universally accepted 
tiiat the present Chief Magistrate was elected st 
the last charter election, 1888, for the usual foil 
term of the office—two years. A quibble was, now- 
evet, raised that Major Hail was then elected for the 
nnexpired term only, of Governor Hoflman's term 
caused by nis elevation to Chlet Executive of the 
State. This question was get at rest by the opinion 
of a high municipal leeal practitioner, who on the 
>oint being submitted to him, emphatically declared 
or the constitntionaliry of the election for the full 
mayoral terra ol two years. This opinion was dis- 
sented from by some of the republican leaders, and 
under tUe Impression tnat Mayor Hall would 
abide by the decision 
thus given, and by 
the votes of the citizens as recorded on the election 
>f Mayor in 1868 prepared a ruse by which they 
hoped to get one of the party balloted for and 
elected, there being, as they figured it out, no oppo- 
nent m the field. The Mayor's tacBci—a seeming 
masterly inactivity—was what, deceived them and 
ed them to showing their hands at the tost moment. 
At the opening of ihe polls yesterday morning the 
parties to the political rose were somewhat startled 
it seeing ballots at all the polling places "For 
Mayor, A. Oakey Hall." This was a most unex- 
lectea discovery and proved fatal to the scheme 
>o quietly planned. Of course the Mayor's ballots 
were in great demand turongnout the day, with a 
ommensurace supp'y, and for tie second time 
Hayor Hall has been elected to flu the one reonlar 
erm of tUe office from January, 1869, to January, 
871* 
It is only proper here to state that the voting for 
dayor Hall was done against his knowledge, and 
would have been against his wishes had be been 
consulted on the matter. He relied upon the opin- 
on of Murray Hoffman, an eminent municipal jurist 
nd a republican, to the effect tliat there was no 
lection for vacancy, only ior a luu term, ana that 
e held until January, 1871. But some of the Tam- 


many leaders originated, the self-Jelence balloting 
TScaUdS Iney dnu'erstood that Mr. Gieeley for the re- 
ublicans ana Waterbury for the democratic Union 
arty, were likely, in a few districts, to advise a 
ote secretly for a mayor, so as to raise a leiral quea- 
lou and possibly oust the Tammany mayor. In his 
wu polling place Mr. Mali, when voting publicly, 
tated that the fact of running Ulrn was repugnant 
o lus views of the law and the policy. 


TUE CIVIL if,D POLIOS JUSTICES. 


The Tammany nominees were all, witu one excep- 
.on, elected. There was a warm contest for Civil

THE COMMON COrTSOIL OP 1570-71. 
According to the amended charter of tue city ot 


New York, passed August 31. 18SS. the legislative 
power of the corporation ot the city was vested In 
a Board of Aldermen and Assistant Aldermen, who 
together shall form the Common Council. The term 
of office of the Common- Council as it may be com- 
posed by tue result of tue present election, sUall be 
lor two years—-1870-71. This is a change on the old 
form ol electing this body, doing awav with the old 
law of electing every alternate year—4he members 
having odd or even numerical designations, as the 
case might happen. 
Tiia boards of Aldermen 
and Assistant Aldermen, will

Juture every two years. The contest through-

IKCIDEBTS OF THE ELECTION. 


How the Men Fared Who Toted "Often"—A 


Woman Wanta to Tote for "Joe" Don-lino— 
"Hep eating." 
Contrary to general expectation, fostered by par- 


tisan acrimony ana encouraged by recent political 
arguments not recognized by tne code, the election, 
passed off In a remarkably quiet manner. This 
was doubtless due, in a great 
measure, to 


tbe extensive 
preparations made at 
police 


headquarters 
for 
the 
suppression 
ot 
any 


disturbance that might have occurred. To guard 
against any- possibility of disorder, effective reserve 
forces of police were stationed at the City Hall, 
police headquarters, and at the Seventeenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth and Twenty-third precinct sta- 
tion houses. At the different polling places no un- 
nsual excitement was observable, and In many 
wards the loungers who invariably gather around 
the doors of the polls wore an air of listless in- 
difference. Perhaps the most noticeable feature 
of repeating was that commenced in, the Ninth ward 
at an early hour in the day; but a number of police 
officers 
having 
been 
detailed to 
watca, the 


proceedings at 
each polling place 
promptly 


arrested the repeaters and effectually checked, 
the fraud. 
In 
the Sixteenth, ward it was 


claimed 
that 
repeating was briskly earned 


on by both sides, but it appears to have been 
done, with one or two exceptions, in a manner that 
defied detection. 


Although many residents of the Eighteenth ward 


anticipated a riot between the Mends of the Tam- 
many nominee, JohnNesblt, and tae anti-Tammany 
candidate, Florence Scaunel, nothing of a disorderly 
nature transpired, except a few street brawls be- 
tween the admirers ot tne opposing candidates, near 
the polling places, and the arrests of perhaps a score 
of repeaters. 
In some instances the latter suc- 
ceeded in depositing 
their 
ballots, 
but a 
majority of them were arrested before doing 
so and 
promptly 
lodged, m 
tho 
station 
house. The adherents of Florence Scannel were 
conspicuous throughout the ward during the day, 
and their wagers, ireely offerea on the success of 
their candidates, were as freely taken, up by his 
opponents. 
Towards evening the voting became 
niora rapid, with a preponderance in favor of Nes- 
&lt, which threw the Scannel men almost in hys- 
terics, and immediately there was a rush made by hia 
friends froa different quarters towards the vot- 
ing boxes. At tils time occurred tue climax, 
Barney Aaron leading the amy of reoeateis. ana as 
nis familiar countenance appeared a^ eaen'poilln 
place, both he and his followers were at oncesaot 
ted, and a large majority of them taken In charge 
by the detectives who were stationed at the boxe" 
Hot less than tea of Aaron's friends were capture 
while endeavoring to vole under various aliases. 
Judge McCunn Kept open court throughout th 
day and released the following alleged repeaters:— 
Wallace Honnion, James Gould, John W. Phillips A. 
F. W«Zner, William Pearsall and Hugh Dolaa. Tues 
men having given aa their residence an uptown no 
tel frequented bj a certain class of politicians, our 
reporter visited the place subsequently, and ascer 
tamed from the proprietor that tuey had neve 
stopped there.

Th« charter election for 1889 terminated with the 


close of the po'.b at tnreaty-uiuo minutes before flvo 
o'clock yesterday evening. As previously and re- 
peatedly announced by the HBBALB the contest, 
such as it was, lay not between tne candidates of 
opposing party organizations, but was almost en- 
tirely corumed in districts contested where the 
regular Tammany nominees were opposed by adhe- 
rents of the same party, but wno, deeming that 
their claims were unjustifiably overlooked, were 
determined to measure 
their strength with 


the "regulars.'' 
AS when "Greet meets Greek 


then comes the tug of war," so with more than 
even party zeal was the flgnt waged between the 
rival contestants of the same organization.

the last charter election, 1888, for the usual foil 
term of the office—two years. A quibble was, now- 
evet, raised that Major Hail was then elected for the 
nnexpired term only, of Governor Hoflman's term 
caused by nis elevation to Chlet Executive of the 
State. This question was get at rest by the opinion 
of a high municipal leeal practitioner, who on the 
>oint being submitted to him, emphatically declared 
or the constitntionaliry of the election for the full 
mayoral terra ol two years. This opinion was dis- 
sented from by some of the republican leaders, and 
under the Impression tnat Mayor Hall would 
abide by the decision 
thus given, and by 
the votes of the citizens as recorded on the election 
>f Mayor in 1868 prepared a ruse by which they 
hoped to get one of the party balloted for and 
elected, there being, as they figured it out, no oppo- 
nent m the field. The Mayor's tacBci—a seeming 
masterly inactivity—was what deceived them and 
ed them to showing their hands at the tost moment. 
At the opening of ihe polls yesterday morning the 
parties to the political rose were somewhat startled 
it seeing ballots at all the polling places "For 
Mayor, A. Oakey Hall." This was a most unex- 
lectea discovery and proved latal to the scheme 
>o quietly planned. Of course the Mayor's ballots 
were In great demand throughout the day, with a 
ommensurace supp'y, and for tie second time 
Hayor Hall has been elected to flu the one reonlar 
erm of tue office from January, 1869, to January, 
871* 
It is onlv proper here to state that the voting for 
dayor Hall was done against his knowledge, and 
would have been against his wishes had be been 
consulted on the matter. He relied upon the opin- 
on of Murray Hoffman, an eminent municipal jurist 
nd a republican, to the effect that there was no 
lection lor vacancy, only ior a lua term, ana that 
e held until January, 1871. But some of the Tam- 


many leaders originated, the self-Jelence balloting 
TSeiTISe Iney dnu'erstood that Mr. Gieeley for the re- 
ublicans ana Waterbury for ihe democratic Union 
arty, were likely, in a few districts, to advise a 
ote secretly for a mayor, so as to raise a leiral quea- 
lou and possibly oust the Tammany mayor.

IKCIDEBTS OF THE ELECTION. 


How the Men Fared Who Toted "Often"—A 


Woman Wanta to Tote for "Joe" Don-lino— 
"Hep eating." 
Contrary to general expectation, fostered by par- 


tisan acrimony ana encouraged by recent political 
arguments not recognized by tne code, the election, 
passed off In a remarkably quiet manner.

At the different polling places no un- 
nsnal excitement was observable, and In many 
wards the loungers who invariably gather around 
the doors of the polls wore an air of listless in- 
difference. Perhaps the most noticeable feature 
of repeating was that commenced in, the Ninth ward 
at an early hour in the day; but a number of police 
officers 
having

detailed to watctt the 


proceedings at 
each polling place 
promptly 


arrested the repeaters and effectually checked, 
the fraud. 
In 
the Sixteenth, ward it was 


claimed 
that 
repeating waa briskly earned 


on by both sides, but it appears to bave been 
done, with one or two exceptions, in a manner that 
defied detection. 


Although many residents of the Eighteenth ward 


anticipated a riot between the Mends of the Tam-

These ubiquitous "birds of passage," who at every 


election make their influence felt in every ward of 
the city, were not idle yesterday, in nearly every 
ward dozens of them floated about, awaiting their 
opportunity to put in a vote ro'r their favorite candi- 
dates, or at least those whose pocKetbooks were the 
longest. Tne Twentieth. Nineteenth, Twenty-flrst 
Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Ninth and Eighth wards were, 
especially noted for the number of repeaters, in a 
few instances they were detected in the attempt aud 
arrested. Not a few cases occurred m winch they 
voted upon tha names of respectable citizens, whose 
votes were refused when they applied for the privi- 
lege of exercising the franchise.

Tne- crime ol murder is always calculated to 


awaken reelings of horror and cause a shock to the 
moral sensibilities. But notwithstanding Its enor- 
inity and the severe penalty of the law It seems tliat 
Terrible tragedies. Involving the most shocking 
eccnes of blood, arc alarmingly on the incroase. 
The deals penalty is always unpleasant to conteui- 
Dlate, however deserving of punishment the culprit 
may be in a moral sense; bnt while the law remains 
on tne statute book It must be enforced when crimes 
of this Kind are committed. It is one of the great 
safeguards of society. 


TBe crlina for •which Jolin Fields yielded up bis 


life to-day, at Williamsport, was peculiarly atrocious 
in the manner of its commission, and lor coolness, 
brutality and absolute diabolism stands almost 
•without a parallel. 


HISTOKY OF FIELDS AND K!S VICTIM. 


John Fields ana George Matthews were brothers- 


in-law, he having married the sister of the latter. 
Bom were Englishmen by birth; Fields having beeti 
born in London oo the 29th of February, 1S21. Oil 
the 15th of November, 1S51, he was married to Eliza- 
beta Matthews by Kev, Samuel E. Day, in the city 
of Bristol. He emigrated to America in 1SS2 and 
alter residing in varions places finally settled in 
Lycemmg county, Pa., in. 1857 and engaged in farm- 
ing. He was a miner by occupation. 


Soon alter coming to this country he made a snow 


of religion, attached himself to the Metnodist Epis- 
copal Church tnd toot an. active part m Sunday 
Schools, bat fell from grace. He had seven chil- 
dren, four girls and three boys. 


He was a very passionate man, cruel and over- 


bearing and was looked npon as dangerous by his 
neighbors and shunned as much as possible. He 


. -was very inanstrlons, Jhowever, and worked hard to 
. acquire a little home for himself and family. - 


George Matthews had a farm within a m-Je and a 


Balf of where Fields lived. Neither of them were 
very successful as farmers, although they worked 
fiord. 


IRE ALTERCATION—THE MURDER. 


Fields and Matthews, early In tne spring of 1869, 


Moored a contract to supply the railroad company 
•with ties, for which they were to receive a. stipulated 
price- Fields did most of the naming and Matthews 
«oHected the pay. About the middle May Fields sent 
ils wife to collect his portion of the money from her 
-brether, who, it is alleged, sent word that he would 
.come over and settle. On the afternoon of the isth 
«f May, 1889, agreeably to promise, he came over to 
Fields' house. They met apparently in a friendly 
manner and commenced talking over their business, 
airs. Fields, who was present engaged in her honse- 
itold duties, aid not observe anything unusual in 
their conduct towards each other. After talking for 
come time Fields suddenly became terribly enraged, 
ami in tne twinkling of an eye seized a double- 
bitted axe and struck- Matthews a fearful blow on 
file Head before he was aware, almost, of any im- 
pending flanirer. The blow came with snch tre- 
mendous force that he was felled lite an oi. 


A TERKIBLE SCENE OP BLOOD. 


80 sudden and unexpected was toe fatal tragedy 


enacted that Mrs. Fields Was completely dnm- 
fonnded, and could scarcely realize for some nunutes 
what had been done. On seeing the prostrate form 
of her brother, and the Wood flowing copiously from 
a terrible wound to his head, Jier first Impulse was 
to rush out of the honse and call for Mr. Batesfflaii, 
b neighbor, who was at wort In an adjoining neld.

I'-EltOCrTY AND BRUTAL CON1HJCT OF THE liCIUtEKEB,. 
Noticing his singular conduct Air. Batesman re- 
marte3d to nun, "Oh, John, what did you do tliis 
lurj" Fields Eavageiy replied that he stiould shut 
up or he would serve him in the same manner. 


Paying no further attention to Fields Mr. Eatesman 
then lifted Matthews up and managed to carry him 
to Home lots, a shore distance rrom where he nad 
fallen, and laid mm down. He then called to Fields' 
children, who were planting potatoes near by, to 
come and assist him. On hearing this Fields came 
to the floor and said that IT they left their wort "be 
•would chop their bloody heads off." 
The inhuman monster neltner ran away nor offered 
to assist in caring for the bleeding and dying man, 
tout, acting the part of a hardened liend, peremp- 
torily ordered Mr. iiatesman, while engaged in his 
acts of mercy, "to take the 'bloody bugger out of 
Wat I" 
By this time Matthews had partially recovered his 
consciousness, aad seeming to fully comprehend his 
condition, looked up into Salesman's race and feebly 
exclaimed, "Oh, take me away out of this." His 
attendant then managed to carry him some twelve 
yards jnrther and laid him down. Matthews then 
Enid he would die, and pitifully exclaimed, "Oh, my 
poor wife and children r' Hearing this, Mrs. Fields, 
»n the agony 01 her sorrow, exclaimed, "Oh, is lie 
dead 1" ThlsprUIul exclamation attracted the atten- 
tion of Fields—who still remained in the house and 
•who was the canse or this terrible calamity—and he 
came to the door again and savagely called to his 
wile, who was mourning over her strtcsen brother, 
••Come in, yon blooay bagger, and tell me whai 
George Matthews said, or I'll chop your bloody head 
off I" 
It may be proper to add in this connection that 
sli these temble threats are embraced in the sworn 
testimony of Bacesman on the trial, aad are qnotc<l 
verbatim. 


MATTHEWS EESOTED TO HIS DOME. 
Undeterred by the ferocious threats and Inhuman 
conduct of Fields, Salesman did not for one moment 
Abandon the helpless man, bnt aided, as best he 
could,, in Dindrng up>the gaping wound in his 
head. This done, preparations were then made to 
remove mm to his tome, which was about one and 
n half miles distant. A wacon havinz Been secured, 
lie was carefully placed on it and taken home to die. 
They arrived abont eight o'clock in the evening, 
lira. Fields accompanied them but her husband re- 
mained behind.

WOUND. 


As they lived in a sparsely settled portion of the 
country, and no physician being within some twenty 
miles, It was seven o'clock the nest morning before 
l)r. Lyon arrived. When He came he found Matthews 
suffering from a wonno, as stated In his sworn testl- 
E 


iy, on the left side ot the head, about five and a 
inches in length, commencing at the frontal 
e, ronnUig back over the left parietal bone, and 
extending back to the occipital bone in the back of 
the head. On Introducing a probe the wound was 
found to be one and a half inches deep and cut 
through the dura mater and also the pla mater into 
the substance of the brain. The incision was four 
end a half Inches above the mastold prjcess of the 
temporal bone behind the ear. 


DEATH OP HATTHEWS—HIS UTTXG DECLARATIONS. 
When the physician examined this wound no was 
satisfied It would nrove fatal. Everything, however, 
that was possible was done for, him. He lingered 
tantil the aist of May, 18G9, when he died, having sur- 
vived the fearful stroke just two weeks. During this 
time his sufferings were intense. He was thirty-six 
years old at tfie tune of ills death anil left a wife and 
three children. 


When the^ unfortunate man was taken home he 


•was anle to converse at intervals, and informed Jus- 
tice Bocjlne that Fields struck him with the axe and 
then exclaimed, "Oh, my poor wife and children l" 
Mrs. Matthews in her evidence says that herhus- 
oand was only gone from home about one hour when i 
•Be was returned mortally wounded, and on seeing 
her he said that he should die, and Said, "The Lord 
Have mercy on my poor soul!" Rousing himself 
again he said to her, "Oh, Annie, if you had been 
mere he would nave tilled you, too. Jack butchered 


FIRST ATTEMPT TO AEKEST THE MURDKREK. 
The news of the .terrible crime spread rapidly 
through the country, an« preparations were at once 
made to arrest the murderer. Samuel Bodlne a 
f ^t1C6^^e P£a?,e> livmg at ttte <*»r°ad station of 
HI ^?^ verbally instructed Charles Gray, a eon- 
itaole, to arrest him at all hazards 


The next morning after the murder the constable 
accompanied by the Justice aad Dr. F Lyon re 
paired to Field's House. On their arrival thev- 'met 
him near the door. He scarcely noticed them ana 
immediately entered the house. The oracer closelv 
followed him, while line others remained outside m 
the road. On entering the officer f ouna him seated 
on a low stool, lootlne morose and savage lie 
approacaed, and, gently tapping him on the shoul- 
der, said, "You are my prisoner." Fiela suddenly 
rose up, grasping an are In his hand, and nercely 
exclaimed. "By ooa, I'm your man I" As he drew 
tan axe tne officer immediately sprang back, at tho 
earne time trying to ward off ttts blow aimed at mm 
ny ins powerful antagonist; but he was not quick 
enough, and the descending; axe struck film on the 
head, producing a frightful wound, two laches and 
» naif Jong, and exposing the brain for an inch and 
a half. AS he turned to rush out of the honse the 
oesperado struck mm again, this time OD Ihe slioul- 
acr, cuttiflBlato the bone. 


A BETEEELT WOUNDED OFFICER. 
ine flrat intimation the outside parties had of the 
•eoouci tragedy being enacted was a err for help

Jlosely Allowed by fields with the axe drawn In bl* 
JUUMJ, Observing uis p*at pern ijj« Doctor eripa to 


mm, "Why flon't yin Bnoot'himP' Hearlnz tdls. 
Fields rushel toward tlia Doctor with his axe drawn 
m a menacing manner. Seeing that mischief was 
intended, the Doctor was compelled to retreat, as 
he was unarmed. Melds pursued him rapidly, ap- 
parently determined to kill him it possible. At this 
critical Juncture the Justice, who was also unarmed, 
grasped a stone and threw it violently at I'ielus. 
Fortunately lor the Doctor, it struck his bloodthirsty 
pursuer and arrested his further progress just as ho 
was within six leet ol him and in the act of Jiurlmit 
the axe alter him. 
Officer Gray, though badly cut in tne head and 


shoulder and bleeding protusely, managed to get 
over a fence and reach another at the road, where 
he tell from exhaustion and loss of blood- His com- 
rades now came to his assistance, helped him over 
the fence and led him down tne road in the direction 
of meir carriage. 
On reaching it and before the 
l)oc!or could dress his wounds he was in a fainting 
condition again. 
Some time was consumed in dressing the wound 
and preparing to taKo him home. As they were 
passing down tlie road and but a short distance 
from the house they Heard gome one yelling at them. 
On looking in tne direction-of the noise they dis- 
covered Fields at work ploughing in a Held. He ap- 
peared defiant. Gray was taken home aad suffered 


• lor a lonsr time from the wound In the head. Al- 
tliougli able to go about and attend to business tho 
wound is not entirely healed yet. 


SBCOX!) ATTEMPT TO ARBEST BT3I—HE FI.IES. 
Before the close of tne day on winch Gray 


attempted to arrest him, and came so near losing 
his own life, a party of flve .or six men, heavily 
armed, were dispatched to secure him if possible. 
They searched the premises caretniiy, but tailed to 
find him, he having become alarmed in the mean- 
time and fled to the woods. They described the 
premises as presenting a sickeniiig appearance and 
resembling a ontcher shop more ttiau anything else 
on account of the blood which had been shed. 


Hot being able to secure the criminal they gathered 
up the double-bitted axe used m the • murderous 
assaults. It was covered wim clotted biood. and 
had a number of human hairs ad liering to it, afford- 
ing nositive evidence of the murderous work it dad 
performed in the hands of a desperate and powerful 
man. They also secured the hat worn by Matthews, 
which was lying where he first fell, and was satu- 
rated with his bload- It showed the fearful cut 
tuade by the sharp sieel of the axe as it went crash- 
ing through his skull into the brain. 


INHUMAN CONDUCT ANI> MOITliNFTJI. SORROW. 


Mrs. Fields, as might naturally be expected, was 
well nlgb overwhelmed by the dreadful tragedy that 
had occurred in her presence. Her brother stricken 
down Dy the hands of her own husband and weltering 
in his blood at the door of their humble home, her 
children almost distracted with terror and unable 
to clearly comprehend why such a terriole calamity 
had come npon them, was enough to not only over- 
whelm but appall the stoutest heart. To the wile, 
mother and sister it was indeed an agonizing scene, 
and herfeelings of grief on the occasion can bebet- 
ter imagined than described. 
She left the scene of blood and accompanied her 
brother to his home to aid all sae could In adminis- 
tering to his wants. Tliat night, it is alleged, her 
brutal husband forced two of his little girls, aged 
eight and ten years respectively, to travel throujth 
the woods at midnight to carry a message for her to 
come home. 


FIJGHT OP THE HURDEREB. 


After his murderous assault on the officer Fields 
began to reflect over w'hat he had done and to real- 
ize his true condition, ana, with that rear which 
always takes possession of the gnlity jnlnd, ho fled 
to the woods, a fugitive from justice. As he rushed 
into the gloomy forest and skulked in the dark 
ravines of that mountainous region what must have 
been his thoughts?—his Hands dripping with the 
blood of his fellow man, the officers of justice in pur- 
suit of him, his wife bending over the prostrate 
form of her dying brother, his children walling for 
their parents and wondering in the simplicity of 
their Innocence why such things had occurred. If 
Jie possessed one sicgle emotion of pity or one throb 
of true manly sentiment, his conscience must have 
upbraided him for the terrible crime he had com- 
mitteo. 


In the deep, solemn gloom of the night, with noth- 
ing around him but the whispering trees, as their 
branches were stirred bv the passing breeze, ana the 
Brim old rocks raising themselves use stern senti- 
nels to guard the weird spirits of the night, he must 
have felt the remorse of a guilty conscience and 
lully realized the magnitude of his dark and bloody 
crime. Or did he thmK himself alone in tttose dark re- 
cesses of the mouatam and shut out from the pene- 
trating glance of Him who rules the universe and 
controls the destinies of man? 


As Fields was a man of ungovernable passion, ana 
naturally brutal, it is not strange tliat he was cruel 
to 
dumb animals, 
and 
frequently 
vented 
his rage by beating and maiming them in 
a 
savage and barbarous manner 
when dis- 


pleased a^_ their actions, on one occasion it Is 
represented mat he beat an OS terribly, aad when, 
from the violenca of his blows. Ft sank down unable 
to move, he piled straw around its body aud set lire 
to the same, determined to make it move or be 
roasted alive. It was also stated that he did oil 
several occasions exercise hii strength amj gfa'tuy 
ius savage nature by twisting off the tffls or hi" 
oxen when they failed to move lo BuK him, and then 
beat them with the alSmembered portions ol tneir 
BBflieS. T3ncn Savage cruelty wouM seem almost 
Incredible were ic not authenticated by i expectable 
witnesses wtio nave beheld these exhibitions. A 
South Sea Is ^UQ savage could notbemoreclemonaic, 
and when \ve llnd a man In this age ot ctiliglueued 
and Christianizing influences capable of such cruelly 
to dumb animuls, it is not strange, perhaps, that he 
should commit the crime of mnriler. 


THE REWARD—-THE AHKE3T. 
When the news of the assault on the offlccr reached 
the county authorities, together with the fact that 
Fields had fled, it was deemed best to oaer a reward 
of S-OO for his apprehension- Parties at once made 
preparations to pursue him, as it was suspecfosl 
be was lurking m tne woods not lar from Towanda, 
Bradford county. 
Having wandered about in the woods a miserable, 
guilty fugitive— Harassed by fear ana piuched by 
hunger—lie made bis way bact towards ills obghted 
home. Late in tne evening of tue aoth of .May he 
suddenly appeared at the residence of Silas Stull, on 
Pleasant Stream, near Ralston, and inquired where 
he was, having become so bewildered that lie did uot 
know his whereabouts, although he was near his 
house. On beinir mlormed he pushed on rapidly, 
seemingly anxious to get home. 
Information was at once given that he had been 
seen, and parties were soon on the alert to arrest 
him. That night six men, all heavily armed, ap- 
peared betore tus boose and lay concealed till day 
light. Early in the morning they rapped at tne 
door, which was opened by one of his children, and 
on learning that he was Inside word was sent for 
him to come out or they would burn the building, 
He was informed tnat resistance was useless, as 
they were armed and determined to tate nun. 
In a lew minutes he made his appearance, and as 
he emerged from the door he bared bis breast and 
said, -Shoot; 1 ain't afraid of a regiment 1" He was 
informed that they did not Intend to hurt him, but 
ne must consider himself under arrest and go 
with them. On looking around he recognized one 
of his acanaiutauces, when he sang out, "Hello, 
Jack, which or you is going to hang uie?" 


He was again informed that lie must go with 
them, when he complained that his feet were sore 
and directed his little boy to hitch up the ox cart 
and haul htm to the railroad station. The cart was 
got in readiness. It was a two-wheeled affair, with- 
out any box, nothing but a few boards and straw to 
sit on. 
When everything was lu readiness, he 
mounted the cart and, surrounded by his captors, 
left his home for the last time, apnarently uncon- 
cerned abont his fate, a hardened, depraved and 
desperate man. Passing a neighbor's' honse he 
called out to him if he didn't think lie had a nice 
guard, and asked a lady u she -wouldn't come and 
take a ride with him in his carriage. 


On the way to the station be Iniormed his captors 
that he intended to kill Matthews and tnat he would 
have killed Constable Gray if he had not parried tue 
blow with his arm. He also informed them that he 
wanted to ail Dr. Lyon. 


In due season the station was reached—the train 
arrived—he was put aboard and carried to Williams- 
port, the county town, where ne was put in jail and 
securely locksd up for trial. 


COMMENCEMENT OP THE TB1AL. 


Fields remained a close prisoner in the jail until 
tne 20th of August, when the time lor bis trial 
arrived. When brought into court that uay bv the 
Sheriff he was coarsely dressed in check shirt, "darS 
pants, without vest or coat, and his feet were en- 
cased In carpet slippers without stockings. 


AS he had no couusel the Court directed two emi- 
nent lawyers to deleud him—Mr. W. H. Armstrong 
and General Robert Fiemmmg. Much tune was 
consumed in empanelling a jury. Whan tue trial 
commenced his distinguished counsel made a strong 
defence, putting In a plea that his ungovernable 
temper was the effect ot & sunstroko received a few 
years ago; but It soon became apoarent from the 
testimony thac he was guilty and deserved the 
severest punishment Known to the law. 


AN ATTEMPT TO COMMIT SDICIDE. 
The desperate and hardened prisoner soon be- 
came convinced that there was no hope for him, 
and the idea of laKlnir his own life and cheating the 
gallows now took possession of his mind. Soiae 
;ime during tue night of the 26th of August, 1S09, 
while alone in his cell, he sought to destroy him- 
self. Wrenching a small iron staple from the wall 
which served to uoifi the water pipe, he used it as 
an instrument to open a vein in his wrist. A lace- 
rated wound was made and the blood flowed freely, 
aad as his guilty life was slowly ebbing away he 
moved about the cell, bespattering the floor and 
walls with his btood. 
ADOUD break of day the 
aner Heard a peculiar noise in his cell, and 
ou going to investigate the cause found him 
lying in a 
pool or blood, apparently quite 
exhausted. The room presented a revolting and 
sickening appearance, and resembled a batcher shop 
more than a prison cell. The alarm was at once 
given and assistance Drocured. The wound in his 
wrist was bound up and restoratives administered. 
a« soon revived, and on the assemblioK 01 the court 
he was conducted there, though rithei- weak and 
emaciated from the loss of blood. 


Having failed to end His life by bleeding, he re- 
selvea to maKe an attempt to get away from ms 
attendants and rush into the river and drown him- 
self. On the aoth of Augus%- as he was being brought 
out of the court house to be taken to jail, about one 
o'clock, and just as he stepped on the pavement, he 
summoned all his strength and broke away from his 
attendants arid ran like a deer. The streets wero 
crowded with people and hundreds more were issu-

thrown down and secured. As he refused to walk, 
he was cairled to the jail, heavily iroiied, and locked 
up. 


During this exciting moment his wife and children 
were in the court house. 
Although they had no 
agency in his attempt to escape, the incident was a 
ine'aucholy ouo for tueui, as their cup of misery was 
full to overflowing. 


SECOND ATTEMPT TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 
Fields was still resolved upou taking his own life, 
and again set about devising a plan to accomplish 
it. Everything, it was supposed, had been carefully 
removed from his cell; out on looking about he 
discovered a towel. That mglit, the 30th of Ati"usl, 
18®, just alter his attempt to run away, he took tlw 
towel aud, wrapping it tightly about his neck, 
attempted to strangle himself- A gasping noise 011 
his part attracted the attention of the keeper, wbo 
ruslied into his cell and rescued him. Thus lor the 
third time he was disappointed. The dreaded scar- 
fola must be faced, uternily coula only be readied 
m a legitimate and legal way. 


ENl) OF TUB TRIM, 


Tho end of the triu! was reached August 31, 1S09. 


After listening to a careful aud elaborate charge 
from the Judite the jury retired, aud after, au ab- 
sence of about lour hours returned with a verdict of 
guilty of murder m the nrst degree. 


During the delivery of the verdict Ue listened with 
stoical indifference, scarcely moving a muscle of uis 
face. He was then removal to jail to await his sen- 
tence. 


On the 4th of September he was brought Before 
the Court to receive it. His Honor, Judge Gamble, 
asked him if he had anything to say. 
lie made a 
rambling speech, denying that he committed tne 
murder intentionally. The Judge then, in a very 
solemn and impressive manner, pronounced sentence 
of death upon him- During its delivery he seetueil 
to be visibly affected, and responded with a hearty 
"amen" to the invocation of tue Judge for mercy oa 
his soul. He then tooi leave of the Court, his couu- 
sel and a few friends, when he was remanded back 
to jail to await tnfe final day. 


Tbe death warrant, axing the time for the execu- 
tion on the "th ol December, 1889. was received from 
Governor Geary and read to him on the Oth of No- 
vember. Alter the reading he was Informed by tue 
Shenif that there was no nope of reprieve or pardon, 
and that he should set about preparing lor eternity. 
He received the news calmly and resignedly. As liis 
spiritual adviser he chose the Rev. Dr. jfaret, an 
Episcopalian clergyman, who devoted unremitting 
attention to him, visiting his cell almost every day. 
He scent his tune in religious devotions and pro- 
lessed to having made his peace with Go<! aud 
hoped for divine grace. 


TUB EXECUTION. 
John Fields was executed to-day. He spent al- 
most the entire night walking his cell and praying. 
Doctors 1'aret and Stecc, Episcopalian ministers, 
were with him and conducted the religious exercises 
up to flve minutes to twelve o'clock. When the 
Sheriff entered the cell and Informed him that he 
was ready ta execute the law Fields expressed his 
readiness to follow' him. He was cool, calm and 
collected. 
At one o'clocs the procession started for the scat- 
fold. At four minutes past one the scaffold was 
reached and ascended. The criminal was seated 
and the death warrant was read to mm by the Sher- 
iff. His spiritual advisers then resumed the exer- 
cises. He occasionally responded. When the word 
amen was pronounced the Sheriff touched the drop 
and Fields was ushered into eternity at eight imu- 
ntes past one. 


Fields never struggled or moved a muscle, his 
neck being broken by the fall. At twenty-two min- 
utes past two the body was cut down and placed in 
the coffin. His tongue protruded from the mouth 
and a little blood oozed therefrom. He never de- 
nied his guilt.

HE ATTEMPTS TO KOB A STOKE IN BDTUSR. 


About the Brst of November, 1865,1 went away 
from McCandiess' aud said I would try and get some 
place and learn a trade; when I left I went to But- 
ler; about the middle or the night I tried lor to get

There was church at the Baptist meetinghouse;, 
the meeting house is about a mile ircm Graham's 
house. When l went out of the house I weut to the 
barn and got the gun; weut down through Mr. 
Graham's meadow, then through Jacob Campbell's 
meadow, then on a road wnich goes up past 
McCandless' house. When i got on tne road I went 
uppastJoim Stolan's house, aud men past where 
Oliver Prior used to live, and then to George 
McCanaiess' house. 


THE FATAL SHOT. 
I heard some one coming down the road and I then 
got over the fence aud went below the road. Tne 
person was Isa&c Branuun. About this time I be- 
lieve I heard some one talking outside of the honse 
and saw a lieht. The persons who were talkms out- 
side of the" house soon went in. I then went 
down to the house and looked in a window. 
Before this awhne the moon arose and was shin- 
ing bright. When I looked 
m the 
wlndoiv 
they were 
easing supper- 1 saw Annie. She 
was sitting with the left side of her lace to the 
window. When Isaw'her sitting as she was I then 
thought I had as good a chance as I could get. That 
l could disfigure her as Iwlshed, 1 thenflred through 
the window, so as, 1 thought, to shoot her across the 
face. I then left. As I wasgoine awa'yl heard a 
noise like chairs being moved in a hurry, and like 
some one might have fallen to the floor. When I 
got down to Graham's 1 eot tne gun put away 
without them 
knowing it. That night, after 
I got to bed, 1 heard Mr. Grahnui talking 
to some one outside of ttia house.. Soon alter, 
and before I had got to sleep, I heard Mr. 
Graham coming np stairs. When he came up he 
told me that Annie McCandless was shot dead. I 
do not know hardly what 1 said, for 1 had an idea 
that 1 had missed her aKosreffler when I shot 
through the window. That night when I went away 
from McCandless' honse I went to Graham's through 
the woods. When I was going I was alraid that I 
might have more than disflgured her when I thought 
of the noise like some one falling to the floor, yet I 
could not think she was tilled a!t«r having it in 
tny mind so lone only to disSgure her- The next 
day (which was Sunday) I was arrested. On 
ihe isttt of April, 1868, my trial commenced, 
and the jury returned a verdict of guilty in 
the first degree.

Emma Zllla McCandlesg is a cousjn or ASHts; ffl tile 
winter of 1883 Bmtna Zilla K'ofmarried: one evening 
I heard she was to be mairiea next day; heard so 
by a person who came from there; I expected some 
one would take Annie over in a sleigh; the next 
morning of the day she was married I went away 
from Graham's as early as 1 could; went over night 
to George McCaudless' house, on a road which 
any one wonld have to take to go to where 
Emma 
Zilla McCandless' lather lived; when 
I got on ihe road nigh to George McCandless' 
I waited for to see If any one would come to Mc- 
Candless', lor I expected Annie might go over to 
where Emma Zilla's rather lived with some one. i 
intended If s<tfor to meet them on the road and stop 
them. I had a piatol with me, and 1 Intended for to 
make them go bactc. I had no idea who would take 
her over, but I thought some one might. I waited 
some time, but saw no one. Some time through 
the day I went to George McCandless', but they am 
uot know Emma Zilla was going to be married that 
day. Annie was in the house, so 1 had all my 
trouble lor nothing; yet 1 was glad enough things 
were so.

heard the death warrant from tlie Governor. We all 
must die some time, sooner or later. Lilc is uncer- 
tain and death is sure. May an foraive me who I 
have wronged, aud 1 would ask tne" prayers of all 
itood people, and may Goti forgive uie.

UIS LAST N1G11T AND MORNING ON EAKTU. 


The time flxed for the execution of Hockinberry 


was between ten and three o'clock to-day. It took 
place in the jafl yard, surrounded by high walls, 
aud 
looked gloomy aud delapidated enough. 


The convict had, apparently, few fears of death 
aud 
betrayed little anxiety as this his last 


day on earth approaced. He retired early Ia3t 
night after preparing a statement to be published 
after the execution. He slept soundly until about 
three o'cloct this morning, when he awoke and 
rose from lus bed aud paced up and down the 
cell, his hands behind his 
back, evidently deep 


in meditation and seeming for the first time 
impressed with a sense of the awful doom that 
awaited him. After some time spent in this way lie 
sat down and wrote several short letters to the rela- 
tions ol the jrirl he murdered. Arnonz them, one to 
Charles McCandlers, asKing uis forgivness. Hocken- 
berry then retired anil slept until awakened by Sheriff 
Thompson, who informed him tnat Itev. Charles 
Morau was waiting to be admitted. He arose, 
dressed himself with scrupulous care, and upon the 
entrance of the minister, received him affection- 
ately, remarking that he was well aware how near 
death was. 'Ihe two engaged In prayer for some 
time, the doomed mau appearing in excellent spirits 
and prepared to meet the dreadful late that awaited 
him. 


VISITS OP ACQUAINTANCES. 
Hociinbcrry ate breaklast sparingly. After taking 
it, several persons, among whom were Assistant 
District Attorney Kiddle and his counsel, with 
several 
friends, 
were 
allowed 
to 
converse 
a short time 
with him 
and bid a final 
adieu. The condemned man seemed considerably 
depressed alter their departure, ann persisted in 
reminding the minister that bis intention was not to 
murder the victim, bnt merely to disfigure her in 
such 
a manner as to render marriage with 
another 
impossible. He rallied again, how- 
ever, 
and 
expressed 
a wish 
to 
Sheriff 
Thompson to be executed at eleven o'clock 
ta the suspense caused a continual agony. The 
hour set anart by the Sheriff was three o'clock In 
the afternoon, allowing the convict the longest time 
jrranted him by him who signed the death warrant. 
The Sheriff hesitated, but upon being pressed, 
acceded to- tbe request ana commenced making 
preparations. 


THE KXECTJTION. 


Accordingly, at the hour named, the Sheriff an- 
nounced that everything was in readiness. Tne 
hands of Hockinberry were then bound 
and 
he • was 
conducted 
to the scaffold. 
A brief 
prayer was offered 
up after the 
rope was 
aillxed to his neck. He seemed for an instant to 
falter, but qmcicly recovered his composure. The 
signal was civen and the spirit of the murderer faced 
tliat of the murdered In the presence of God,

Nicholas BabcocE testified that he was a gauger; 
assisted m gauging the liquor there; it was rectified 
spirits; saw a case of brandy oa the premises with- 
out a stamp on it. 
Fraacis Finlay was next examined, and stated 
he worked as an engineer lor Kellogg for five 
months, worked for mm eight or nine years at the 
premises on avenue A; Kellogg kept a distillery 
there; saw water and spirits dumped in the cistern 
and saw spirits coaie out. 
Spencer Kirby, olerK in the assessor's office de- 
posed tnat he examined the books and found that 
tne still at No. 50 west street was r»ot registered. 
The case -was then reported to the collector. Tins 
closed the evidence for the government. 
• Michael Kane, on behalf of the defence, stated Ihat 
lie superintended the business for Kellogsat avenue 
A; knew the stock at the premises in West street; 
witness made tne wine; there was no fermentation; 
if there had been any fermentation it would have 
spoiled it; there never was any wine put into tne 
gull to his knowledge.

Tne- crime ol murder is always calculated to 


awaken reelings of horror and cause a shock to the 
moral sensibilities. But notwithstanding Its enor- 
inity and the severe penalty of the law It seems tliat 
Terrible tragedies. Involving the most shocking 
eccnes of blood, arc alarmingly on the incroase. 
The deals penalty is always unpleasant to conteui- 
Dlate, however deserving of punishment the culprit 
may be in a moral sense; bnt while the law remains 
on tne statute book It must be enforced when crimes 
of this Kind are committed. It is one of the great 
safeguards of society. 


TBe crlina for •which Jolin Fields yielded up bis 


life to-day, at Williamsport, was peculiarly atrocious 
in the manner of its commission, and lor coolness, 
brutality and absolute diabolism stands almost 
•without a parallel. 


HISTOKY OF FIELDS AND K!S VICTIM. 


John Fields ana George Matthews were brothers- 


in-law, he having married the sister of the latter. 
Bom were Englishmen by birth; Fields having beeti 
born in London oo the 29th of February, 1S21. Oil 
the 15th of November, 1S51, he was married to Eliza- 
beta Matthews by Kev, Samuel E. Day, in the city 
of Bristol. He emigrated to America in 1SS2 and 
alter residing in varions places finally settled in 
Lycemmg county, Pa., in. 1857 and engaged in farm- 
ing. He was a miner by occupation. 


Soon alter coming to this country he made a snow 


of religion, attached himself to the Metnodist Epis- 
copal Church tnd toot an. active part m Sunday 
Schools, bat fell from grace. He had seven chil- 
dren, four girls and three boys. 


He was a very passionate man, cruel and over- 


bearing and was looked npon as dangerous by his 
neighbors and shunned as much as possible. He 


. -was very inanstrlons, Jhowever, and worked hard to 
. acquire a little home for himself and family. - 


George Matthews had a farm within a m-Je and a 


Balf of where Fields lived. Neither of them were 
very successful as farmers, although they worked 
fiord. 


IRE ALTERCATION—THE MURDER. 


Fields and Matthews, early In tne spring of 1869, 


Moored a contract to supply the railroad company 
•with ties, for which they were to receive a. stipulated 
price- Fields did most of the naming and Matthews 
«oHected the pay. About the middle May Fields sent 
ils wife to collect his portion of the money from her 
-brether, who, it is alleged, sent word that he would 
.come over and settle. On the afternoon of the isth 
«f May, 1889, agreeably to promise, he came over to 
Fields' house. They met apparently in a friendly 
manner and commenced talking over their business, 
airs. Fields, who was present engaged in her honse- 
itold duties, aid not observe anything unusual in 
their conduct towards each other. After talking for 
come time Fields suddenly became terribly enraged, 
ami in tne twinkling of an eye seized a double- 
bitted axe and struck- Matthews a fearful blow on 
file Head before he was aware, almost, of any im- 
pending flanirer. The blow came with snch tre- 
mendous force that he was felled lite an oi. 


A TERKIBLE SCENE OP BLOOD. 


80 sudden and unexpected was toe fatal tragedy 


enacted that Mrs. Fields Was completely dnm- 
fonnded, and could scarcely realize for some nunutes 
what had been done. On seeing the prostrate form 
of her brother, and the Wood flowing copiously from 
a terrible wound to his head, Jier first Impulse was 
to rush out of the honse and call for Mr. Batesfflaii, 
b neighbor, who was at wort In an adjoining neld. 
Her exeianiation to him was, "For God's sake 
come out, for John has killed my brother!" ' On 
repairing to the house he found Matthews lying on 
liis race wim his hand up to his head, and bleeding 
"lirbfusely. 


Mr. Bailsman immediately set abont caring for the 
wounded man. who was insensible and auparently 
In a dying condition. Dunne tnia time Fields, with 
a coolness almost unparalleled tinder such trying 
circumstances, was quietly engaged in pfepariag 
potatoes lor planting, and evinced no sign ur wil- 
lingness to aid tho unfortunate victim ot lus rase. 
I'-EltOCrTY AND BRUTAL CON1HJCT OF THE liCIUtEKEB,. 
Noticing his singular conduct Air. Batesman re- 
marte3d to nun, "Oh, John, what did you do tliis 
lurj" Fields Eavageiy replied that he stiould shut 
up or he would serve him in the same manner. 


Paying no further attention to Fields Mr. Eatesman 
then lifted Matthews up and managed to carry him 
to Home lots, a shore distance rrom where he nad 
fallen, and laid mm down. He then called to Fields' 
children, who were planting potatoes near by, to 
come and assist him. On hearing this Fields came 
to the floor and said that IT they left their wort "be 
•would chop their bloody heads off." 
The inhuman monster neltner ran away nor offered 
to assist in caring for the bleeding and dying man, 
tout, acting the part of a hardened liend, peremp- 
torily ordered Mr. iiatesman, while engaged in his 
acts of mercy, "to take the 'bloody bugger out of 
Wat I" 
By this time Matthews had partially recovered his 
consciousness, aad seeming to fully comprehend his 
condition, looked up into Salesman's race and feebly 
exclaimed, "Oh, take me away out of this." His 
attendant then managed to carry him some twelve 
yards jnrther and laid him down. Matthews then 
Enid he would die, and pitifully exclaimed, "Oh, my 
poor wife and children r' Hearing this, Mrs. Fields, 
»n the agony 01 her sorrow, exclaimed, "Oh, is lie 
dead 1" ThlsprUIul exclamation attracted the atten- 
tion of Fields—who still remained in the house and 
•who was the canse or this terrible calamity—and he 
came to the door again and savagely called to his 
wile, who was mourning over her strtcsen brother, 
••Come in, yon blooay bagger, and tell me whai 
George Matthews said, or I'll chop your bloody head 
off I" 
It may be proper to add in this connection that 
sli these temble threats are embraced in the sworn 
testimony of Bacesman on the trial, aad are qnotc<l 
verbatim. 


MATTHEWS EESOTED TO HIS DOME. 
Undeterred by the ferocious threats and Inhuman 
conduct of Fields, Salesman did not for one moment 
Abandon the helpless man, bnt aided, as best he 
could,, in Dindrng up>the gaping wound in his 
head. This done, preparations were then made to 
remove mm to his tome, which was about one and 
n half miles distant. A wacon havinz Been secured, 
lie was carefully placed on it and taken home to die. 
They arrived abont eight o'clock in the evening, 
lira. Fields accompanied them but her husband re- 
mained behind.

As they lived in a sparsely settled portion of the 
country, and no physician being within some twenty 
miles, It was seven o'clock the nest morning before 
l)r. Lyon arrived. When He came he found Matthews 
suffering from a wonno, as stated In his sworn testl-

iy, on the left side ot the head, about five and a 
inches in length, commencing at the frontal 
e, ronnUig back over the left parietal bone, and 
extending back to the occipital bone in the back of 
the head. On Introducing a probe the wound was 
found to be one and a half inches deep and cut 
through the dura mater and also the pla mater into 
the substance of the brain. The incision was four 
end a half Inches above the mastold prjcess of the 
temporal bone behind the ear. 


DEATH OP HATTHEWS—HIS UTTXG DECLARATIONS. 
When the physician examined this wound no was 
satisfied It would nrove fatal. Everything, however, 
that was possible was done for, him. He lingered 
tantil the aist of May, 18G9, when he died, having sur- 
vived the fearful stroke just two weeks. During this 
time his sufferings were intense. He was thirty-six 
years old at tfie tune of ills death anil left a wife and 
three children. 


When the^ unfortunate man was taken home he 


•was anle to converse at intervals, and informed Jus- 
tice Bocjlne that Fields struck him with the axe and 
then exclaimed, "Oh, my poor wife and children l" 
Mrs. Matthews in her evidence says that herhus- 
oand was only gone from home about one hour when i 
•Be was returned mortally wounded, and on seeing 
her he said that he should die, and Said, "The Lord 
Have mercy on my poor soul!" Rousing himself 
again he said to her, "Oh, Annie, if you had been 
mere he would nave tilled you, too. Jack butchered 


FIRST ATTEMPT TO AEKEST THE MURDKREK. 
The news of the .terrible crime spread rapidly 
through the country, an« preparations were at once 
made to arrest the murderer. Samuel Bodlne a 
f ^t1C6^^e P£a?,e> livmg at ttte <*»r°ad station of 
HI ^?^ verbally instructed Charles Gray, a eon- 
itaole, to arrest him at all hazards 


The next morning after the murder the constable 
accompanied by the Justice aad Dr. F Lyon re 
paired to Field's House.

He scarcely noticed them ana 
immediately entered the house. The oracer closelv 
followed him, while line others remained outside m 
the road. On entering the officer f ouna him seated 
on a low stool, lootlne morose and savage lie 
approacaed, and, gently tapping him on the shoul- 
der, said, "You are my prisoner." Fiela suddenly 
rose up, grasping an are In his hand, and nercely 
exclaimed. "By ooa, I'm your man I" As he drew 
tan axe tne officer immediately sprang back, at tho 
earne time trying to ward off ttts blow aimed at mm 
ny ins powerful antagonist; but he was not quick 
enough, and the descending; axe struck film on the 
head, producing a frightful wound, two laches and 
» naif Jong, and exposing the brain for an inch and 
a half. AS he turned to rush out of the honse the 
oesperado struck mm again, this time OD Ihe slioul- 
acr, cuttiflBlato the bone.

Fields rushel toward tlia Doctor with his axe drawn 
m a menacing manner. Seeing that mischief was 
intended, the Doctor was compelled to retreat, as 
he was unarmed. Melds pursued him rapidly, ap- 
parently determined to kill him it possible. At this 
critical Juncture the Justice, who was also unarmed, 
grasped a stone and threw it violently at I'ielus. 
Fortunately lor the Doctor, it struck his bloodthirsty 
pursuer and arrested his further progress just as ho 
was within six leet ol him and in the act of Jiurlmit 
the axe alter him. 
Officer Gray, though badly cut in tne head and 


shoulder and bleeding protusely, managed to get 
over a fence and reach another at the road, where 
he tell from exhaustion and loss of blood- His com- 
rades now came to his assistance, helped him over 
the fence and led him down tne road in the direction 
of meir carriage. 
On reaching it and before the 
l)oc!or could dress his wounds he was in a fainting 
condition again. 
Some time was consumed in dressing the wound 
and preparing to taKo him home. As they were 
passing down tlie road and but a short distance 
from the house they Heard gome one yelling at them. 
On looking in tne direction-of the noise they dis- 
covered Fields at work ploughing in a Held. He ap- 
peared defiant. Gray was taken home aad suffered 


• lor a lonsr time from the wound In the head. Al- 
tliougli able to go about and attend to business tho 
wound is not entirely healed yet. 


SBCOX!) ATTEMPT TO ARBEST BT3I—HE FI.IES. 
Before the close of tne day on winch Gray 


attempted to arrest him, and came so near losing 
his own life, a party of flve .or six men, heavily 
armed, were dispatched to secure him if possible. 
They searched the premises caretniiy, but tailed to 
find him, he having become alarmed in the mean- 
time and fled to the woods. They described the 
premises as presenting a sickeniiig appearance and 
resembling a ontcher shop more ttiau anything else 
on account of the blood which had been shed. 


Hot being able to secure the criminal they gathered 
up the double-bitted axe used m the • murderous 
assaults. It was covered wim clotted biood. and 
had a number of human hairs ad liering to it, afford- 
ing nositive evidence of the murderous work it dad 
performed in the hands of a desperate and powerful 
man. They also secured the hat worn by Matthews, 
which was lying where he first fell, and was satu- 
rated with his bload- It showed the fearful cut 
tuade by the sharp sieel of the axe as it went crash- 
ing through his skull into the brain. 


INHUMAN CONDUCT ANI> MOITliNFTJI. SORROW. 


Mrs. Fields, as might naturally be expected, was 
well nlgb overwhelmed by the dreadful tragedy that 
had occurred in her presence. Her brother stricken 
down Dy the hands of her own husband and weltering 
in his blood at the door of their humble home, her 
children almost distracted with terror and unable 
to clearly comprehend why such a terriole calamity 
had come npon them, was enough to not only over- 
whelm but appall the stoutest heart. To the wile, 
mother and sister it was indeed an agonizing scene, 
and herfeelings of grief on the occasion can bebet- 
ter imagined than described. 
She left the scene of blood and accompanied her 
brother to his home to aid all sae could In adminis- 
tering to his wants. Tliat night, it is alleged, her 
brutal husband forced two of his little girls, aged 
eight and ten years respectively, to travel throujth 
the woods at midnight to carry a message for her to 
come home. 


FIJGHT OP THE HURDEREB. 


After his murderous assault on the officer Fields 
began to reflect over w'hat he had done and to real- 
ize his true condition, ana, with that rear which 
always takes possession of the gnlity jnlnd, ho fled 
to the woods, a fugitive from justice. As he rushed 
into the gloomy forest and skulked in the dark 
ravines of that mountainous region what must have 
been his thoughts?—his Hands dripping with the 
blood of his fellow man, the officers of justice in pur- 
suit of him, his wife bending over the prostrate 
form of her dying brother, his children walling for 
their parents and wondering in the simplicity of 
their Innocence why such things had occurred. If 
Jie possessed one sicgle emotion of pity or one throb 
of true manly sentiment, his conscience must have 
upbraided him for the terrible crime he had com- 
mitteo. 


In the deep, solemn gloom of the night, with noth- 
ing around him but the whispering trees, as their 
branches were stirred bv the passing breeze, ana the 
Brim old rocks raising themselves use stern senti- 
nels to guard the weird spirits of the night, he must 
have felt the remorse of a guilty conscience and 
lully realized the magnitude of his dark and bloody 
crime. Or did he thmK himself alone in tttose dark re- 
cesses of the mouatam and shut out from the pene- 
trating glance of Him who rules the universe and 
controls the destinies of man? 


As Fields was a man of ungovernable passion, ana 
naturally brutal, it is not strange tliat he was cruel 
to 
dumb animals, 
and 
frequently 
vented 
his rage by beating and maiming them in 
a 
savage and barbarous manner 
when dis- 


pleased a^_ their actions, on one occasion it Is 
represented mat he beat an OS terribly, aad when, 
from the violenca of his blows. Ft sank down unable 
to move, he piled straw around its body aud set lire 
to the same, determined to make it move or be 
roasted alive. It was also stated that he did oil 
several occasions exercise hii strength amj gfa'tuy 
ius savage nature by twisting off the tffls or hi" 
oxen when they failed to move lo BuK him, and then 
beat them with the alSmembered portions ol tneir 
BBflieS. T3ncn Savage cruelty wouM seem almost 
Incredible were ic not authenticated by i expectable 
witnesses wtio nave beheld these exhibitions. A 
South Sea Is ^UQ savage could notbemoreclemonaic, 
and when \ve llnd a man In this age ot ctiliglueued 
and Christianizing influences capable of such cruelly 
to dumb animuls, it is not strange, perhaps, that he 
should commit the crime of mnriler. 


THE REWARD—-THE AHKE3T. 
When the news of the assault on the offlccr reached 
the county authorities, together with the fact that 
Fields had fled, it was deemed best to oaer a reward 
of S-OO for his apprehension- Parties at once made 
preparations to pursue him, as it was suspecfosl 
be was lurking m tne woods not lar from Towanda, 
Bradford county. 
Having wandered about in the woods a miserable, 
guilty fugitive— Harassed by fear ana piuched by 
hunger—lie made bis way bact towards ills obghted 
home. Late in tne evening of tue aoth of .May he 
suddenly appeared at the residence of Silas Stull, on 
Pleasant Stream, near Ralston, and inquired where 
he was, having become so bewildered that lie did uot 
know his whereabouts, although he was near his 
house. On beinir mlormed he pushed on rapidly, 
seemingly anxious to get home. 
Information was at once given that he had been 
seen, and parties were soon on the alert to arrest 
him. That night six men, all heavily armed, ap- 
peared betore tus boose and lay concealed till day 
light. Early in the morning they rapped at tne 
door, which was opened by one of his children, and 
on learning that he was Inside word was sent for 
him to come out or they would burn the building, 
He was informed tnat resistance was useless, as 
they were armed and determined to tate nun. 
In a lew minutes he made his appearance, and as 
he emerged from the door he bared bis breast and 
said, -Shoot; 1 ain't afraid of a regiment 1" He was 
informed that they did not Intend to hurt him, but 
ne must consider himself under arrest and go 
with them. On looking around he recognized one 
of his acanaiutauces, when he sang out, "Hello, 
Jack, which or you is going to hang uie?" 


He was again informed that lie must go with 
them, when he complained that his feet were sore 
and directed his little boy to hitch up the ox cart 
and haul htm to the railroad station. The cart was 
got in readiness. It was a two-wheeled affair, with- 
out any box, nothing but a few boards and straw to 
sit on. 
When everything was lu readiness, he 
mounted the cart and, surrounded by his captors, 
left his home for the last time, apnarently uncon- 
cerned abont his fate, a hardened, depraved and 
desperate man. Passing a neighbor's' honse he 
called out to him if he didn't think lie had a nice 
guard, and asked a lady u she -wouldn't come and 
take a ride with him in his carriage. 


On the way to the station be Iniormed his captors 
that he intended to kill Matthews and tnat he would 
have killed Constable Gray if he had not parried tue 
blow with his arm. He also informed them that he 
wanted to ail Dr. Lyon. 


In due season the station was reached—the train 
arrived—he was put aboard and carried to Williams- 
port, the county town, where ne was put in jail and 
securely locksd up for trial. 


COMMENCEMENT OP THE TB1AL. 


Fields remained a close prisoner in the jail until 
tne 20th of August, when the time lor bis trial 
arrived. When brought into court that uay bv the 
Sheriff he was coarsely dressed in check shirt, "darS 
pants, without vest or coat, and his feet were en- 
cased In carpet slippers without stockings. 


AS he had no couusel the Court directed two emi- 
nent lawyers to deleud him—Mr. W. H. Armstrong 
and General Robert Fiemmmg. Much tune was 
consumed in empanelling a jury. Whan tue trial 
commenced his distinguished counsel made a strong 
defence, putting In a plea that his ungovernable 
temper was the effect ot & sunstroko received a few 
years ago; but It soon became apoarent from the 
testimony thac he was guilty and deserved the 
severest punishment Known to the law. 


AN ATTEMPT TO COMMIT SDICIDE. 
The desperate and hardened prisoner soon be- 
came convinced that there was no hope for him, 
and the idea of laKlnir his own life and cheating the 
gallows now took possession of his mind. Soiae 
;ime during tue night of the 26th of August, 1S09, 
while alone in his cell, he sought to destroy him- 
self. Wrenching a small iron staple from the wall 
which served to uoifi the water pipe, he used it as 
an instrument to open a vein in his wrist. A lace- 
rated wound was made and the blood flowed freely, 
aad as his guilty life was slowly ebbing away he 
moved about the cell, bespattering the floor and 
walls with his btood. 
ADOUD break of day the 
aner Heard a peculiar noise in his cell, and 
ou going to investigate the cause found him 
lying in a 
pool or blood, apparently quite 
exhausted. The room presented a revolting and 
sickening appearance, and resembled a batcher shop 
more than a prison cell. The alarm was at once 
given and assistance Drocured. The wound in his 
wrist was bound up and restoratives administered. 
a« soon revived, and on the assemblioK 01 the court 
he was conducted there, though rithei- weak and 
emaciated from the loss of blood. 


Having failed to end His life by bleeding, he re- 
selvea to maKe an attempt to get away from ms 
attendants and rush into the river and drown him- 
self. On the aoth of Augus%- as he was being brought 
out of the court house to be taken to jail, about one 
o'clock, and just as he stepped on the pavement, he 
summoned all his strength and broke away from his 
attendants arid ran like a deer. The streets wero 
crowded with people and hundreds more were issu-

the opposite side of tho street, when he was caneht, 
llu struggled desperately, but was ovei powered, 
thrown down and secured. As he refused to walk, 
he was cairled to the jail, heavily iroiied, and locked 
up. 


During this exciting moment his wife and children 
were in the court house. 
Although they had no 
agency in his attempt to escape, the incident was a 
ine'aucholy ouo for tueui, as their cup of misery was 
full to overflowing. 


SECOND ATTEMPT TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 
Fields was still resolved upou taking his own life, 
and again set about devising a plan to accomplish 
it. Everything, it was supposed, had been carefully 
removed from his cell; out on looking about he 
discovered a towel. That mglit, the 30th of Ati"usl, 
18®, just alter his attempt to run away, he took tlw 
towel aud, wrapping it tightly about his neck, 
attempted to strangle himself- A gasping noise 011 
his part attracted the attention of the keeper, wbo 
ruslied into his cell and rescued him. Thus lor the 
third time he was disappointed. The dreaded scar- 
fola must be faced, uternily coula only be readied 
m a legitimate and legal way. 


ENl) OF TUB TRIM, 


Tho end of the triu! was reached August 31, 1S09. 


After listening to a careful aud elaborate charge 
from the Judite the jury retired, aud after, au ab- 
sence of about lour hours returned with a verdict of 
guilty of murder m the nrst degree. 


During the delivery of the verdict Ue listened with 
stoical indifference, scarcely moving a muscle of uis 
face. He was then removal to jail to await his sen- 
tence. 


On the 4th of September he was brought Before 
the Court to receive it. His Honor, Judge Gamble, 
asked him if he had anything to say. 
lie made a 
rambling speech, denying that he committed tne 
murder intentionally. The Judge then, in a very 
solemn and impressive manner, pronounced sentence 
of death upon him- During its delivery he seetueil 
to be visibly affected, and responded with a hearty 
"amen" to the invocation of tue Judge for mercy oa 
his soul. He then tooi leave of the Court, his couu- 
sel and a few friends, when he was remanded back 
to jail to await tnfe final day. 


Tbe death warrant, axing the time for the execu- 
tion on the "th ol December, 1889. was received from 
Governor Geary and read to him on the Oth of No- 
vember. Alter the reading he was Informed by tue 
Shenif that there was no nope of reprieve or pardon, 
and that he should set about preparing lor eternity. 
He received the news calmly and resignedly. As liis 
spiritual adviser he chose the Rev. Dr. jfaret, an 
Episcopalian clergyman, who devoted unremitting 
attention to him, visiting his cell almost every day. 
He scent his tune in religious devotions and pro- 
lessed to having made his peace with Go<! aud 
hoped for divine grace. 


TUB EXECUTION. 
John Fields was executed to-day. He spent al- 
most the entire night walking his cell and praying. 
Doctors 1'aret and Stecc, Episcopalian ministers, 
were with him and conducted the religious exercises 
up to flve minutes to twelve o'clock. When the 
Sheriff entered the cell and Informed him that he 
was ready ta execute the law Fields expressed his 
readiness to follow' him. He was cool, calm and 
collected. 
At one o'clocs the procession started for the scat- 
fold. At four minutes past one the scaffold was 
reached and ascended. The criminal was seated 
and the death warrant was read to mm by the Sher- 
iff. His spiritual advisers then resumed the exer- 
cises. He occasionally responded. When the word 
amen was pronounced the Sheriff touched the drop 
and Fields was ushered into eternity at eight imu- 
ntes past one. 


Fields never struggled or moved a muscle, his 
neck being broken by the fall. At twenty-two min- 
utes past two the body was cut down and placed in 
the coffin. His tongue protruded from the mouth 
and a little blood oozed therefrom. He never de- 
nied his guilt.

He has made no special confession, but at all times has fully 
acknowledged the tilling of Matthews, pleading only that it 
was done in tho sudden rage of a f urlous an^er and without 
deliberate intention. He has seemed fullr to realize the 
greatness of his crime In the sight of God; has given himself 
since his trial almost entirely to prayer and prayerful 
thoughts, and has seemed to be deeply and earnestly peni- 
tent, but withal very quietly and humbly, so his own request 
limits me to this brief statement.

CONFESSION OF HOCKtNBr.ttB.-ST. 
On the 31st of last March t was tn «nty-one years 


OKI; my lather and mother are dead; my mother 
died when 1 was quite young and my father has been 
dead for over eight years; when I was thirteen years 
old I went to live with George McCandless, who is 
married to a hair sister of my mother; 1 lived with 
hiia-about live years and afterwards went to work 
for Daniel Graham and worked for him about two 
years and a half. Some time ago 1 wrote down on 
paper the chief circumstances of my lire and the re- 
sult they brought about, and <ras printed in tne 
papers. There are a few otuer circumstances whloh 
1 shall now speaS abont, for I wish all to be Known, 
and I shall speaK about them shortly, but before 1 
speak about tuem 1 will state when 1 went to worlc 
for Mr. Graham.

Thai thought and wisli lias caused a creut 
deal ol trouble in different ways, of which 1 am 
sorry for. What put the thought in my head 1 
canaotpositively.say, but as I thmt atrout the past 
it is now my belief that.before I left McCanilless's J 
reaa in a HOOK called the "History of the World" 
about a woman or girl who some persons for some 
design disfigured her face. 
When I got this- 
thought 1 had no wish for to marry Annie, 
nor tuere were no persons paying any attentions 
to her. The motive is indistinct aud confused 
in niy mind, bnt it is my Delief that i thought. 
if sne was disfigured she would not get married . 
at any time. From the time I got this thongnt it 
was In my mind nearly all the time, and at last be- 
came my intention that f would never see her mar- 
ried to another person, and 1 think I told her so, or 
at least she understood so; but I never asKed her to 
marry me, nor made any proposals to her, anything 
more than she one time said "she never would 
marry any one." If I could only have been certain 
of that it would have saved a great deal of trouble. 
As it was my wish for to disfigure her it caused a 
great deal of trouble by the circumstances which It 
caused. These circumstances I some time ago care- 
fully wrote down on paper and was printed, which 
I need not speak about now in particular. 


HE ATTEMPTS TO KOB A STOKE IN BDTUSR. 


About the Brst of November, 1865,1 went away 
from McCandiess' aud said I would try and get some 
place and learn a trade; when I left I went to But- 
ler; about the middle or the night I tried lor to get 
into Mr. Dufloy's store; Iivent to the front door and 
tried for to get out a panel but did not succeed; then 
I went to a door that wentmto the cellar; it was not 
very strong and I got It open and went to a pair of 
stairs and went up to a door which went into the 
storeroom; 
tne 
door 
was 
fastened with a 
bolt. 1 had nothing with me but a pocKetknlfe, can- 
dle and some matches. I lit the candle, and witnthe 
Knife cat by the bolt and burned It some with the 
candle till it came open. I then went In the store- 
room. I was not in very long till some one came to 
the front door, and, 1 thought, unlocked tne door. 
I then thought some one knew there was some one 
in the store. I then went out the way I got in, and 
thence to the main street. When I got on the mam 
street the person at the door told me to stop. I did 
not. He then ran after me, and 1 ran down the 
street and went to get over a gate, but as I ran and 
got on the gate it fell down ana I lell over. The man, 
whoever he was, did not follow any further.

I then went on towards Fransim. I intended to 
get into work there. Got there the nest evening, 
Dutldld not get any work there.

As I was going 
towards Butler there was a person who wished 
me to work for him that winter. Went to work 
for him, staying about a month. Then went back 
to Georee McCandless' and staid with him through 
the winter.

So In all I 
scald with Mr. McCanaiess five yeaw. Tee most 
particular circumstances which occurred, anil the 
result they caused, I at another time slated and. WTiS 
made Known, aad need not now syeik about, which 
occurred when I was at Graham's; out, as I before 
stated, there were a few other circumstances which 
I would speak abont, but which are of another na- 
ture, which I will now state. They are' such 
as these. 
AS Mr. Graham's honse is on the 
Franklin road, which goes to fittsburg, there 
was peddlers who went once a week to I'ittsburs 
with a wagon; some of them wonld be going home 
about the iasS" of the'week; the last summer 1 was 
with Mr. Graham I thonght I wonld watch and some 
time when some of we peddlers would be going 
home I would stop them on tho road with a pistol 
for to make them 'give me what money they 
had; I wonld have a cloth over my face with a 
hole for to see through and be by the roadside 
•when they wonld come np; I watched gome two 
or three times for some of them when they would 
be solnu home, but they went along generally 
too late after dark; there was one who I was watch- 
ing for; he went along in the forenoon; I was by the 
roadside watching lor him, but as he came np I was 
afraid to stop him then; I was by the roadside be- 
hind a tree when he went past; I believo he saw me, 
for he kept looking back, and I believe he afterwards 
eala he saw some one.

The next 
night, the 3d of October, I weut away iu 
the evening, ana said I was going to church. 
There was church at the Baptist meetinghouse;, 
the meeting house is about a mile ircm Graham's 
house. When l went out of the house I weut to the 
barn and got the gun; weut down through Mr. 
Graham's meadow, then through Jacob Campbell's 
meadow, then on a road wnich goes up past 
McCandless' house. When i got on tne road I went 
uppastJoim Stolan's house, aud men past where 
Oliver Prior used to live, and then to George 
McCanaiess' house. 


THE FATAL SHOT. 
I heard some one coming down the road and I then 
got over the fence aud went below the road. Tne 
person was Isa&c Branuun. About this time I be- 
lieve I heard some one talking outside of the honse 
and saw a lieht. The persons who were talkms out- 
side of the" house soon went in. I then went 
down to the house and looked in a window. 
Before this awhne the moon arose and was shin- 
ing bright. When I looked

they were 
easing supper- 1 saw Annie. She 
was sitting with the left side of her lace to the 
window. When Isaw'her sitting as she was I then 
thought I had as good a chance as I could get. That 
l could disfigure her as Iwlshed, 1 thenflred through 
the window, so as, 1 thought, to shoot her across the 
face.

I got to bed, 1 heard Mr. Grahnui talking 
to some one outside of ttia house.. Soon alter, 
and before I had got to sleep, I heard Mr. 
Graham coming np stairs. When he came up he 
told me that Annie McCandless was shot dead. I 
do not know hardly what 1 said, for 1 had an idea 
that 1 had missed her aKosreffler when I shot 
through the window. That night when I went away 
from McCandless' honse I went to Graham's through 
the woods. When I was going I was alraid that I 
might have more than disflgured her when I thought 
of the noise like some one falling to the floor, yet I 
could not think she was tilled a!t«r having it in 
tny mind so lone only to disSgure her- The next 
day (which was Sunday) I was arrested. On 
ihe isttt of April, 1868, my trial commenced, 
and the jury returned a verdict of guilty in 
the first degree. There is another circumstance 
which I wul relate, for I wish all to be Known:— 
Emma Zllla McCandlesg is a cousjn or ASHts; ffl tile 
winter of 1883 Bmtna Zilla K'ofmarried: one evening 
I heard she was to be mairiea next day; heard so 
by a person who came from there; I expected some 
one would take Annie over in a sleigh; the next 
morning of the day she was married I went away 
from Graham's as early as 1 could; went over night 
to George McCaudless' house, on a road which 
any one wonld have to take to go to where 
Emma 
Zilla McCandless' lather lived; when 
I got on ihe road nigh to George McCandless' 
I waited for to see If any one would come to Mc- 
Candless', lor I expected Annie might go over to 
where Emma Zilla's rather lived with some one. i 
intended If s<tfor to meet them on the road and stop 
them. I had a piatol with me, and 1 Intended for to 
make them go bactc. I had no idea who would take 
her over, but I thought some one might. I waited 
some time, but saw no one. Some time through 
the day I went to George McCandless', but they am 
uot know Emma Zilla was going to be married that 
day.

UIS LAST N1G11T AND MORNING ON EAKTU. 


The time flxed for the execution of Hockinberry 


was between ten and three o'clock to-day. It took 
place in the jafl yard, surrounded by high walls, 
aud 
looked gloomy aud delapidated enough. 


The convict had, apparently, few fears of death 
aud 
betrayed little anxiety as this his last 


day on earth approaced. He retired early Ia3t 
night after preparing a statement to be published 
after the execution. He slept soundly until about 
three o'cloct this morning, when he awoke and 
rose from lus bed aud paced up and down the 
cell, his hands behind his 
back, evidently deep 


in meditation and seeming for the first time 
impressed with a sense of the awful doom that 
awaited him. After some time spent in this way lie 
sat down and wrote several short letters to the rela- 
tions ol the jrirl he murdered. Arnonz them, one to 
Charles McCandlers, asKing uis forgivness. Hocken- 
berry then retired anil slept until awakened by Sheriff 
Thompson, who informed him tnat Itev. Charles 
Morau was waiting to be admitted. He arose, 
dressed himself with scrupulous care, and upon the 
entrance of the minister, received him affection- 
ately, remarking that he was well aware how near 
death was. 'Ihe two engaged In prayer for some 
time, the doomed mau appearing in excellent spirits 
and prepared to meet the dreadful late that awaited 
him. 


VISITS OP ACQUAINTANCES. 
Hociinbcrry ate breaklast sparingly. After taking 
it, several persons, among whom were Assistant 
District Attorney Kiddle and his counsel, with 
several 
friends, 
were 
allowed 
to 
converse 
a short time 
with him 
and bid a final 
adieu. The condemned man seemed considerably 
depressed alter their departure, ann persisted in 
reminding the minister that bis intention was not to 
murder the victim, bnt merely to disfigure her in 
such 
a manner as to render marriage with 
another 
impossible. He rallied again, how- 
ever, 
and 
expressed 
a wish 
to 
Sheriff 
Thompson to be executed at eleven o'clock 
ta the suspense caused a continual agony. The 
hour set anart by the Sheriff was three o'clock In 
the afternoon, allowing the convict the longest time 
jrranted him by him who signed the death warrant. 
The Sheriff hesitated, but upon being pressed, 
acceded to- tbe request ana commenced making 
preparations.

Fraacis Finlay was next examined, and stated 
he worked as an engineer lor Kellogg for five 
months, worked for mm eight or nine years at the 
premises on avenue A; Kellogg kept a distillery 
there; saw water and spirits dumped in the cistern 
and saw spirits coaie out. 
Spencer Kirby, olerK in the assessor's office de- 
posed tnat he examined the books and found that 
tne still at No. 50 west street was r»ot registered. 
The case -was then reported to the collector. Tins 
closed the evidence for the government. 
• Michael Kane, on behalf of the defence, stated Ihat 
lie superintended the business for Kellogsat avenue 
A; knew the stock at the premises in West street;

.Discovery 
of Massachusetts Bay— A 


•Paper by Kev. B. F. »e Costa. 


A stated meeting of the New York Historical 


Society was held last evening at the Library, corner 
of Eleventh, street and Second avenue, the principal 
attraction being the reading of a paper by tne Her. 
Mr. De Costa on "Ihe Discovery of Massachusetts 
Bay." The audience, taonjh somewhat limited in 
numbers, was highly intellectual. 


On being introduced by the President of the 


society, Mr. DE COSTA proceeded to remarlc that It 
seemed to most ag if tne subject nad already been 
sufficiently discussed. AS regarded the early nls- 
tory or Massachusetts, everything that conld bo 
gleaned was carefully garnered up. That ttiere 
should havo been any omission seemed impossible. 
Last year that society oad published a volume on 
Massachusetts, and yet tnis subject was not touched 
on. The early voyages along the New iinglaud coast 
were not in the slightest way alluded to. The Nortfi- 
men of the eleventh century must have been th.e 
original discoverers o£ Massachusetts Bar IT tne 
Icelandic records were correct. Tnat the Northmen 
were familiar with, this bay appears from the map 
of Stephanlus, drawn up iu 1570. Dr. Cole, wnne 
admitting tho value of tnls map, felt quite troubled 
about the largeness of me scale on which the bay 
was represented on the map. Any one who would 
loos at tnat map of Stephanies, and in fact all of the 
mapa of the sixteenth century, would see at once 
that tne Buropeans had nothing whatever to clo with. 
the discovery or Massachusetts Bay. The author of 
that map, when it was compared with the French 
and Spanish maps of tne seventeenth century, would 
be found to have had a very distinct idea of tue New 
England coast, 
[The speaker here proceeded to 
illustrate his subject in a large map.] At what time 
Cape Cod appeared in the charcology of the world 
could not now be determined. This old Icelandic 
map was tne only one before 16M whicli gave anv 
Intelligence of Cape Cod. In 1602 tne discovery by 
Gosno of Massachusetts Bay was Siid to have been 
made. Tfio person to whom we were indebted for 
that voyage was one John Alphonse, a French pilot. 
Tnat Alpnonse also discovered Cape Cod ana Cane 
Ann is beyond doubt, for he was a scientitic man 
and one in wnom the most implicit reliance could 
be Dlaced. 
It seemed clear, then, taat 3ohn 


sixty joara. 
Hero tins matter had been lying slumbering for 
wore than two hundred years. Uackett's version of 
the dUcovery, as compared with that of Alntonse 
could not be trusted at all. Alphonsa mentioned 
It In tho most modest manner possible. His "eneral 
account of that region was written 1K2. We learned 
that tho expedition, left Kochelle April 11, 1542. The 
village ofSt.Oane in tho canton of Cognac in France, 
had the honor of Alphonso's blrtn. although tne 
Portuguese historical students had tried to claim him 
as their countryman'. At ono time ho was thrown 
into prison by the French monarch because he had 
dared to cany his head as high and exhibit as much 
freedom as he aid. Had Aipnonsc lived in our aay 
he would havo been an ardent supporter of the peo- 
ple against the crown, lie had liven in advance of 
his day In that respect, and it was not, therefore, 
surprising that a pilot oi his lofty stamp should have 
made the first voyajo to Massachusetts Bay.

TSio 
.Discovery 
of Massachusetts Bay— A 


•Paper by Kev. B. F. »e Costa. 


A stated meeting of the New York Historical 


Society was held last evening at the Library, corner 
of Eleventh, street and Second avenue, the principal 
attraction being the reading of a paper by tne Her. 
Mr. De Costa on "Ihe Discovery of Massachusetts 
Bay." The audience, taonjh somewhat limited in 
numbers, was highly intellectual. 


On being introduced by the President of the 


society, Mr. DE COSTA proceeded to remarlc that It 
seemed to most ag if tne subject nad already been 
sufficiently discussed. AS regarded the early nls- 
tory or Massachusetts, everything that conld bo 
gleaned was carefully garnered up. That ttiere 
should havo been any omission seemed impossible. 
Last year that society oad published a volume on 
Massachusetts, and yet tnis subject was not touched 
on. The early voyages along the New iinglaud coast 
were not in the slightest way alluded to. The Nortfi- 
men of the eleventh century must have been th.e 
original discoverers o£ Massachusetts Bar IT tne 
Icelandic records were correct. Tnat the Northmen 
were familiar with, this bay appears from the map 
of Stephanlus, drawn up iu 1570. Dr. Cole, wnne 
admitting tho value of tnls map, felt quite troubled 
about the largeness of me scale on which the bay 
was represented on the map. Any one who would 
loos at tnat map of Stephanies, and in fact all of the 
mapa of the sixteenth century, would see at once 
that tne Buropeans had nothing whatever to clo with, 
the discovery or Massachusetts Bay. The author of 
that map, when it was compared with the French 
and Spanish maps of tne seventeenth century, would 
be found to have had a very distinct idea of the New 
England coast, 
[The speaker here proceeded to 
illustrate his subject in a large map.] At what time 
Cape Cod appeared in the charcology of the world 
could not now be determined. This old Icelandic 
map was tne only one before 16M whicli gave anv 
Intelligence of Cape Cod. In 1602 tue discovery by 
Gosno of Massachusetts Bay was Siid to have been 
made. Tfio person to whom we were indebted for 
that voyage was one John Alphonse, a French pilot. 
Tnat Alpnonse also discovered Cape Cod ana Cane 
Ann is beyond doubt, for he was a scientiuc man 
and one in wnom the most implicit reliance could 
be Dlaced. 
It seemed clear, then, taat 3ohn 
Alphoiise anticipated Goaao m, the discovery or 
Massacimsefrts Bay by at least sixty joara. 
Hero tins matter had been lying slumbering for 
wore than two hundred years. Uackett's version of 
the dUcovery, as compared with that of Alntonse 
could not be trusted at all. Alphonsa mentioned 
It In tho most modest manner possible. His "eneral 
account of that region was written 1K2. We learned 
that tho expedition, left Kochelle April 11, 1542. The 
village ofSt.Oane in tho canton of Cognac in France, 
had the honor of Alphonso's blrto. although tne 
Portuguese historical students had tried to claim him 
as their countryman'. At ono time ho was thrown 
into prison by the French monarch because he had 
dared to cany his head as high and exhibit as much 
freedom as he aid. Had Aipnonsc lived in our aay 
he would havo been an ardent supporter of the peo- 
ple against the crown, lie had liven in advance of 
his day In that respect, and it was not, therefore, 
surprising that a pilot oi his lofty stamp should have 
made the first voyajo to Massachusetts Bay.

gions of the city very odd contrivances were placed 
on runners, such as coal bunkers, dry goods boxes 
and broken down scavenger carts.

FIFTH AVENUE 


made a most heterogeneous exhibition of moving

carriages as sleighs, and an uncommonly 


large number of clumsy coal carts, drays and omni- 
buses. Above Xhlriy-rourth street, the sleighs mo- 
nopolized more and more of the avenue, until they 
claimed almost all of it m the neighborhood of the 
Park. Most of the fashionable folts matle their 
point of departure from ihe Fifta Avenue Hotel, and a 
gallant show tucy made lor so short a notice. 
The 
dazzling display of buffalo robes of all colors under 
the sun was the great feature that caught tiie eye 
In looking up the avenue after the flying procession 
amoving away as fast and slict and steady as a loco- 
motive. Mounting the crest of the hill at Tlurty- 
Bintli street a glorious breeze met everybody bound 
to the I'aric—such a breeze as sends a tingle and a 
thrill to the tips or tiie toes. Further on, about 
Tilty-second street, it grew stronger and tested 
overcoats with a vengeance; but the beloved robes 
of bullalo bid deflance to its best efforts aod Kept 
tne caloric from escaping. Tiie rising walls of tne 
Catholic cathedral glinted like diamond encrusted 
jnarble in the cold, bright, gleatnmg sunsnine. TBe 
distant woody eminences otjftie Park, tpeckled witn 
•white and shorn of their sheltermc foliage, looked 
eombre and wintry; but the lively cavalcade of 
eieigns, all shapes and colors, was a stirring and 
exbilaratmz sight to see. 


THE PARK 
In all its winter drapery looked pnrc and cold as 
chastity itself.

shore. By three o'clock in tne afternoon the sleigh- 
ing parties were lu their glory. The wind, which 
swept fiercely over the hills, gradually subsided as 
the sun went down, and the snow, hardening in the 
evening siiadows, creased musically under the run- 
ners and added to the harmony of the bells. Kosy 
laces, whose eyes had scarcely peeped out from 
their coverings In the upland blasts, were uu veiled, 
and songs and laughter made gladness all along the 
way. 


TSE CONEY ISLAND ROAD 
was in splendid condition. The snow was firm and 
even, ana the forenoon travel bad bcateu a wide 
track that afforded ample space for passing teams. 
Comparatively few stopped at the various bait- 
ing places on the route, and those who did 
scarcely waited to blanket their horses in the 
sheds. Every one seemed determined to make toe 
most of his first sleigh ride or the season, aud after 
driving down the road as iar as rime would permit 
turned about directly and came dashing back into 
town. On the way home the wind was very teen, 
biting the face severely and quickening the antici- 
pations of dinner aud the Blowing grate. 
it wonid be difficult to enumerate all the elegant 
teams upon the road. Prominent among tnem were 
tha estaulisliiuents of H. B. Dodge, G. W, Blake, 
Isaac Van Anden, George Woodward, H. I'olhi- 
mus, J. a. Willis, A. B. Hall, 
W. P. Collins,

Burns. Nearly all of the sleighing parties consisted ot 
families. Very few gentlemen were driving alone, 
and moat of the sleighs were with two or three seats 
and aouole teams. One sleigh had over a dozen 
schoolgirls nestled together under scarlet robes, and 
their merry voices were heard in the distance alter 
the ear had lost the jingle of their bells. 


GREENWOOD. 
Quite ft number of handsome turnouts were notice- 
able oil the road to Greenwood. The cemetery looked 
desolate enough. The marble shafts and headstones 
seemed to add intensity to the cold, and fierce 
blasts from the bay shook the groves aua moaned dis- 
mally among the knotted branches. A lew persons 
were moving hurriedly along the paths where la- 
borers had shoveled away tue snow, bnt no one 
seemed disposed to linger, and the funeral parties 
hastened away cpon the conclusion of t ne last sad 
ntes as if they dreaded the sacred precincts. Tne 
snow in the grounds was druted badly, and half

over,

BDOW had 
congealed with the water and the surface looked 
gray and forbidding-. Some of the evergreens, in 
LOOKS sheltered from the wind, seemed at a distance 
like vanagated pyramids, aud when they stood in 
thic£ clusters, presented miniature pictures that 
somewhat relieved the desolation, but winter, that 
smoothes with Its snows the wrmtles of nature, had 
here obliterated every beauty and intensified the 
dreariness of Sovember. 


THE SLEIGHING SEASON' 
may now be considered as fairly opened. The pros- 
pects are that with the nrm, ssaooih ground upon 
which the snow has fallen there will be good sleign- 
ing for several dajs, and should another fctorm 
come soon, as is very probable, sleighing may^con- 
tinue throughout the month. There is a creat.lack 
of accommodations among the stables of New York 
lor sleighing, and the public turnouts are, as a 
Class, quite inferior. Very lew stables can supply 
over three or four cutters, aud a great majority of 
siiese are unworthy of tneir use. 
Indeed there is abundant opportunity for Improve- 
ment in eveiy stjle of sleighs, wmle each year 
developes something new in carriages, ever}' winter 
we see the same old styles of cutters, changed only 
lu paint and cushions. If to the lightness and 
symmetry 
of 
tlie 
present 
style there were 
added 
occasionally 
some 
new 
design 
or 
shape and decoration, it would contribute very 
materlally to lae zest of the winter season and 
richly reward the enterprise of the designer. There 
is no more reason lor adhering to the same form of 
sleigh tham in following the same pattern of car- 
nages every year, and .New York, which takes the 
lead m ail ctianaes of fashion on tins comment, 
should at leait lie ahead in this particular.

The storm beginning onlionaay evening continu ed 


throueh the night. Yesterday morning found the city 
wrapped in a huge mantle of snow. The hurricane 
blasts had subsided, the storm clouds baa all dis- 
appeared, and the sun shone from a cloudless sky, but 
the air was keen and cutting aud the snow crisp 
aud unyielding to the solstitiaa influences. Juvenile 
New York, with visions of sleigh rides on dimiun- 
nve sleds, 
was pleased. 
Older Hew York, 


in tne promise of exhilarating rides on ma- 
turer runners to the music of sleigh bells and 
behind mettlesome steeds, felt a thrill of delight, and 
last and not least, everything augured a pleasant 
dav for election. To those living up town, and par- 
ticularly in the remote regions of Yorkville and Har- 
lem, and depending ou cars for getting to their 
places of business, the morning air did not hold 
forth very brilliant promise, and particularly after 
the trying experieuces of setting to their homes tho 
evening previous. This hrsi storm ol the season 
seemed somenow to have taken the city railroad 
managers by surprise. They did not, at all events, 
act with their usual promptness in clearing their 
roads ol snow. Up to noon no cars were running on 
the Second avenue road above tue depot at Sixty- 
second street- It was somewhat better on the 
Third avenue road; but, although with teams 
doubled, the mnmng of cars above the depot was 
irregular and. lite doubttul things, very uncertain. 
Until eleven o'clock A. M. tne cars ran on only one 
track. The result was that everybody was late 
setting down town. Itwas*about the same on the 
other roads. During the early forenoon' hours mat- 
ters thus continued loosely and irregularly, but in 
the afternoon the cars began to run with more regu- 
larity and by night, wheu the creat homeward tide 
of 
travel set 
in, the cars run on nearly 
their usual time. 
In the compact cars it 
was a ' hard day for travellers and unprece- 
deuedtly hard lor horses. The omnibuses were 
not so severely affected by the storm. Tne worst 
trouble was the horses slipping and falUne down. 
They frequently fell by platoons, and particularly ou 
Broadway, completely obstructing for a time tne 
street Tate it all to all, tha severity of the storm, 
the incidents or travel and everything connected with 
it, as a topic of conversation it absorbed far more 
tue public attention than the President's message or 
the election. 
Nearly all the trains on railroad lines coming into 
tiie city were a icood deal delayed by the storm, and 
arrived yesterday morning several hours behind 
time, causing delay to passengers ana the malls. 
The Boston mail by the Xew Baven road, due at 
midnight, 
did 
not arrive till eichc A. M. 
yesterday. 
The Northern mails ' by the Hud- 
son jilver 
Railroad 
were 
all 
behind 
time. 
None of the trains of the Harlem road reached the 
city 011 time. The Erie mail due at forty minutes 
paatien P.M. arrived at four A. M. yesterday, aud 
tne morning mail due at eight o'clock did not reach 
here till three hours later. The Washington mall by 
the Camdeu and Amboy .road, dne at seven A. M., 
was two hours behind time. 
.The mall by the New- 
Jersey Central road arrived only an hour and a half 
after time, and on the Morris and Essex road there 
•were no detentions. The Long Islanl roads ciune 
in for their share or detention. By afternoon tho 
trains on most of the loads were, However, running 
regularly. 
Steamboats on the Sound had.a rough passage on 
account or the heavy wind aud blinding snow, but 
reached the city very little behind time. 
Ihe depth of suow w»s nine inches. The worat 
feature i» yet to come— a rtotme .of slush till the 
snow disappears.

Several clergymen of tne same denomination were 
waited upon, bnt all refused to officiate. At last, 
after scouring the neighborhood, his friends pro- 
cured tne services of Mr. McAllister, the pastor of a 
Methodist church, on Thirty-seventh street, and 
ne visited the remains and said .the prayer, 
after which the body was taken to Greenwood- 
The friends and family of the deceased live In 
flew Jersey, and the storm ou Monday night having 
impeded travel, very few of them were .present. 
Among those were two ladles dressed In solemn 
black rrom head to foot. Their appearance attracted 
much attention, and it was whispered that they were 
Mrs. Cunningham and her daughter, with, whom the 
deceased at one time boarded m Bond street; bnt 
thte was merely "sensation." The obsequies were 
superintended by Mr. J. T. MetUer, brotaer-in-law of 
deceased, who escorted the remains from Albany. 


Eckel Declares Mis Innocence of Any Connec- 


tion with tbc Ulnrucr of ]>r. Burdell.

After the announcement had been made to BcSel 


that ne must die we are informed that, at the sug- 
gestion of a prominent citizen, Eckel's partner in 
crime, Calllcott. had an interview with him, for the 
purpose of drawing from him any disclosures he 
might feel disposed to make in regard to the murder 
of Dr. Burden. It Is stated that Eckel emphatically 
declared that

He added that 
tis entered the house about eleven o'clock on the 
night of the murder; that he was met by Sirs. 
Cuuutnirham in the lower hall; that he noticed she 
appeared contused and excited; that she preceded 
him up stairs to His room; that she stopped on the 
way up stairs and closed Dr. Burden's bedroom 
door; that she accompanied him to his own bedroom 
door, where he left her, locked his door and retired 
to ben, and that he was entirely ignoraut of the 
murder until after the discovery of the body. Ttiis 
statement was made a short tune before his death, 
and in view of the fact that his physician had in- 
formed him that his end was near and that he could 
not possibly survive. (Jiven under such solemn cir- 
cumstances it will doubtless be generally believed, 
especially as, while it exonerates himself, it adds 
one more link to the chain ol testimony which 
pointed to Mrs. Cunningham as the murderess of 
Dr. Burdcll.

It oecomia me, therefore, to speat 
or It cnly iu general terms, and, showing simply tho 
condition of tae navy at the commencement of UiiS 
administration, state only results as the surest test 
of principle? and practise. 


NAVAI, FOKCB IS SIARCn, 1883. 


When my immediate predecessor came into oEttce, 


on the 9th dar of Marcn lost, tne navy of tne United 
states consisted of two hundred aad three vessels ot 
all classes aad in every, condition. 


These measured one hundred and elghty-throa 


thousand lour tmudred and fony-two ions, and were 
calculated to carry, when m comoiissiou, t'airteen 
hundrea and sizty-sf.x guns, exclusive of aowitzeta. 


Of these ships one hundred ana nrty-ono wera 


wooden and filty-cwo wera iron-claa or monitors. 


Of the wooden snips thirty-two wera sailing ves- 


sels, liity-tnree were steamers, witu some auxiliary 
sad power; forty-four were steamers without any 
eaicient sail power and twenty-two wera without 
sad power oi any Kind.

It oecomia me, therefore, to speat 
or It cnly iu general terms, and, showing simply tho 
condition of tae navy at the commencement of UiiS 
administration, state only results as the surest test 
of principle? and practise.

When my immediate predecessor came into oEttce, 


on the 9th dar of Marcn lost, tne navy of tne United 
states consisted of two hundred aad three vessels ot 
all classes aad in every, condition. 


These measured one hundred and elghty-throa 


thousand lour tmudred and fony-two ions, and were 
calculated to carry, when m comoiissiou, t'airteen 
hundrea and sizty-sf.x guns, exclusive of aowitzeta. 


Of these ships one hundred ana nrty-ono wera 


wooden and filty-cwo wera iron-claa or monitors. 


Of the wooden snips thirty-two wera sailing ves- 


sels, liity-tnree were steamers, witu some auxiliary 
sad power; forty-four were steamers without any 
eaicient sail power and twenty-two wera without 
sad power oi any Kind. 


Tne iruu-clads are all steamers, relying wholly on 
steam under all eircuius;aaces. 
of ad these classes only lorty-three vessels, in- 
cludmg stute ships, mounting three hundred and 
lilty-aix guns of every calibre, were atlacued to Ueet3 
or teturuiuir tuereirom. Six more, mounting tnirty- 
six gnus, weie in commission tor special service, 
and bix outers at uie various .-taliuns us receiving 
Btups. These, logrctucr with lourteea tugs anu small 
vesgeis. attached to me various navy yatds ana sta- 
tions, cuBstumed me whole lorc« ot the a*vy at tuat 
time effective lur immediate service. 
it has since be;u round necessary to offer for sale, 
oa lufcifttt stations, tnree ot theye vessels, wlucu. 
were cutKiecuued us uudt for service aud unsaie to 
send home, aud i« enty-flve more or idem have oeea 
ordered home to me various navy jards lor repair 
and alteration or sale. But one shio. the Juuiata, at 
1'ttl.aaelplno, was nuder repair aB tae time of thti 
coming tu 01 the present a.dnnn.stratioa.

To tne 
squadron on this station is conimittsd tue protection. 
01 ail our outward-bouna anl returning Atlantic 
commerce, when west of tue forty-tairo degree ol 
west longuude; onr coastiog trade on the Atlantic 
aud the Gulf and that whicn we carry on with tha 
West in.lies, Mexico, me northern countries oi SoutU 
America and tbe isthmus. 


It consisted on tue um of MaroB last ot six vessels, 
mouuiin;j m au iwenty-eicnc ^uns, the whole under 
me comuuud or Hear Admiral lloff.
